CONSTITUTION 


Adopted  October  25,  1956 

Article  I.  NAME 
This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Theron  Eankin  Baptist  Association. 

Article  II.  OBJECTIVE 
The  objective  of  the  association  shall  be  to  devise  and  implement  plans  for 
the  enlargement  and  accomplishment  of  the  missionary  enterprise  of  the  member 
churches  through  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  each  other.  The  association 
shall  seek  to  recommend  measures  for  the  increased  harmony  and  spiritual  power 
of  member  churches.  It  shall  provide  an  organizational  framework  for  the 
promotion  of  the  cause  of  missions,  including  education  and  evangelism,  through 
the  program  sponsored  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Article  III.  AETICLES  OF  FAITH 

The  articles  of  faith  of  this  association,  which  shall  be  the  basis  of  fellowship 
and  cooperation,  are  those  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in 
Memphis,  May  14,  1925. 

Article  IV.  MEMBEESHIP 

Section  1.  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  the  Missionary  Baptist 
Churches  which  are  members  of  the  present  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  receive  into  its  fellowship  and  program  such 
other  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  as  adhere  to  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  as 
expressed  in  the  Articles  of  Faith  of  the  association,  subscribe  to  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  association,  and  support  the  Southern  Baptist  and  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Missions  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  member  churches 
upon  their  continual  refusal  to  cooperate  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  objectives 
of  the  association. 

Article  V.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  association  shall  meet  in  regular  session  annually  in  one  or 
more  of  its  member  churches  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of 
the  association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  support  of 
the  cause  of  missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  association  and/or  the  executive  com- 
mittee may  be  called  upon  request  of  any  officer  or  committee  of  the  association, 
or  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  executive  committee,  or 
like  number  of  messengers  to  the  past  regular  association  meeting,  provided  that 
the  intended  purpose  of  the  special  business  be  stated  in  the  announcement 
Avhich  shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  the  association  organizations,  i.e.,  Sunday  School, 
Baptist  Training  Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood,  shall 
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be  held  during  the  associational  year  under  the  leadership  of  the  associational 
officers.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  missionary 
enterprise  through  the  work  of  the  individual  organizations. 

Article  VI.  OFFICERS 
The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director, 
W.  M.  U.  President,  Brotherhood  President,  Director  of  Music,  three  Trustees, 
Publicity  Chairman,  and  Parliamentarian. 

Article  VII.   STANDING  COMMITTEES 
The  standing  committees  of  the  association  shall  be  as  follows:  Executive, 
Nominating,  Program,  Membership,  Resolutions,  Extension,  Finance,  Time  and 
Place,  Christian  Life,  Evangelism,  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and 
Ordination  committee. 

Article  VIII.  AMENDMENTS 
This  constitution  may  be  amended  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  provided  that  such  amendment, 
alteration  or  repeal  shall  have  been  presented  in  writing  at  the  previous  annual 
meeting. 


BY-LAWS 

Article  I.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Application  from  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  desiring  member- 
ship in  the  association  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  membership  committee  at 
least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  This  committee  shall  report 
on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting.  Messengers  of  the  applying  churches 
may  be  seated  upon  its  acceptance  into  the  membership  of  the  association  by 
two-thirds  majority  vote. 

Section  2.  Member  churches,  at  the  close  of  the  associational  year,  shall 
send  annually  to  the  association  a  report  relative  to  the  location,  dates  of 
preaching,  membership,  baptisms,  revivals  and  other  information.  Forms  for 
the  gathering  of  this  information  will  be  furnished  by  the  clerk  of  the 
association. 

Article  II.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  held  on  Thursday 
and/or  Friday  following  the  third  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.    The  association  year  shall  close  on  September  30. 

Section  3.  Reports  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  with  the 
exception  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  limited  to  300  words. 

Section  4.  Parliamentary  procedure  of  all  meetings  of  the  association  and 
its  Executive  Committee  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Kcrfoot's  ''Parliamentary 
Practice. "  , 
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Section  5.  Business  sessions  of  the  association  shall  be  composed  of  mes- 
sengers from  the  member  churches.  Each  member  church  shall  send  three 
messengers  for  the  first  100  members  of  the  church  and  one  messenger  for  each 
additional  100  members  or  major  fraction  thereof. 

Article  III.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 
Section  1.  Officers  of  the  association  shall  be  elected  by  majority  vote. 
The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from  the  floor.  Other 
officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  Nominations  by  the 
Nominating  Committee,  however,  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 
All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting. 
Vacancies  occurring  between  meetings  of  the  association  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Executive  Committee  upon  nomination  from  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
association  and  all  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  may,  by  fraternal 
visitation,  counsel  and  advise  with  the  churches  regarding  the  work  of  the 
association  during  the  year.  He  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after 
the  second  successive  term.    He  is  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  ways  designated 
by  the  Moderator. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  all  records  of  the  association,  distribute 
report  blanks  to  the  clerks  of  member  churches,  make  accurate  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  body  in  session,  and  prepare  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  He  shall  also  serve  as 
Clerk  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  deposit  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the 
association  as  designated  by  the  association  or  its  Executive  Committee.  He 
shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  present  an  audited  report 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  Treasurer  shall  calculate  the 
quota  of  each  church  in  the  support  of  the  budget  according  to  the  financial 
plan  of  the  association  and  notify  member  churches  as  to  the  amount  of  their 
quota. 

Section  6.  The  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director, 
W.  M.  U.  President  and  Brotherhood  President  shall  promote  the  work  of  their 
respective  organizations,  lead  educational  and  inspirational  meetings  for  their 
organizations,  and  encourage  the  organization  of  new  units  in  the  member 
churches  of  the  association. 

Section  7.  The  Director  of  Music  shall  assist  in  developing  better  music  in 
member  churches.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  music  at  all  meetings  of  the 
association  and  its  Executive  Committee;  leading  the  music,  providing  ac- 
companiment and  arranging  for  special  music. 

Section  8.  The  Trustees  shall  be  the  legal  representatives  of  the  association 
in  all  matters  relating  to  law,  sign  all  legal  docum.ents  as  directed  by  the 
association  and/or  the  Executive  Committee.  They  shall  have  the  power  under 
instructions  of  the  association  and/or  the  Executive  Committee,  to  hold,  buy, 
sell  and  convey  property,  both  real  and  personal  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary 
for  the  purchase  of  conveyance.    The  Trustees  shall  administer  the  Scholarship 
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fund.  Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  for  three  years,  with  one  trustee  rotating 
off  each  year. 

Section  9.  The  Historian  shall  record  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  record  of 
the  association  those  facts  and  events  that  are  of  historical  value  to  the 
association. 

Section  10.  The  Publicity  Chairman  shall  promote,  through  all  available 
advertising  media,  all  association  activities. 

Section  11.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  the  Moderator,  or  other  presiding 
officer,  on  any  question  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

Article  IV.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  All  Standing  committees  of  the  association,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  messengers  present  at  the  annual  meeting.  All  standing  committees,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Executive  and  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated 
by  the  Nominating  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated 
from  the  floor.  Members  of  the  Nominating  Committee  may  not  succeed  them- 
selves for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  As- 
sociation, the  Pastor  and  one  layman  from  each  church  of  the  association. 
The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  the  officers  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

DUTIES:  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  quarterly  on 
Tuesday  following  the  third  Sunday  of  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  It 
shall  make  such  recommendations  at  the  annual  meeting  or  special  meetijigs  as 
it  shall  consider  to  the  best  interest  of  the  work.  It  shall  make  an  annual 
report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  association  which  shall  be  included  in  the 
minutes  of  the  association.  It  shall  conduct  the  business  of  the  association 
between  the  annual  sessions,  provided  that  no  matter  be  initiated  which  is 
contrary  to  the  prescribed  policy  of  the  association  as  set  forth  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  its  meetings.  It  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  standing  committees 
of  the  association.  It  shall  be  empowered  to  elect  such  temporary  committees  as 
are  necessary  to  effectively  carry  out  the  work  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It  shall 
nominate  the  officers  and  the  standing  committees  of  the  association,  with  the 
exception  of  the  executive  and  nominating  committees,  and  suggest  the  represent- 
ative to  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 
No  person  shall  be  nominated  by  the  nominating  committee  for  more  than  one 
elective  office. 

Section  4.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members,  including 
the  host  pastor  or  pastors  and  associational  Director  of  Music.  This  committee 
shall  prepare  and  distribute  to  member  churches  a  copy  of  the  suggested  program 
for  the  annual  meeting  at  least  30  days  before  the  meeting. 

Section  5.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It 
shall  receive  and  consider  all  petitionary  letters  regarding  churches  seeking 
membership  in  the  association.  It  shall  investigate  and  make  recommendations 
concerning  any  complaints  relative  to  the  fellowship  and  cooperation  of  member 
churches. 
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Section  6.  The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It  shall 
draft  all  resolutions  directed  to  it  and  others  as  it  deems  wise. 

Section  7.  The  Extension  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  The 
work  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  discover  places  for  mission  churches. 

Section  8.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  members  and  the 
Treasurer  as  ex-officio  chairman.  This  committee  shall  prepare  a  proposed 
budget  for  the  association.  It  shall  also  recommend  a  financial  plan  for 
subscribing  the  budget.  The  proposed  budget  and  financial  plan  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  churches  for  consideration  fifty  (50)  days  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting. 

Section  9.  The  Place  and  Preacher  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
It  shall  receive  invitations  and  recommend  places  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
association.  It  also  shall  recommend  a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for  the 
annual  sermon. 

Section  10.  The  Christian  Life  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
It  shall  keep  abreast  of  the  moral  level  of  the  life  of  the  community.  It  shall 
lead  the  association  in  Christian  conduct,  cooperating  with  other  groups,  such  as. 
The  Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  The  Allied 
Church  League,  the  Citizens'  Committee  for  Good  Government,  working  for  the 
moral  improvement  of  the  Christian  life  of  the  community. 

Section  11.  The  Evangelism  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members.  It 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  executive  committee,  plan,  promote  and  coordinate 
all  association  evangelistic  activities. 

Section  12.  The  Ordination  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It 
shall,  upon  invitation  of  a  member  church  and  by  direction  of  the  moderator, 
assist  in  preparing  and  conducting  the  ordination  services  of  candidates  for 
the  ministry. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  consist  of 
three  members.  It  shall  review  all  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  make  recommendations  to  the  association  as  to  their  adoption  or 
rejection.  It  shall,  from  time  to  time,  submit  such  changes  in  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  which  it  deams  pertinent  to  the  proper  functioning  of  the  associa- 
tion, its  committees  and  organizations. 

Article  V.  AMENDMENTS 
The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  business  session  of  the 
association  by   two-thirds   vote   of   the   messengers   present   provided    that  a 
minimum  of  30  days'  notice  have  been  given  to  each  of  the  member  churches.

Mellnik,  Rev.  O.  J.  Hagler  of  Raleigh  brought  a  message  on  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  Christian  Education  Advance  which  was  followed  by  a  discussion 
period.

32.  The  Call  to  Worship,  * '  Breathe  On  Me, ' '  was  sung  by  the  associational 
choir  under  the  direction  of  the  associational  music  director,  Hendley  Ellington, 
and  accompanied  by  Miss  Nellie  Pruitt,  organist  and  Mrs.  Mayo  Weaver,  pianist. 
The  third  stanza  of  the  theme  hymn,  *  *  To  God  Be  the  Glory ' '  was  sung.  Rev. 
Charles  Ledford,  pastor  at  Oyama  church,  read  Scripture  and  led  in  prayer. 

33.  Following  the  singing  of  the  Hymn,  * '  O  God  We  Pray  For  All  Mankind, ' ' 
Mrs.  Hayden  Hayes  presented  Home  Missions  highlights  and  Rev.  Marion  Powell 
presented  Foreign  Missions  highlights. 

34.  Rev.  J.  Howard  Gates  had  charge  of  the  memorial  service  with  James  Lee, 
of  Highland  church,  singing  a  solo  while  the  names  of  the  deceased  members 
during  the  past  year  were  projected  on  the  screen. 

35.  The  report  of  the  Resolutions  committee  presented  by  Jack  L.  Falls 
was  adopted  along  with  adoption  of  the  Book  of  Reports. 

36.  Rev.  O  Jack  Murphy  presented  Dr.  Carl  Bates,  pastor  of  First  Baptist 
Church,  Charlotte,  who  spoke  following  the  singing  of  the  anthem,  "The  Great 
Commission,"  by  the  association  choir.  Dr.  Bates  brought  a  challenging  massage 
calling  us  to  agonizing  prayer  which  he  stated  is  our  only  hope  in  our  present 
crisis.    A  choral  benediction  was  sung  by  the  associational  choir. 

37.  Total  attendance  for  the  day  was  157  messengers  and  170  visitors  with 
31  churches  represented. 


REPORTS 


AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 
Egbert  L.  Huff 

During  1960  the  American  Bible  Society  rejoiced  in  the  fact  that  some  part 
of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1,165  languages:  the  full  Bible  in  221,  a 
Testament  in  277  more  and  a  Gospel  or  other  complete  book  in  667  more. 

A  million-plus  Scripture  volumes  were  given  to  the  Armed  Forces  and 
Veterans'  Hospitals. 

The  125th  anniversary  of  supplying  Scriptures  for  the  Blind  far  below  cost 
was  observed.  The  Scripture  is  published  in  Braille  and  other  raised-letter 
systems. 

The  ministry  of  the  "  Finger-Fono, "  a  phonograph  operated  by  one  finger 
with  Bible  records  in  the  language  needed,  was  enlarged  considerably.  Eecords 
are  now  available  in  30  languages  and  others  are  being  prepared. 

The  Korean  Bible  Society  was  assisted  in  reaching  their  goal  of  distributing 
more  than  a  million  Scripture  volumes  in  a  single  year;  also,  rejoiced  in  the 
sustained  interest  in  Japan  where,  for  the  last  five  years.  Scripture  distribution 
has  averaged  almost  two  million  volumes. 

Another  significant  feature  of  this  report  is  that  a  total  of  over  23  million 
volumes  of  Scriptures  were  distributed  throughout  the  world,  which  indicates 
an  increase  of  more  than  five  million  more  than  the  number  of  volumes  distributed 
in  1959  and  over  8  million  more  than  the  15-million-volumes-per-year  average  for 
the  past  nine  years. 

Southern  Baptist  churches  gave  $151,626  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 
Methodist  gifts  led  with  a  total  of  $151,934.  Gifts  from  ALL  churches  in  the 
U.S.A.  totaled  $1,001,768. 

Although  gifts  have  increased  and  the  work  has  expanded,  the  world-wide 
need  for  the  Bible  is  still  greater  than  the  supply.  The  help  of  EVEKY 
Southern  Baptist  church  is  needed. 

Every  church  is  encouraged  to  give  at  least  these  amounts  each  year:  Smaller 
churches,  $10.  to  $60.;  larger  churches,  $60.  to  $300.;  great  city  churches,  $300. 
to  $600.-plus. 

REPORT  OF  BROTHERHOOD 
G.  W.  DeHart 

This  year  has  been  significant  for  Baptist  Brotherhoods  in  North  Carolina. 
Operating  for  the  first  year  under  the  new  plan  of  organization,  it  now  appears 
that  every  Brotherhood  is  functioning  on  the  new  plan.  Special  emphasis  has 
been  given  to  leadership  training,  and  good  attendance  reported  at  workshops 
for  church  Brotherhood  officers. 

World  Missions  Week  at  Caswell  Assembly  near  Southport,  an  annual  mis- 
sionary emphasis  sponsored  jointly  by  the  Brotherhood  and  W.M.U.,  was  attended 
by  1,100  people. 

The  Brotherhood  cooperated  with  the  director  of  Eetirement  Plans  and  the 
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Annuity  Board  in  presenting  the  Protection  Plan  for  pastors  in  the  Regional 
Conferences. 

The  Brotherhood  Commission  published  Effective  Christian  Witnessing  by 
Nelson  Tull.  This  book  will  be  used  to  teach  men  how  to  witness  for  Christ 
to  lost  people.  Six  Christian  Leadership  Workshops,  one  in  Hickory,  will  be 
conducted  in  October  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  men  to  teach  this  book  in 
their  churches. 

Twenty  men  led  by  Captain  Paul  Drake,  USMC,  Morehead  City,  were  sent 
to  Ohio  for  special  Mission  work.  For  a  week  they  engaged  in  personal  witnessing 
and  conducted  services.  Two  new  missions  were  established  and,  as  a  result  of 
their  fine  work,  the  Ohio  Convention  has  requested  100  men  for  a  similar  crusade 
next  year. 

The  Eoyal  Ambassador  Program  is  undergoing  a  change  in  organizational 
plan  which  will  offer  many  possibilities  for  leading  boys  in  missionary  education. 
Plans  are  still  being  made  to  develop  a  State  RA  Camp  near  Asheboro  in  the 
next  few  years.  A  site  has  been  selected  and  preliminary  plans  for  developing 
it  have  begun. 

We  believe  that  through  Brotherhood  and  Royal  Ambassadors,  Baptist  men 
and  boys  will  be  challenged  to  take  a  more  active  part  in  the  churches  efforts 
to  bring  the  Gospel  to  the  whole  world. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Miss  Anne  Feltner 

A  program  of  intensified  Christian  education,  wide  in  scope  and  deep  in 
gentility  is  not  foreign  to  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Reaching  far  out  into  the 
needs  of  the  people.  North  Carolina  Baptists  promote  most  faithfully  the  work 
in  seven  colleges:  Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Gardner-Webb,  Wingate, 
Chowan  and  Campbell  Colleges.  The  whole  program  of  the  Christian  college 
must  have  a  sound  academic  base,  furthermore  resting  upon  and  permeated  by 
an  unapologetic  Christian  philosophy.  The  Christian  perspective  calls  for  an 
openness  and  unhindered  investigation  of  truth  in  the  light  of  divine  revelation. 
In  no  respect  will  this  emphasis  be  harmful  to  the  academic  standards;  in  fact, 
such  may  be  an  asset. 

The  principal  characteristic  of  a  Christian  college  is  to  be  found  in  the 
men  and  women  who  constitute  its  personnel — not  in  buildings  and  subject 
matter  or  other  non-personal  features.  These  people  in  our  colleges  constitute 
the  very  fabric  into  which  every  worthwhile  experience  must  be  woven. 

Education  does  not  come  cheap,  as  does  anything,  so  it  is  not  surprising  to 
learn  that  the  annual  operating  budgets  of  these  seven  colleges  total  between 
eleven  and  twelve  million  dollars.  Students  pay  over  half  of  this  total  and 
Baptists  through  the  Cooperative  Program  pay  about  five  percent  of  the  operating 
costs.  Other  sources  including  endowment  income,  earnings  from  such  auxiliary 
enterprises  as  dormitories,  dining  room,  student  centers,  provide  nearly  one-half 
the  operating  costs.  In  addition  to  these  costs  for  operation  the  seven  colleges 
are  spending  several  million  dollars  each  year  in  expanding  and  improving  their 
physical  plants  and  equipment. 

A  startling  fact  is  discovered  when  one  considers  of  the  15,000  Baptist 
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youth  graduating  last  year,  10,000  of  them  did  not  go  to  college  or  attend  a 
Baptist  college.  Still  more  startling  is  the  fact  that  of  8,700  attending  our 
Baptist  colleges  last  year,  only  5,000  of  them  were  Baptist.  We  must  never 
forget  that  three  out  of  four  Baptist  youth  in  college  must  look  to  some  college 
other  than  our  seven  Baptist  colleges  and  we  are  deeply  concerned  for  their 
welfare  also.  This  is  why  we  must  be  careful  to  continue  to  provide  a  good 
ministry  through  the  Baptist  Student  Union  in  all  colleges  along  with,  and  in 
addition  to,  the  work  in  our  Baptist  colleges. 

The  exploding  population  of  today  is  placing  strains  upon  the  whole 
educational  facility.  Along  with  everything  else  that  is  speeding  on  with 
accelerated  programs  in  this  modern  world,  we  gasp  with  astonishment  when  we 
are  informed  by  the  statisticians  that  by  1970  there  will  be  35,000  Baptist  boys 
and  girls  in  college!  That  phenomenal  number  in  just  10  years!  Of  course, 
the  most  searching  question  in  the  minds  of  the  educators  in  HOW  SHALL  WE 
TRAIN  THEM?  If  we  continue  to  maintain  the  status  quo,  barely  adequate 
now  for  the  present,  what  will  be  the  outcome  ten  years  from  now,  when 
Baptist  boys  and  girls,  hungry  for  education  in  a  world  where  higher  education 
is  a  necessity,  begin  the  arduous  search  for  institutions  of  learning  which  can 
accommodate  them.  We  need  to  face  soberly  and  most  prayerfully  every  need 
and  request  of  our  educational  institutions. 

REPORT  OF  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE 
Albert  A.  Young 

The  Christian  Life  Committee  calls  attention  to  two  perils  that  threaten  our 
society  and  Christian  witness.  (1)  The  home  and  family  life.  The  American 
family  has  become  mobile  with  fifteen  percent  of  the  American  families  changing 
residences  each  year.  An  increasing  number  of  mothers  and  wives  work  outside 
the  home.  An  inflated  economy  brings  great  strain  upon  family  life.  Today 
many  homes  fear  the  departure  of  the  father  from  the  home  for  military  services 
of  an  indefinite  duration  because  of  world  crises  in  strategic  spots.  Marital 
discord,  divorce,  parental  neglect  of  children,  youth  and  adult  delinquency  all 
evidence  the  regrettable  collapse  of  a  wholesome  home  and  family  life. 

(2)  The  numerous  and  subtile  inroads  of  alcoholic  beverages  into  individual, 
home  and  institutional  life  are  eating  away  the  moral  fibre  of  our  generation. 
That  alcoholic  beverages  are  becoming  the  acceptable "  drinks  in  our  homes, 
schools,  businesses  and  clubs  is  alarming  in  that  they  have  tragic  consequences 
in  home  life. 

What  can  we  do?  (1)  Let  the  churches  be  careful  lest  their  demands  upon 
the  members'  time  be  a  divisive  and  destructive  factor  in  the  home.  (2)  Let  our 
churches  teach  and  preach  the  full  meaning  of  christian  marriage  and  the  sanctity 
of  family  life.  (3)  Let  our  churches  emphasize  that  life  does  not  consist  of  what 
we  possess  but  of  what  possesses  us  .  .  .  what  we  are  .  .  .  hence  decrease  the 
emphasis  upon  materialism  and  the  feverish  rush  for  ''things."  (4)  Let  our 
churches  through  every  facility  at  their  command  expose  the  immediate  and  far 
reaching  consequences  of  alcoholic  beverages.  It  is  ours  to  warn  that  empires 
and  generations  of  the  past  have  been  covered  with  debris  and  dust  not  by  an 
invading  army  or  ism,  but  because  of  internal  decay  and  drunkenness.    (5)  Let 
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us  not  forget  nor  neglect  the  power  of  prayer  and  wholesome  example  in 
christian  living. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 
Hahold  Tester 

Environment  plays  a  great  part  in  making  life.  There  are  many  things 
which  make  up  our  surroundings.  Each  plays  a  part  in  coloring  our  lives. 
That  is  the  reasons  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  should  be  on  the  alert.  Our 
Baptist  people  need  to  be  reading  literature  that  sow  seeds  of  righteousness, 
compassion  and  love  in  a  world  that  is  ruling  and  rocking  under  the  weight  of  sin. 

The  printed  page  has  great  power.  Printed  material  can  go  where  the 
spoken  word  cannot  be  heard.  Because  of  this  it  is  imperative  that  we  read 
the  right  kind  of  literature.  The  power  of  evil  is  using  the  printed  page  to 
advertise  his  product  by  flooding  almost  every  news  stand,  billboard  and  what- 
have-you  with  literature  that  promotes  paganism,  worldiness  and  downright  evil 
thoughts  and  deeds. 

No  body  of  people  in  this  world  has  a  finer  array  of  wholesome,  inspiring  and 
informing  literature  for  all  ages  than  do  Baptists.  Why  do  Southern  Baptists 
spend  millions  of  dollars  on  periodicals?  The  aim  is  to  inform  the  people,  to 
enlist  and  unify  them  in  the  Lord's  work,  and  to  indoctrinate  them  in  Bible 
truths. 

I  want  to  mention  one  Baptist  publication  that  is  as  close  to  your  door  as 
the  mailbox.  The  Biblical  Eecorder  is  our  Baptist  State  paper.  Baptists  have 
used  it  for  127  years  in  promoting  the  cause  of  Christ.  Every  Baptist  needs 
this  paper  to  read  and  help  him  grow  in  the  Kingdom's  work.  Eleven  churches 
in  our  Association  report  the  Biblical  Recorder  in  the  budget.  Surely  one  of 
the  best  ways  to  keep  informed  is  through  our  state  paper.  We  heartily  urge 
every  church  to  include  this  item  in  next  years  budget.  Our  minds  and  souls 
will  be  enriched  by  it. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 
Albert  A.  Young 

This  committee  presented  proposed  changes  of  the  Constitution,  Articles  V, 
VI  and  VII  and  By-Laws,  Articles  II,  III  and  IV,  which  were  adopted  (with 
minor  changes)  as  is  printed  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  contained  in  this 
issue  of  the  Minutes. 

Also  the  following:  September  12,  1961, 

With  reference  to  the  action  taken  by  the  Executive  Committee  on  August  22, 
1961  in  referring  the  recommendation  of  the  Association  Office  Committee :  ' '  That 
our  Promotional  Secretary  keep  the  records  of  the  Treasurer  including  receipts, 
reports  and  disbursements,  and  compile  quarterly  and  annual  reports;  that  we 
retain  the  office  of  Treasurer  to  audit  the  financial  records  of  the  Promotional 
Secretary  and  to  sign  checks:  that  he  continue  to  make  reports  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  to  the  association,  and  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee,"  to  the  committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  inclusion  in  the 
proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  it  is  the  feeling  of  the 
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committee  that  more  time  should  be  given  to  the  consideration  of  this  matter. 
It  is  the  recommendation  that  a  conference  including  the  Moderator,  the  As- 
sociation Treasurer,  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Association  Office  Committee 
and  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  be  called  at  the  earliest  practi- 
cable date  to  reconsider  the  recommendation. 

We  recommend  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  procedures  set  forth  in 
Article  III,  Section  5  of  the  By-Laws  until  the  above  recommended  conference 
is  held. 

HoAvever,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  association  in  its  annual  session  authorize 
the  Promotional  Secretary  to  perform  such  functions  as  a  temporary  expedient 
during  the  extended  illness  of  the  association  Treasurer. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Donald  E.  Greene 

The  Executive  Committee  held  four  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  one  special 
call  meeting  to  transact  business  of  the  association  during  the  past  year.  The 
following  excerpts  constitute  a  summary  of  the  proceedings  as  taken  from  the 
minutes  recorded  by  the  Clerk. 

November  22,  1960:  Eeceived  reports  from  departmental  heads.  The  Insurance 
Committee  (O.  Jack  Murphy)  reported  that  Hospital  Insurance  will  go  into 
effect  on  December  1.  The  Associational  Office  Committee  (T.  W.  Nelson) 
recommended  that  we  adopt  the  recommendation  made  and  accepted  at  the 
annual  meeting  with  one  change.  The  recommendation  adopted  at  the  annual 
meeting  was :  ' '  That  we  accept  the  offer  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Hickory, 
of  a  room  to  promote  our  work,  with  a  part  time  secretary  to  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  when  such  services  are  needed. ' '  The  only  change  recom- 
mended is  that  we  have  a  full  time  secretary.  This  recommendation  was 
adopted  and  it  was  decided  that  the  surplus  funds  be  used  for  this  work  and 
that  the  committee  be  continued  and  report  back  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
The  Extension  Committee  (B.  E.  Holbrook)  recommended  that  much  considera- 
tion, cooperation,  prayer  and  patience  be  given  to  the  establishing  of  mission 
points  in  our  area.  The  recommendation  was  adopted  and  the  Extension 
Committee  given  full  authority  to  make  a  full  census  of  the  Lakeside  area. 

January  17,  1961  (Special  Call  Meeting,  called  at  the  request  of  the  As- 
sociational Office  Committee) :  T.  W.  Nelson,  Chairman  of  the  committee  presented 
a  recommendation  from  the  committee  that  we  employ  a  Promotional  worker  to 
begin  work  on  February  1,  at  a  salary  of  $50.00  per  week,  with  one  week 
vacation  and  other  holidays  as  observed  by  the  churches.  Hospital  Insurance, 
Social  Security  and  attendance  at  a  promotional  week  at  Ridgecrest  with  salary 
plus  expenses  of  the  week;  the  hours  to  be  worked  out  by  the  committee  and 
the  worker.  The  Executive  Committee  voted  to  employ  this  worker,  and  the 
Moderator  was  instructed  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  work  with  the 
secretary  as  to  her  duties,  and  the  present  committee  (T.  W.  Nelson,  G.  Othell 
Hand,  O.  Jack  Murphy,  J.  Howard  Gates  and  H.  B.  Marsh)  ordered  continued 
until  the  office  is  set  up.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Associational  Office 
Committee,  the  Executive  Committee  voted  to  employ  Miss  Helen  Cater  as 
Promotional    Secretary,   with   the   agreement   that   she   begin   her   duties  on

February  15.  Motion  was  adopted  that  in  the  future  any  call  meetings  state 
the  purpose  of  the  meeting  and  limit  the  discussion  to  the  stated  business. 

February  14,  1961 :  Received  reports  of  department  heads.  The  Associational 
Office  Committee  reported  that  the  associational  office  was  open  for  inspection 
and  the  Executive  Committee  voted  to  send  letters  of  appreciation  to  those 
donating  equipment,  furniture  and  other  items  for  the  office.  Upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Nominating  Committee  the  following  were  elected  to  fill  vacancies 
occurring  by  reason  of  pastors  leaving  our  association:  Vice  Moderator,  Matt  L. 
Hastings ;  Resolutions  Committee,  Jack  L.  Falls,  chairman ;  Extension  Committee : 
T.  W.  Nelson,  chairman,  and  Frelon  W.  Broome;  Ordination  Committee:  G. 
Othell  Hand,  chairman,  and  Frank  H.  Thomas ;  Nominating  Committee,  J.  Howard 
Cates.  It  was  reported  that  the  Nominating  Committee  had  elected  Harold 
Tester  to  serve  as  chairman.  The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  to  work 
with  the  associational  worker  and  serve  as  a  special  committee  on  the  duties  of 
the  Promotional  Secretary:  J.  Howard  Cates,  T.  W.  Nelson  and  O.  Jack  Murphy. 

May  16,  1961 :  Received  reports  from  organizational  heads.  Brotherhood 
President,  G.  W.  DeHart,  reported  that  the  associational  Brotherhood  had  started 
the  survey  of  the  area  beyond  Viewmont  and  were  still  working  on  this.  During 
discussion  of  the  Treasurer's  report,  the  Executive  Committee  voted  that  the 
matter  concerning  the  keeping  of  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  associational 
office  and  the  check  book  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  be  referred  to  the  as- 
sociational office  committee  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  next  execiitive 
committee  meeting.  The  Ordination  Committee  (Dr.  G.  Othell  Hand)  reported 
the  ordination  of  Earnest  Robinson  of  the  Midway  Mission  on  May  7  at  High- 
land Church.  A  motion  was  accepted  that  we  participate  in  the  Seminary 
Extension  Course  in  our  association  with  a  committee  to  guide  this  course.  The 
Moderator  was  authorized  to  appoint  this  committee  at  will.  The  Executive 
Committee  received  an  offer  from  H.  B.  Marsh  for  the  sale  to  our  association 
of  the  property  adjoining  our  present  property  on  North  Center  Street  for 
$20,763.91.  The  property  is  250'  X  160'  (plus  32'  behind  our  present  property) 
and  has  a  house  on  it  renting  for  $75.00  a  month.  The  Executive  Committee 
voted  to  refer  this  matter  to  the  Extension  Committee  and  that  the  Extension 
committee  take  under  consideration  this  property  in  relation  to  the  report  of 
the  findings  from  the  survey  being  made  in  that  area  and  report  back  to  the 
Executive  Committee  (and  if  found  necessary,  that  the  Extension  Committee 
call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  this  item). 

August  22,  1961 :  Received  reports  of  organization  heads.  Upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Associational  Office  Committee  the  following  was  adopted:  That  our 
Promotional  Secretary  keep  the  records  of  the  Treasurer  including  receipts,  re- 
ports and  disbursements  and  compiling  of  quarterly  and  annual  reports.  That 
we  retain  the  office  of  Treasurer  to  audit  the  financial  records  of  the  promotional 
Secretary  and  to  sign  checks.  That  the  Treasurer  continue  to  make  the 
financial  reports  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  to  the  association  and  to 
serve  as  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee.  This  matter  was  also  referred 
to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee  to  be  included  in  the  changes  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws.  The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  to  the 
Seminary  Extension  Committee:  Frank  H.  Thomas,  Chairman,  A.  A.  Young, 
Ted  Starnes  and  Marion  Powell.    The  Extension  Committee  presented  a  report 
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of  the  survey  of  tlie  area  beyond  Hutto's  Store  on  Highway  #127.  There  were 
83  homes  reported  Baptist  or  Baptist  preference.  Of  these,  in  answer  to  the 
question,  ''Would  you  like  to  see  a  Baptist  Church  in  this  Community?",  58 
answered  Yes,  3  No,  3  Undecided  and  19  No  Eeport.  In  answer  to  the  further 
question,  ''Would  you  and  your  family  attend  this  new  Baptist  work?"  42 
answered  Yes,  7  No,  10  Undecided  and  20  No  Eeport.  No  recommendation 
from  the  committee  was  presented  at  this  time  and  the  report  was  received  for 
information.  The  Ordination  Committee  reported  that  Phillip  Morrow  of 
Catawba  Baptist  Church  was  ordained  on  July  7  at  Catawba  Church.  The 
Finance  Committee  presented  the  proposed  budget  for  the  new  year.  Upon 
motion  the  item  of  Direct  Missions  was  designated  to  South  Mountain  Camp, 
and  was  changed  to  $300.00  and  the  item,  Miscellaneous,  was  changed  to 
$296.91.  (These  items  were  switched,  reflecting  no  increase  in  the  proposed 
budget  as  presented.)  The  departmental  Budget  of  $9,283.00,  an  increase  of 
about  10%  over  the  previous  year,  was  adopted  as  amended.  The  proposed 
goals  for  the  churches  were  also  adopted,  and  the  Finance  Committee  was 
instructed  to  advise  the  churches  of  their  goals  by  letter  to  the  pastors  and 
treasurers  of  the  churches.  A  committee  composed  of  J.  D.  Compton  and 
others  from  the  27th  Street,  S.  W.  Mission  appeared  before  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee for  advice.  A  motion  was  adopted  that  the  moderator  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  6  pastors  to  investigate  and  assist  this  group  from  the  27th  Street 
Mission  and  report  back  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  their  action.  The 
Moderator  appointed  the  folloAving  pastors,  four  of  whom  are  members  of 
the  Membership  Committee,  to  this  committee:  E.  F.  Sullivan,  chairman,  J.  Louis 
Price,  B.  A.  Cooper,  Hampton  Scronce,  O.  Jack  Murphy  and  Frank  H.  Thomas. 

The  average  attendance  at  the  five  Executive  Committee  meetings  was  40, 
and  the  average  number  of  churches  represented  at  each  session  was  20. 

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

O.  Jack  Murphy 

Our  association  has  experienced  a  successful  year  in  evangelism.  The  Crusade 
in  the  Spring  added  to  our  churches  190  by  baptism  and"  60  by  letter  and 
statement. 

There  is  a  vast  need  for  the  spirit  of  compassion  and  concern  for  the  lost 
and  unenlisted  of  our  communities.  The  smouldering  embers  of  concern  and 
compassion  need  to  become  aflame  with  a  new  year  for  the  censored.  This 
spirit  must  come  through  burdened  souls  of  the  followers  of  Christ  through 
prayer,  dedication  and  commitment  to  the  chief  task  of  the  church — "to  be  His 
witness. ' ' 

We  are  mindful  of  the  efforts  and  the  impact  that  our  laymen's  witnessing 
groups  have  extended  this  year. 

According  to  Dr.  C.  E.  Autrey  there  are  definite  trends  in  evangelism  which 
are  noteworthy,  namely:  There  is  a  renewed  interest  in  personal  witnessing,  a 
strong  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  perennial  witnessing  by  teachers  and  officers 
of  the  church. 

1.  The  Pastor  should  conduct  at  least  one  revival  in  his  church  in  1962. 

2.  He  will  urge  his  people  to  commit  themselves  to  personal  witnessing. 
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3.  He  will  teach  the  committed. 

4.  He  will  teach  every  new  convert  the  meaning  of  church  membership  and 
how  to  witness. 

5.  He  will  seek  to  enlist  into  the  total  ministry  of  the  church  every  unlisted 
resident  member. 

6.  He  will  promote  the  deacon-led  Spiritual  Growth  Program. 

Rev.  J.  S.  Hopkins  will  lead  our  association  in  a  clinic  in  January  in 
preparation  for  our  evangelistic  efforts  for  1962.  Evangelism  is  the  task  and 
responsibility  of  all  groups  within  the  local  church. 

We  feel  that  there  is  a  need  for  an  all  out  concentrated,  united  effort  by  our 
churches  to  have  a  great  city-wide  revival,  maybe  two  years  hence,  meeting  in  a 
stadium  or  in  some  strategic  place  where  the  crusade  may  be  accommodated 
and  that  we  begin  now  to  prayerfully  go  in  quest  for  an  evangelist  and  his  team 
to  lead  in  this  crusade.  We  recommend  that  this  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  this  committee  be  asked  to  work  out  details  of  such  a  united 
crusade. 

REPORT  OF  EXTENSION  COMMITTEE 
T.  W.  Nelson 

Early  in  the  associational  year,  the  extension  committee  lost  its  elected 
chairman,  the  Reverend  B.  R.  Holbrook,  due  to  his  resignation  from  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Hildebran.  At  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  in  February, 
I  was  appointed  as  chairman  of  this  committee  to  succeed  Brother  Holbrook 
after  which  time  we  met  and  reorganized  and  elected  Mr.  Harold  Deal  as 
secretary  of  the  committee. 

During  the  year  the  committee  assisted  in  the  organization  of  Central 
Mission  which  later  was  organized  into  Central  Baptist  Church. 

At  the  November  Executive  Committee  meeting,  the  Extension  Committee 
was  given  authority  to  make  a  full  census  of  the  Lakeside  area  and  beyond 
Hutto's  Store  on  Highway  127.  After  making  this  survey,  we  were  able  to 
report  to  the  Executive  Committee  in  August  that  there  were  eighty-three  (83) 
homes  reported  Baptist  or  Baptist  preference.  At  the  present  time,  no  recom- 
mendation has  been  made  by  the  committee  as  to  this  mission  work. 

The  w^ord  of  God  is  not  bound,  neither  are  the  opportunities  for  witnessing 
for  Christ.  We  beseech  every  Christian  layman  and  our  Pastors  to  join  our 
efforts  in  answering  the  call  of  our  Saviour — * '  Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  make 
disciples. ' ' 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSION  BOARD 

Earnest  C.  Robinson 

The  theme  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  1961  has  been  Stewardship 
and  Enlistment. ' '  This  theme  and  its  implications  has  offered  every  church  an 
opportunity  to  set  stewardship  and  enlistment  goals  and  utilize  every  organiza- 
tion to  achieve  them.  The  full  report  is  not  yet  compiled  nor  the  results  fully 
known.    The  question  to  be  answered  by  all  is,  did  we  do  our  best? 
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Gifts  for  Foreign  Missions  in  1960  reached  a  total  of  $17,312,163.  This 
enabled  continued  planning  for  1961.  The  needs  however,  for  1960  were 
$20,000,000,  thus  leaving  an  unmet  need  amounting  to  about  $3,000,000. 

Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen  says,  ''Advance  in  Foreign  Missions  calls  for  in- 
creasing annually  the  budget  for  operating  expenses  as  well  as  the  resources  for 
capital  expenditures.  Quite  obviously,  the  future  depends  largely  upon  the 
supply  of  resources  in  personnel  and  finances  which  wdll  come  from  Southern 
Baptist  life. ' ' 

The  w^ork  has  grown  to  be  a  vast  undertaking  extending  into  45  countries  in 
which  more  than  1,490  missionaries  are  engaged.  This  is  by  no  means  filling  the 
needs  that  exist  in  the  world  today.  The  objective  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  was  to  appoint  160  new  missionaries  in  1961.  Missionarj--  nurses  was 
among  the  most  critical  in  filling  these  appointments. 

The  greatest  need  is  that  we,  as  christians,  become  more  deeply  concerned 
about  sharing  the  Gospel  of  Christ  with  the  world.  If  the  Foreign  Mission 
program  that  we  have  is  going  to  fulfill  the  Great  Commission  there  are  some 
requisites  for  sustained  advance.  To  name  a  few,  there  must  be  prayer  support, 
an  increasing  number  of  mission  volunteers,  a  growing  financial  support,  a 
strengthening  of  our  organization  for  missionary  responsibility,  of  making  an 
accelerated  impact  on  mission  fields  where  we  are  laboring,  and  making  a 
steady  entry  into  new  fields. 

Eemember  nothing  less  than  "Adequate  stewardship  will  equal  mission 
advance. ' ' 

REPORT  OF  HISTORIAN 

J.  D.  Greene 

Personnel  Changes: 

Rev.  B.  A.  Cooper  resigned  as  pastor  of  Catawba  to  go  to  Gastonia.  Rev. 
J.  D.  Compton  resigned  as  pastor  of  Longview  and  was  followed  by  Rev.  R.  L. 
Ball  from  the  Community  Church.  Rev.  Herman  Minyard  comes  to  the  Com- 
munity church  from  Tennessee.  Rev.  William  Baker  who  is  attending  South- 
eastern Seminar^-^  was  ordained  at  his  home  church  in  Roailoke,  Va.  and  is  as- 
sociate pastor  at  Hickory,  First  in  charge  of  youth  work.  James  Snyder  who 
has  been  minister  of  music  and  education  at  Highland  has  entered  Southern 
Seminary  for  further  study.  Thomas  Quick  of  Mississippi  is  new  n.inister  of 
education  at  Highland  and  James  Lee  of  Seneca,  S.  C.  is  Director  of  music. 

Rev.  W.  S.  Elliott  resigned  as  pastor  of  Temple  Church  to  enter  Southern 
Seminary  for  further  study  and  Rev.  J.  C.  Hill  of  Mint  Hill,  N.  C.  is  the  present 
pastor  at  Temple.  Charles  Brown,  minister  of  music  at  Viewmont  has  entered 
New  Orleans  Seminary  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  R.  Campbell  have  accepted 
the  work  with  Mr.  Campbell  directing  the  adult  and  youth  choirs  and  Mrs. 
Campbell  to  work  with  the  children's  choirs.  Al  Mellnik  became  minister  of 
music  and  education  at  West  Hickory,  coming  from  Duneden,  Fla.  Rev.  B.  R. 
Holbrook  resigned  as  pastor  of  Hildebran,  First  on  account  of  his  health  and 
Rev.  Carl  Helms  succeeded  him.  Rev.  Charles  E.  Ledford  became  pastor  of 
Oyama  in  October,  1960.  James  O.  Mull  became  director  of  music  at  Sweetwater 
in  January.   Rev.  Kenneth  M.  Bowen  of  Startown  and  Rev.  W.  J.  Edmondson  of 
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Conover,  First  are  attending  Fruitland  Baptist  Institute.  The  Eev.  Phillip  Ray 
Morrow  was  ordained  into  the  ministry  in  June  by  Catawba  Church. 

Buildings : 

Claremont,  First  erected  a  recreation  building  at  a  cost  of  $3,500.  and 
Conover,  First  remodelled  church  building  and  installed  a  new  gas  furnace  at  a 
total  cost  of  $15,000.  Corinth  completed  a  two  story  educational  building  at  a 
cost  of  $31,000.  Providence  redecorated  the  interior  of  the  sanctuary  and 
installed  a  Baldwin  organ.  Highland  had  groundbreaking  service  in  June  for 
the  new  sanctuary  being  constructed.  Hickory,  First  burned  the  note  on  Oct. 
1st  cancelling  the  debt  for  the  sanctuary  completed  in  1955.  Oakland  Heights 
completed  a  new  educational  building  with  an  office  and  six  class  rooms. 
Penelope  entered  into  their  new  educational  building  in  July  which  houses  nine 
departments,  a  kitchen  and  the  pastor's  study,  at  a  cost  of  $157,000.  West 
Hickory  purchased  a  large  adjoining  lot  with  a  six  room  house.  Newton,  First 
voted  to  begin  construction  of  a  half  million  dollar  building  and  Springs  Eoad 
added  an  educational  wing  to  the  church  at  a  cost  of  $30,000. 

Kcw  Organizations: 

The  East  Hickory  mission  at  Conover  was  organized  into  a  church  in 
December,  taking  the  name  of  Woodlawn  Baptist  Church,  and  the  Eev.  Carl  Lee 
became  pastor.  A  mission  of  Hildebran,  First  on  41st  St.  S.W.,  Hickory,  was 
organized  into  Central  Baptist  Church  in  June  and  the  Eev.  L.  E.  Pendley 
became  pastor.  A  group  of  pastors  in  the  association  assisted  in  the  organization 
of  a  new  church,  Unity  Baptist  Church  at  27th  St.  S.W.,  Hickory,  in  September 
1961  and  Eev.  J.  D.  Compton  former  pastor  of  Longview  church  is  the  pastor. 

Other  Events: 

The  Associational  Training  School,  including  courses  in  music  was  held  at 
Hickory,  First  Church  in  February.  Due  to  the  heavy  rains  during  the  week, 
the  attendance  was  not  as  large  as  usual.  The  enrolment  was  1,164  with  average 
attendance  of  909.    777  awards  were  earned. 

The  associational  Promotional  office  was  opened  February  15th,  1961,  with 
Miss  Helen  Cater  as  Secretary. 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSION  BOARD 

Hayden  B.  Hayes 

I.    Summary  Statement 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  now  serving  in  all  of  the  states  of  the  United 
States,  including  Alaska  and  Hawaii,  and  in  Cuba,  Panama,  and  the  Canal  Zone. 
The  Board,  at  the  close  of  1960,  had  2,035  missionaries.  In  addition,  it  em- 
ployed 525  summer  student  workers  and  200  tentmakers  during  the  summer  of 
1960. 

There  are  431  active  chaplains;  676  reserve  chaplains;  92  in  Air  Patrol;  51 
in  Veterans'  Hospitals;  99  in  other  hospitals;  73  in  institutional  ministries;  and 
10  in  industrial  plants. 

There  are  2,335  Southern  Baptist  churches  in  areas  not  served  by  the  Home 
Mission  Board  in  1960.     About  fifteen  new  associations  are  being  organized 
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annually,  and  the  Board  is  seeking  to  render  a  special  ministry  to  these  new  as- 
sociations. An  average  of  48  missionaries  were  appointed  monthly  in  1960, 
exclusive  of  summer  Avorkers  and  chaplains. 

Co-operative  Agreements  with  State  Conventions 
Co-operative  agreements  have  been  worked  out  with  23  state  conventions  for 
the  promotion  of  our  work  in  1961.  This  is  a  gain  of  seven  over  the  previous 
year.  The  Board  is  serving  in  the  other  states  but  thus  far  has  not  perfected 
a  definite  working  agreement  with  the  other  state  conventions  whereby  the 
mission  program  in  those  states  is  a  unified  program  in  which  the  two  boards 
co-operate. 

The  Board  continues  to  place  a  major  emphasis  on  pioneer  areas.  A  study 
of  the  present  distribution  of  funds  from  the  Missions  Division  indicates  that 

62.7  per  cent  of  all  such  funds  are  being  used  in  the  pioneer  mission  areas. 

14.8  per  cent  is  used  in  the  older  states  for  Language  Missions;  9.7  per  cent  for 
work  with  National  Baptists;  7.9  per  cent  for  Mission  Centers  ministries;  and 
only  4.9  per  cent  for  all  other  ministries  of  the  Board  in  these  older  states. 
Thus  the  Board  is  seeking  to  carry  out  the  expressed  wishes  of  the  Convention — 
that  it  give  major  consideration  to  the  work  in  the  pioneer  fields  and  to  the 
work  among  the  language  and  underprivileged  groups. 

REPORT  ON  MINISTERS'  RETIREMENT 

Ted  L.  Starnes 

The  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  making  notable 
progress  in  the  enlistment  of  churches  that  provide  Minister 's  Eetirement  for 
their  pastors.  Total  new  members  in  all  the  Annuity  Board's  plans  in  1960 
showed  a  nine  percent  increase  over  the  year  of  1959  which  brought  the  total 
membership  to  22,578  as  of  January  1,  1961.    Benefits  paid  were  $2,745,613. 

At  the  present  time  only  seventeen  churches  in  our  association  contribute  to 
this  great  ministry.  This  is  a  worthy  cause  and  presents  a  challenge  to  the 
many  laymen  in  our  churches  that  do  not  provide  their  ministers  this  protection. 
The  cost  of  this  plan  is  small  indeed  compared  to  the  expense  our  churches 
would  have  if  their  pastor  was  disabled  even  for  a  short  period  of  time. 

We  now  have  field  representatives  in  twenty-two  states  in  the  Convention. 
These  men  stand  ready  to  assist  in  any  way  possible  to  help  churches  understand 
this  plan  and  become  a  part  of  it  for  the  glory  of  God. 

Eev.  E.  T.  Greene,  field  representative  for  North  Carolina,  has  his  ofiices  at 
the  state  headquarters  in  Ealeigh,  301  Hillsboro  Street.  Eev.  Greene  will  ar- 
range a  time  to  come  to  your  church  to  explain  the  ministry  of  the  Annuity 
Board  and  is  available  for  personal  conferences  with  pastors  and  church  leaders.

REPORT  ON  N.  C.  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 
Dr.  W.  D.  Yelton 

Again  this  year,  our  hospital  has  served  the  people  of  our  100  counties  in 
North  Carolina,  and  in  addition,  patients  from  15  other  states.  Many  of  these 
thousands  of  patients  that  visited  the  hospital  were  unable  to  pay  for  the 
services  which  were  rendered  to  them.  The  cost  of  caring  for  those  unable  to  pay 
was  $968,000.00  during  the  past  year.  A  like  amount  was  given  to  patients 
free  of  charge  in  professional  fees  by  the  physicians  and  surgeons  on  the 
hospital  staff.  This  has  been  made  possible  through  the  gifts  from  our  churches 
to  the  Mothers'  Day  hospital  offering.  Last  year  that  offering  amounted  to 
$233,000.00.  It  is  interesting  and  gratifying  to  note  that  for  every  Mothers ' 
Day  dollar  received,  free  service  was  rendered  to  patients  by  the  hospital  amount- 
ing to  eight  dollars.  Funds  from  various  welfare  and  health  agencies,  founda- 
tions and  other  voluntary  gifts  amounted  to  $312,500.00. 
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Yes,  the  hospital  does  share  in  our  cooperative  program,  but  this  money  is 
committed  to  capital  needs  such  as  payments  on  buildings,  purchase  of  equip- 
ment, etc. 

What  have  we  been  doing  in  the  Theron  Eankin  Association?  Not  as  much 
as  we  should  be  doing.  We  should  have  a  substantial  increase  each  year  in 
this  offering.  This  year  I  have  had  five  excellent  captains  working  over  the 
association  contacting  the  churches.  They  are:  Mr.  George  Stroupe  and  Mr. 
Leroy  Newton  of  Hickory,  First,  Mr.  E.  M.  Suggs  of  Highland,  Mr.  Donald 
Adams  of  Woodlawn  and  Mr.  Albert  Kirby  of  Mountain  Grove.  A  worthy  goal 
for  each  church  was  set  based  upon  offerings  in  previous  years.  Each  church 
was  contacted,  and  each  goal  was  accepted.  Several  asked  that  their  goals  be 
Increased  above  that  w^hich  had  been  set.  We  have  not  reached  our  goal  as  of 
now,  however,  we  have  had  a  contribution  from  every  church  in  the  association 
amounting  to  $3,573,39.  As  we  prepare  for  next  years  offering  let  us  remember 
that  Jesus  said,  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye 
did  it  unto  me. ' ' 

REPORT  ON  N.  C.  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 
Bill  L.  Whitener 

Since  1885  Baptist  Children's  Homes  have  given  Christ  centered  services  to 
more  than  8,000  boys  and  girls. 

There  are  three  homes  now:  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville  with  a  capacity  of 
306,  Kennedy  Home  at  Kinston  with  accommodations  for  165,  and  Odum  Home 
at  Pembroke  which  cares  for  24  children.  There  are  132  in  foster  homes  and 
20  children  with  their  mothers.  Both  groups  receive  financial  assistance  from 
the  Children's  Homes.  Each  year  approximately  825  children  are  served 
directly. 

''Our  children"  mentioned  above  attend  public  school  and  have  opportunities 
for  Christian  commitment  and  spiritual  growth  through  the  wonderful  relation- 
ships afforded  through  their  churches,  cottages  and  campus  activities. 

The  Baptist  Child  Care  Program  is  supported  through  the  Co-operative 
Program,  31.5%;  Thanksgi\nng  offerings,  31.1%;  Once-A-Month  Offerings, 
21.9%;  Special  Gifts  and  Endowment,  15.5%.  While  on  this  subject,  I  feel 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  fact  that  only  nine  of  our  32  churches  in  our 
association  participate  in  the  Once-A-Month  Program.  Six  churches  did  not 
participate  in  the  Thanksgiving  offering  and  five  churches  have  participated  in 
none  of  the  programs  for  our  Children's  Homes.  Some  of  these  did  not  include 
this  program  in  the  budget  last  year — through  oversight — but  ^yiU.  include  this 
item  in  making  up  their  budget  for  the  coming  year. 

Over  half  our  churches  do  not  receive  Charity  and  Children  and  those  who  do, 
use  less  than  half  the  recommended  number.  This  wonderful  publication,  if 
properly  subscribed  to,  will  aid  greatly  in  making  all  of  us  more  conscious  of 
our  responsibility  to  care  for  those  whom  we  love. 

We,  as  Baptists,  recognize  the  dignity  and  worth  of  boys  and  girls  and  have 
placed  upon  the  Children's  Homes  the  responsibility  for  helping  them  have 
opportunities  which  they  would  not  otherwise  have.  These  Homes  need  your 
prayers  and  support. 
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REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

Kenneth  M.  Bowen 

North  Carolina  Baptists  are  moving  forward  in  their  ministry  to  the  aging. 
We  are  now  in  the  eleventh  year  of  operation  and  God  has  mightily  blessed. 
In  the  past  year,  twenty-six  new  residents  have  been  received  and  are  now 
finding  happiness  and  peace,  love  and  security  in  their  new  home. 

We  now  have  125  residents  in  the  three  homes — Resthaven  and  the  Hayes 
Home  in  Winston-Salem,  and  the  Albemarle  Home  in  Albemarle.  But  look !  ! 
There  are  now  130  people  waiting  for  admission  at  the  present  time.  The 
Hamilton  Home,  now  under  construction  in  Martin  County,  will  provide  for  30 
additional  residents.  A  debt  of  $275,000.00  has  been  assumed  on  this  Home 
and  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  liquidation  of  the  indebtedness  on  the 
new  infirmary  at  Winston-Salem. 

The  Special  Day  offerings  and  Special  gifts  are  running  5%  ahead  of  last 
year's  contributions.  For  this,  we  praise  the  Lord.  Yet  when  we  see  such 
great  need,  we  can  not,  MUST  NOT,  be  content  with  our  progress.  Won't 
you  as  a  church  and  as  an  individual  do  more  in  the  year  ahead  than  we  have 
in  the  past?   BELOVED,  THE  NEED  IS  SO  GEEAT! !

REPORT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 
T.  W.  Nelson 

During  the  coming  year  of  1961-62  the  theme  of  our  Sunday  School  work  will 
be  ''Outreach  for  the  Unreached — Spearhead  for  Advance,"  with  four  major 
spearheads  for  advance:  namely,  church  member  enrolment,  prospect  visitation, 
new  Sunday  Schools  and  expanded  organization. 

During  1960-61,  we  have  experienced  a  good  year  in  our  work  in  the  Theron 
Rankin  association  and  are  grateful  for  each  church  and  worker  who  helped  to 
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make  it  so.  We  have  had  34  churches  reporting  and  34  Sunday  Schools  with  an 
enrolment  of  11,733. 

Achievements  this  year  include  the  following: 

2  new  Sunday  Schools  started  which  were  Central  and  Unity  (Hickory) 
21  churches  observed  January  Bible  Study 
30  Vacation  Bible  Schools  reported 

32  churches  received  training  awards  with  2,327  awards  earned  from  October 

through  July,  1961  (372  were  in  Category  17) 
4  Sunday  Schools  achieved  the  Standard  of  Excellence:  namely.  East  Hickory, 

Sandy  Eidge,  Viewmont  and  West  Hickory 
15  churches  reported  having  Preparation  Week. 

Milton  Burd  of  Statesville  came  to  our  association  and  lead  a  Sunday  School 
conference  for  leaders  and  the  following  goals  were  suggested: 

1.  That  we  adopt  for  our  theme  this  year,  ''Outreach  for  the  Unreached — 
Spearhead  for  Advance." 

2.  Participation  in  the  Associational  Sunday  School  meetings  each  fifth 
Sunday  afternoon  by  all  Sunday  School  leaders. 

3.  One  new  Sunday  School  in  our  association. 

4.  A  Vacation  Bible  School  in  every  church  and  mission. 

5.  Extensive  training  program  in  every  church  and  dedicated  support  of  the 
Central  Training  School. 

As  we  work  together  with  renewed  devotion  to  our  Sunday  School  work,  may 
our  true  objective  be:  Eeach — Teach — Win — Develop. 

REPORT  OF  TRAINING  UNION 

Wayne  V.  Riddle 

The  Training  Union  work  of  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association  has  shown 
considerable  progress  in  most  respects  during  the  past  year. 

At  the  end  of  last  year  all  of  our  churches  and  missions  reported  having 
Training  Unions,  with  the  exception  of  one  church.  This  is  a  gain  of  3.  The 
stastistics  indicate  that  there  was  a  gratifying  increase  in  enrolment  and  average 
attendance.  23  of  the  churches  showed  an  increase  of  enrolment.  The  grand 
total  enrolment  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  3,590  (245  over  previous  year) ;  also, 
an  average  attendance  of  2,007,  compared  with  1,810  for  last  year.  There  is  no 
conceivable  reason  why  the  Training  Union  could  not  match  the  Sunday  School 
enrolment  or  church  membership.  Presently  only  30%  of  the  church  members 
are  being  enlisted  in  this  vital  program  of  training. 

It  is  encouraging  to  see  more  people  participating  in  the  Training  Unions  of 
the  churches,  but  there  needs  to  be  a  greater  emphasis  on  the  quality  of  the  work. 

One  of  the  major  activities  of  the  year  was  "  M "  Night,  a  mass  meeting, 
held  at  the  First  Church,  Hickory.  Goals  were  adopted,  and  plans  for  the 
new  year  were  presented.  Dr.  Leo  Greene  of  Southeastern  Seminary  was  the 
inspirational  speaker.  The  total  attendance  was  666  including  23  pastors  and 
21  Training  Union  directors. 

Tournaments  were  held  at  East  Hickory  Church  with  participants  in  Adult 
Bible  reading,  Young  People's  speaking,  sword  drill  for  the  Intermediates  and

Junior  memory  work.  There  was  a  person  from  each  of  these  groups,  with  the 
exception  of  the  latter,  that  represented  the  association  at  the  Eegional  Con- 
vention, Morganton.  It  is  hoped  that  a  larger  number  of  people  will  be  prepared 
to  participate  next  year. 

The  first  Training  Union  Youth  Convention  was  held  last  April  at  First 
Church,  Hickory  with  Dr.  Robert  S.  Denny  and  other  outstanding  personalities 
on  the  program.  This  meeting  was  quite  a  success,  with  over  700  people 
attending. 

Youth  Week  Avas  observed  in  12  of  the  churches.  An  associational  Youth  Rally 
was  held  at  Penelope  Church  with  approximately  100  present. 

According  to  the  Sunday  School  Board  all  of  the  churches  received  a  total 
of  2,327  study  course  awards  through  July  1961.  102  of  these  were  in  Category 
18  (T.U.  Principals  and  Methods),  about  half  of  these  being  earned  in  the 
Central  Training  School.  Members  of  the  associational  Training  Union  com- 
mittee assisted  in  study  courses  in  some  of  the  churches. 

The  Lord  has  blessed  the  Training  Union  work  of  the  association  in  its 
relatively  short  history,  but  there  is  still  much  to  be  done.  It  will  take  a  higher 
vision,  greater  determination  of  mind  and  heart,  a  cooperative  spirit,  and  active 
participation.  One  of  the  best  ways  to  prove  Training  Union  in  the  local  church 
is  by  strengthening  the  associational  work.

CONSTITUTION 


Adopted  October  25,  1955 

Article  I.  XAME 
This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Theron  Eankin  Baptist  Association. 

Article  II.  OBJECTIVE 
The  objective  of  the  association  shall  be  to  devise  and  implement  plans  for  the 
enlargement  and  accomplishment  of  the  missionary  enterprise  of  the  member 
churches  through  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  each  other.  The  association 
shall  seek  to  recommend  measures  for  the  increased  harmony  and  spiritual  power 
of  member  churches.  It  shall  provide  an  organizational  framework  for  the 
promotion  of  the  cause  of  missions,  including  education  and  evangelism,  through 
the  program  sponsored  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  Xorth  Carolina  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Article  III.  ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 
The  articles  of  faith  of  this  association,  which  shall  be  the  basis  of  fellowship 
and  cooperation,  are  those  adopted  by  the   Southern  Baptist   Convention  in 
Memphis,  May  14,  1925. 

Article  IV.  MEMBEESHIP 

Section  1.  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  the  Missionary  Baptist 
Churches  which  are  members  of  the  present  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  receive  into  its  fellowship  and  program  such 
other  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  as  adhere  to  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  as 
expressed  in  the  Articles  of  Faith  of  the  association,  subscribe  to  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  association,  and  support  the  Southern  Baptist  and  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Missions  program. 

Section  3,  The  association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  member  churches 
upon  their  continual  refusal  to  cooperate  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  objectives 
of  the  association. 

Article  V.  MEETING 

Section  1,  The  association  shall  meet  in  regular  session  annually  in  one  or 
more  of  its  member  churches  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of 
the  association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  support  of 
the  cause  of  missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  association  and/ or  the  executive  com- 
mittee may  be  called  upon  request  of  any  officer  or  committee  of  the  association, 
or  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  executive  committee,  or 
like  number  of  messengers  to  the  past  regular  association  meeting,  provided  that 
the  intended  purpose  of  the  special  business  be  stated  in  the  announcement 
which  shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  the  association  organizations,  i.e.,  Sunday  School, 
Baptist  Training  Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood,  shall 
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be  held  during  the  associational  year  under  the  leadership  of  the  associational 
officers.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  missionary 
enterprise  through  the  work  of  the  individual  organizations. 

Article  VI.  OFFICERS 
The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director, 
W.  M.  U.  President,  Brotherhood  President,  Director  of  Music,  three  Trustees, 
Publicity  Chairman,  and  Parliamentarian. 

Article  VII.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 
The  standing  committees  of  the  association  shall  be  as  follows:  Executive, 
Nominating,  Program,  Membership,  Resolutions,  Extension,  Finance,  Time  and 
Place,  Christian  Life,  Evangelism,  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and 
Ordination  committee. 

Article  VIII.  AMENDMENTS 
This  constitution  may  be  amended  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  provided  that  such  amendment, 
alteration  or  repeal  shall  have  been  presented  in  writing  at  the  previous  annual 
meeting. 


BY-LAWS 

Article  I.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Application  from  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  desiring  member- 
ship in  the  association  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  membership  committee  at 
least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  This  committee  shall  report 
on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting.  Messengers  of  the  applying  churches 
may  be  seated  upon  its  acceptance  into  the  membership  of  the  association  by 
two-thirds  majority  vote. 

Section  2.  Member  churches,  at  the  close  of  the  associational  year,  shall 
send  annually  to  the  association  a  report  relative  to  the  location,  dates  of 
preaching,  membership,  baptisms,  revivals  and  other  information.  Forms  for 
the  gathering  of  this  information  will  be  furnished  by  the  clerk  of  the 
association. 

Article  II.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  held  on  Thursday 
and/or  Friday  folloAving  the  third  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  The  association  year  shall  close  on  September  30. 

Section  3.  Reports  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  with  the  lexcep- 
tion  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  limited  to  300  words. 

Section  4.  Parliamentary  procedure  of  all  meetings  of  the  association  and 
its  Executive  Committee  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Kerfoot's  ''Parliamentary 
Practice. ' ' 
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Section  5.  Business  sessions  of  the  association  shall  be  composed  of  mes- 
sengers from  the  member  churches.  Each  member  church  shall  send  three 
messengers  for  the  first  100  members  of  the  church  and  one  messenger  for  each 
additional  100  members  or  major  fraction  thereof. 

Article  III.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  OFFICEES 
Section  1.  Officers  of  the  association  shall  be  elected  by  majority  vote. 
The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from  the  floor.  Other 
officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  Nominations  by  the 
Nominating  Committee,  however,  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 
All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting. 
Vacancies  occurring  between  meetings  of  the  association  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Executive  Committee  upon  nomination  from  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
association  and  all  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  may,  by  fraternal 
visitation,  counsel  and  advise  with  the  churches  regarding  the  work  of  the 
association  during  the  year.  He  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after 
the  second  successive  term.  He  is  ex-ofiicio  member  of  all  committees. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  ways  designated 
by  the  Moderator, 

Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  all  records  of  the  association,  distribute 
report  blanks  to  the  clerks  of  member  churches,  make  accurate  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  body  in  session,  and  prepare  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  He  shall  also  serve  as 
Clerk  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  deposit  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the 
association  as  designated  by  the  association  or  its  Executive  Committee.  He 
shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  present  an  audited  report 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  Treasurer  shall  calculate  the 
quota  of  each  church  in  the  support  of  the  budget  according  to  the  financial 
plan  of  the  association  and  notify  member  churches  as  to  the  amount  of  their 
quota. 

Section  6.  The  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director, 
W.  M.  U.  President  and  Brotherhood  President  shall  promote  the  work  of  their 
respective  organizations,  lead  educational  and  inspirational  meetings  for  their 
organizations,  and  encourage  the  organization  of  new  units  in  the  member 
churches  of  the  association. 

Section  7.  The  Director  of  Music  shall  assist  in  developing  better  music  in 
member  churches.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  music  at  all  meetings  of  the 
association  and  its  Executive  Committee;  leading  the  music,  providing  ac- 
companiment and  arranging  for  special  music. 

Section  8.  The  Trustees  shall  be  the  legal  representatives  of  the  association 
in  all  matters  relating  to  law,  sign  all  legal  documents  as  directed  by  the 
association  and/or  the  Executive  Committee.  They  shall  have  the  power  under 
instructions  of  the  association  and/or  the  Executive  Committee,  to  hold,  buy, 
sell  and  convey  property,  both  real  and  personal  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary 
for  the  purchase  of  conveyance.   The  Trustees  shall  administer  the  Scholarship 
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fund.  Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  for  three  years,  with  one  trustee  rotating 
off  each  year. 

Section  9.  The  Historian  shall  record  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  record  of 
the  association  those  facts  and  events  that  are  of  historical  value  to  the 
association. 

Section  10.  The  Publicity  Chairman  shall  promote,  through  all  available 
advertising  media,  all  association  activities. 

Section  11.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  the  Moderator,  or  other  presiding 
officer,  on  any  question  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

Article  IV.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  All  Standing  committees  of  the  association,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  messengers  present  at  the  annual  meeting.  All  standing  committees,  with 
th  exception  of  the  Executive  and  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated 
by  the  Nominating  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated 
from  the  floor.  Members  of  the  Nominating  Committee  may  not  succeed  them- 
selves for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  As- 
sociation, the  Pastor  and  one  layman  from  each  church  of  the  association. 
The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  the  officers  of  the  Executive  Commxittee. 

DUTIES:  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  quarterly  on 
Tuesday  following  the  third  Sunday  of  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  It 
shall  make  such  recommendations  at  the  annual  meeting  or  special  meetings  as 
it  shall  consider  to  the  best  interest  of  the  work.  It  shall  make  an  annual 
report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  association  which  shall  be  included  in  the 
minutes  of  the  association.  It  shall  conduct  the  business  of  the  association 
between  the  annual  sessions,  provided  that  no  matter  be  initiated  which  is 
contrary  to  the  prescribed  policy  of  the  association  as  set  forth  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  its  meetings.  It  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  standing  committees 
of  the  association.  It  shall  be  empowered  to  elect  such  temporary  committees  as 
are  necessary  to  effectively  carry  out  the  work  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five'  members.  It  shall 
nominate  the  officers  and  the  standing  committees  of  the  association,  with  the 
exception  of  the  executive  and  nominating  committees,  and  suggest  the  represent- 
ative to  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 
No  person  shall  be  nominated  by  the  nominating  committee  for  more  than  one 
elective  office. 

Section  4.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members,  including 
the  host  pastor  or  pastors  and  associational  Director  of  Music.  This  committee 
shall  prepare  and  distribute  to  member  churches  a  copy  of  the  suggested  program 
for  the  annual  meeting  at  least  30  days  before  the  meeting. 

Section  5.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It 
shall  receive  and  consider  all  petitionary  letters  regarding  churches  seeking 
membership  in  the  association.  It  shall  investigate  and  make  recommendations 
concerning  any  complaints  relative  to  the  fellowship  and  cooperation  of  member 
churches. 
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Section  6.  The  Eesolutions  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It  shall 
draft  all  resolutions  directed  to  it  and  others  as  it  deems  wise. 

Section  7.  The  Extension  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  The 
work  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  discover  places  for  mission  churches. 

Section  8.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  members  and  the 
Treasurer  as  ex-officio  chairman.  This  committee  shall  prepare  a  proposed 
budget  for  the  association.  It  shall  also  recommend  a  financial  plan  for 
subscribing  the  budget.  The  proposed  budget  and  financial  plans  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  churches  for  consideration  fifty  (50)  days  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting. 

Section  9.  The  Place  and  Preacher  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
It  shall  receive  invitations  and  recommend  places  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
association.  It  also  shall  recommend  a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for  the 
annual  sermon. 

Section  10.  The  Christian  Life  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
It  shall  keep  abreast  of  the  moral  level  of  the  life  of  the  community.  It  shall 
lead  the  association  in  Christian  conduct,  cooperating  with  other  groups,  such  as^ 
The  Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  The  Allied 
Church  League,  the  Citizens '  Committee  for  Good  Government,  working  for  the 
moral  improvement  of  the  Christian  life  of  the  community. 

Section  11,  The  Evangelism  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members.  It 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  executive  committee,  plan,  promote  and  coordinate 
all  association  evangelistic  activities. 

Section  12.  The  Ordination  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It 
shall,  upon  invitation  of  a  member  church  and  by  direction  of  the  moderator, 
assist  in  preparing  and  conducting  the  ordination  services  of  candidates  for  the 
ministry. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  consist  of 
three  members.  It  shall  review  all  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  make  recommendations  to  the  association  as  to  their  adoption  or 
rejection.  It  shall,  from  time  to  time,  submit  such  changes  in  the  Constitution 
and  By-LaAvs  which  it  deams  pertinent  to  the  proper  functioning  of  the  associa- 
tion, its  committees  and  organizations. 

Article  V.  AMENDMENTS 
The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  business  session  of  the 
association  by   two-thirds   vote   of   the   messengers   present   provided   that  a 
minimum  of  30  days'  notice  have  been  given  to  each  of  the  member  churches.

SEVENTH  ANNUAL  SESSION 


THURSDAY  MORNING 


October  25,  1962 


1.  The  seventh  annual  session  of  Theron  Eaiikin  Baptist  Association  convened 
at  Warlick's  Baptist  Church.  The  first  stanza  of  the  theme  hymn,  ''Forward 
Through  the  Ages, ' '  was  sung  to  open  the  session  with  Harold  Craig  leading  the 
music  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Marlow  at  the  organ.

3.  Rev.  O.  Jack  Murphy,  chairman  of  the  Program  committee,  presented  the 
printed  program  as  outlined  by  his  committee  and  this  was  adopted  as  the  order 
of  service  for  the  day  with  the  right  to  make  changes  as  necessary.

4.  The  Rev.  Matt  L.  Hastings,  host  pastor,  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  all 
messengers  and  visitors. 

5.  Rev.  E,  r.  Sullivan  introduced  the  new  pastors  and  directors  of  music  and 
education  who  have  come  into  the  association  since  the  last  annual  session  as 
follows:  Rev.  Paul  Gibson,  Catawba  (attending  Southeastern  Seminary);  Rev. 
Richard  Hollifield,  Claremont,  First;  Harold  Craig,  Penelope  (music  and  educa- 
tion) ;  Rev.  Lloyd  Teague,  (Interim)  North  Newton;  Rev.  Perry  Smith,  Wayside; 
Rev.  Guy  Fisher,  Midway  Mission  (attending  Lenoir-Rhyne  College).  The  wives 
present  were  recognized  as  follows:  Mrs.  Harold  Craig,  Mrs.  Richard  Hollifield, 
Mrs.  Perry  Smith. 

6.  The  Pastor's  Choir,  with  Harold  Craig  leading,  sang  ''Blessed  Be  the 
Name ' '  and  * '  Rescue  the  Perishing. ' '  The  following  visitors  were  recognized : 
Bill  Hambrick  of  Wake  Forest  College  and  S.  M.  Stroupe,  Associational  Mis- 
sionary of  South  Mountain  Baptist  Association.  V.  H.  White  reported  139  mes- 
sengers and  43  visitors  from  23  churches  already  registered. 

7.  The  Moderator  announced  that  in  accordance  with  the  action  taken  last 
year  by  the  association  that  this  session  is  on  a  one  day,  trial  basis,  session.  Also, 
he  called  attention  to  the  Book  of  Reports  which  was  distributed  in  mimeographed 
form  containing  reports  from  all  organizations  and  committees. 

8.  Reports  were  given  from  the  organizations  by  Tom  Quick,  Sunday  School; 
Wayne  Riddle,  Training  Union;  Mrs.  Robert  Boatwright,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union;  Wayne  DeHart,  Brotherhood;  Harold  Craig,  Music.  Charts  were  used  in 
these  presentations.  In  honor  of  the  75th  Anniversary  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the  ladies  wore  costumes  of  1888  in 
presenting  the  goals  for  the  year. 

9.  FolloAving  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  God,  We  Pray  For  All  Mankind," 
Rev.  J.  Louis  Price  presented  the  following  recommendation  from  the  Membership 
committee  which  was  adopted:  That  the  Unity  Church  be  continued  under  the 
Avatchcare  of  the  association  and  the  Central  Church  be  received  into  full  fellow- 
ship of  the  association.  Also,  it  was  voted  to  drop  the  Community  church  from 
the  membership  of  the  association  following  reports  that  this  church  had  voted 
not  to  send  a  letter  to  the  association  and  did  not  desire  to  cooperate  with  the 
association. 

10.  The  Report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  (contained  in  this  issue  of  the 
Minutes)  was  adopted  with  the  provision  that  the  Moderator  appoint  the  following 
committees:  Enrolment  and  Association  Office  Committees.  It  was  suggested  that 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  include  these  committees  in  the  Con- 
stitution and  also  followed  discussion  as  to  whether  the  Director  of  Central  Train- 
ing School  be  on  a  more  or  lass  permanent  basis.  This  also  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

11.  Frelon  W.  Broome,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  presented  their 
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report,  showing  a  report  of  the  Treasurer,  suggested  goals  of  support  from  the 
churches  and  the  Budget  for  the  new  year.  These  were  adopted. 

12.  The  time  having  arrived  for  the  next  order  of  business  the  other  reports 
were  continued  until  the  next  business  session.  A  coffee  break  was  taken  for 
fifteen  minutes. 

13.  Following  singing  of  the  hymn,  * '  Thou  Whose  Almighty  Word, ' '  Robert  L. 
Huff  presented  slides  taken  of  activities  in  churches  of  the  association. 

14.  Rev.  O.  Jack  Murphy,  chairman  of  Evangelism,  presented  plans  for  the 
coming  year  (contained  in  the  Reports  section)  which  include  Simultaneous  Re- 
vivals in  the  churches  March  24th  through  April  7th  and  an  area-wide  Evangelis- 
tic Crusade  (interdenominational)  with  members  of  the  Billy  Graham  Team  lead- 
ing, the  tentative  date  being  the  last  two  weeks  of  July  in  1968  at  the  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  Stadium. 

15.  The  report  of  the  special  committee  on  the  Correlated  Progi-am  of  Asso- 
ciational  meetings  was  given  by  the  chairman,  Rev.  Wayne  Riddle.  The  committee 
recommendation  that  this  program  of  meetings  be  adopted  on  a  one-year  trial 
basis  was  adopted.   (This  report  is  contained  in  the  reports  section  of  this  issue.) 

16.  Rev.  Harold  Tester,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  read  Article  V,  Section  2  of  the  Constitution  which  was  adopted  on  first 
reading  at  the  1961  session.  This  change  in  the  Constitution  was  adopted  on 
second  reading.  Article  V,  Section  2,  now  reads:  ''Special  meetings  of  the  asso- 
ciation and/or  the  executive  committee  may  be  called  upon  request  of  any  officers 
or  committee  of  the  association,  or  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  executive  committee,  or  like  number  of  messengers  to  the  past  regular 
association  meeting,  provided  that  the  intended  purpose  of  the  special  business  be 
stated  in  the  announcement  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches." 

Also,  the  chairman  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  committee  presented  a 
proposed  change  in  the  constitution  to  be  brought  to  the  1963  session  as  follows: 
Article  VII:  Add:  Enrolment  committee  and  Association  Office  committee. 

17.  Reports  were  given  on  the  Central  Training  School  by  Rev.  J.  Howard 
Gates,  retiring  director,  and  Robert  L.  Huff,  the  incoming  director. 

18.  A  motion  was  adopted  to  express  appreciation  to  Rev.  J.  Howard  Cates  for 
the  work  he  has  done  in  our  Central  Training  School  as  director  and  in  other 
places  of  service  in  our  association  as  he  goes  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Fredricks- 
burg  Baptist  Church,  Fredricksburg,  Virginia. 

19.  Following  the  singing  of  a  solo  by  Mrs.  William  H.  Tallent,  Jr.,  Rev. 
Wayne  V.  Riddle  read  Scripture.  Rev.  Jack  L.  Falls,  pastor  at  Providence  church, 
brought  the  annual  sermon  using  as  his  topic,  *  *  Jesus  Before  Pilot. ' ' 

20.  Registration  at  noon  was  151  messengers  and  67  visitors  from  27  churches. 

21.  A  bountiful  meal  was  served  by  the  host  church  at  the  noon  hour. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON 

22.  The  Rev.  Matt  L.  Hastings,  Vice-Moderator,  presided  at  the  afternoon  ses- 
sion. The  second  stanza  of  "Forward  Through  the  Ages"  was  sung  with  Al 
Mellnik  directing  and  Mrs.  Marlow  at  the  organ.  Rev.  Richard  Hollifield  of  the 
First  Church,  Claremont,  read  Matthew  9:35-38  and  led  in  prayer.  The  hymn,  ''In 
Christ  There  Is  No  East  Nor  West, ' '  was  sung. 
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23.  A  16  mm  movie  entitled  "Fruit  Of  Cooperative  Giving"  was  shown  de- 
picting the  work  of  State  Missions  in  North  Carolina. 

24.  The  representatives  present  from  the  agencies  and  institutions  of  our  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  were  recognized  and  given  four  minutes 
each  to  speak.  They  were:  William  Lynch  of  Mars  Hill  College,  Tritz  D.  Hemp- 
hill, Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  Eoger  Williams,  Children's  Homes,  M.  W. 
Gordon,  Gardner-Webb  College  and  Dr.  Philip  Hambrick  of  the  Chemistry  De- 
partment of  Wake  Forest  College. 

25.  The  report  of  the  Place  and  Preacher  committee  presented  by  the  chairman, 
Eev.  Harold  Tester  was  adopted  as  follows:  Place:  morning  and  afternoon  at 
Highland  church  in  Hickory ;  evening  session  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Newton. 
Eev.  Frank  H.  Thomas  will  bring  the  annual  sermon  and  Eev.  J.  C.  Hill  will  serve 
as  alternate. 

26.  After  the  motion  was  defeated  that  we  continue  with  the  one  day  and 
night  session  the  following  motion  was  adopted :  ' '  that  we  go  back  to  the  original 
one  day  and  night  session  and  continue  through  Friday  noon. ' ' 

27.  The  following  officers  were  elected  by  nomination  from  the  floor:  Modera- 
tor, Wayne  V.  Eiddle;  Vice-Moderator,  Harold  Tester. 

28.  These  were  elected  following  nomination  from  the  floor  to  serve  as  mem- 
bers of  the  nominating  committee  for  the  year  1962-63 :  L.  Vernon  Connell,  Harold 
Craig,  Donald  E.  Greene,  James  F.  Graham  and  Tom  Quick. 

29.  Since  the  association  will  be  meeting  two  days  next  year  by  vote  the  Finance 
committee  was  authorized  to  add  $100.00  to  the  budget  for  entertaining  the 
association  on  the  second  day. 

30.  Following  a  solo,  "I  Will  Pilot  Thee"  by  Mrs.  T.  W.  Nelson,  Dr.  W.  R. 
Grigg,  director  of  the  Division  of  Interracial  Cooperation  of  the  State  Convention 
brought  a  sermon  in  which  he  stated  that  you  cannot  separate  local  missions,  state 
missions,  home  missions  and  foreign  missions  in  carrying  out  the  Commission  of 
Christ. 

31.  Eev.  Hastings  made  announcement  concerning  supper  to  be  served  to  those 
desiring  to  stay. 

32.  Following  expression  of  appreciation  of  the  work  which  Dr.  Earle  Bradley, 
Director  of  Division  of  Stewardship  Promotion,  has  done  in  our  state  and  sorrow 
over  his  recent  death,  by  motion  the  Clerk  was  instructed  to  send  a  letter  to  Mrs. 
Bradley  expressing  our  appreciation  of  Dr.  Bradley  and  our  sympathy  to  her  in 
his  recent  home-going. 

33.  Enrolment  was  announced  as  153  messengers  and  72  visitors  from  27 
churches. 

34.  Mrs.  Lee  Frans,  representing  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the 
Aging,  brought  greetings  from  the  Homes,  calling  attention  to  the  folders  being 
given  out  concerning  these  Homes.  Announcement  was  made  of  the  various  pieces 
of  free  leaflets  which  were  available  for  those  who  desired  to  take  them.  Eev.  O. 
Jack  Murphy  led  in  the  closing  prayer. 

35.  Supper  was  served  at  5:30  P.M.  to  approximately  30  people. 
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THURSDAY  EVENING 

36.  With  Hendley  Ellington  leading  the  music  and  Mrs.  Marlow  at  the  organ 
the  evening  session  was  opened  with  singing  of  the  third  stanza  of  "Forward 
Through  the  Ages."  Eev.  Guy  Fisher  of  the  Midway  Mission  read  Eomans 
10:11-15  and  led  in  prayer.  The  hymn,  *'Hail  To  the  Brightness"  was  sung. 

37.  In  the  absence  of  Eev.  Albert  A.  Young  who  was  in  a  revival  service, 
Eobert  L.  Huff  conducted  the  Memorial  Service,  reading  Scripture  and  showed  the 
names  of  deceased  members  of  the  local  churches  on  slides.  Mrs.  W.  F.  Webster 
sang  a  solo,  ' '  Be  Still  My  Soul. ' ' 

38.  The  report  of  the  Eesolutions  committee  presented  by  Mrs.  Lee  Frans 
was  adopted  along  with  adoption  of  the  Book  of  Eeports. 

39.  The  retiring  moderator,  Donald  E.  Greene,  expressed  his  joy  in  serving 
during  the  past  two  years  and  turned  the  gavel,  made  in  China  of  native  teak 
wood  and  presented  to  the  association  by  Mrs.  Theron  Eankin,  over  to  the  newly 
elected  moderator,  Wayne  V.  Eiddle. 

40.  A  presentation  entitled  "Space-Age  Evangelism"  was  presented  by  H.  B. 
Marsh.  A  tape  recording  and  slides  on  the  work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Eadio 
and  Television  Commission  made  especially  for  our  associational  meeting  by  the 
Commission  was  shown.  This  was  followed  by  a  movie  on  the  work  of  the  Com- 
sion  which  was  used  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  meeting  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  June. 

41.  A  report  on  registration  showed  a  total  of  177  messengers  and  121  visitors 
from  29  churches  throughout  the  day. 

42.  The  choir  of  Warlick 's  Church  sang  *  *  God  of  Grace  and  God  of  Glory ' '  fol- 
lowing which  Donald  Green  introduced  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Mitchiner  of  Oxford, 
N.  C.  who  had  just  returned  from  a  tour  around  the  world  visiting  Southern  Bap- 
tist Foreign  Mission  points.  Mrs.  Mitchiner  is  a  member  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  and  Mr.  Mitchiner  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.  Mrs.  Mitchiner  introduced 
15  local  people  who  were  dressed  in  native  costumes  of  some  of  the  countries  in 
which  they  visited.  Mr.  Mitchiner  showed  slides  of  many  of  the  places  which  they 
visited  and  told  of  experiences  encountered  while  there.  Donald  Greene  led  in  the 
closing  prayer. 
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AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

Wilburn  J.  Edmondson 

If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ,  the  one  hope  of  men  and 
nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible. 

"Sharing  Christ  Avith  the  World,"  is  the  air  and  theme  of  the  Baptist  Jubilee 
Advance,  and  sharing  the  Bible  is  an  essential  part  of  this  program.  Each  per- 
son must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language. 

The  American  Boblie  Society  is  an  active  partner  to  Southern  Baptists.  It 
serves  mission  work  at  home  and  abroad.  It  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the 
Bible,  publishes  without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without  profit,  usually 
below  cost. 

Through  the  American  Bible  Society  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  beeen  pub- 
lished in  1181  languages;  the  full  Bible  in  226,  a  Testament  in  281  more  and  a 
Gospel  or  other  complete  book  in  674  more.  A  record  total  of  over  24  million 
Scripture  volumes  in  over  100  countries  and  six  continents  were  distributed.  The 
Finger  Fono,  a  special  phonograph  for  Bible  records  are  now  available  in  40 
languages  and  others  are  being  prepared. 

Another  wonderful  report  is  that  over  a  million  Scripture  volumes  were  given 
for  distribution  by  Chaplains  to  our  Armed  Forces  and  Veterans'  Hospitals,  and 
to  Cuban  refugees;  hurricane  and  flood  victims;  inmates  in  jails,  reformatories 
and  prisons,  and  many  others. 

Southern  Baptist  churches  believe  in  the  missionary  importance  of  giving  to 
the  American  Bible  Society.  In  1961  Southern  Baptist  Churches  gave  $164,342  to 
the  American  Bible  Society,  an  increase  of  $12,716  over  1961.  Methodist  gifts 
were  $163,593,  an  increase  of  $11,659  over  1961.  Gifts  from  all  churches  in  the 
U.  S.  A.  totaled  $1,065,649,  an  increase  of  $59,881  over  1961. 

The  needs  are  still  great  and  every  church  is  urged  to  give  over  and  above  last 
year. 

REPORT  ON  ANNUITY  BOARD 

E.  L.  BALL 

A  total  of  $2,879,816.21  was  paid  in  benefits  by  the  Annuity  Board  during 

1961.  More  than  $2,654,222  of  this  went  to  approximately  4,500  ministers,  denomi- 
national workers  of  their  families  who  participated  in  one  of  the  Board's  retire- 
ment plans.  The  remaining  amount  was  paid  in  relief  benefits  to  826  aged  min- 
isters and  widows.  During  the  Board's  43  years  of  operation,  it  has  paid  out 
benefits  totaling  more  than  $37,304,916. 

Total  membership  in  all  plans  of  the  Annuity  Board  was  23,214  on  January  1, 

1962.  In  1961,  1,808  new  members  were  enlisted  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Pro- 
tection Plan  and  789  churches  were  enrolled.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  64%  of  the 
churches  in  the  Convention  were  participating  in  the  Board's  program.  Of  this 
number,  45%  were  paying  total  dues  for  both  church  and  pastor.  The  Institution 
Protection  Program,  for  employees  in  colleges,  hospitals,  or  orphanages  and  other 
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institutions  of  this  type,  enlisted  32  institutions  in  1961.  Five  were  new  accounts. 
The  others  transferred  from  another  plan  to  the  new  program. 

The  Annuity  Board  now  has  14  field  men  working  in  21  state  conventions. 
Their  program  of  education  and  promotion  is  conducted  through  state  and  asso- 
ciational  meetings,  on  college  and  seminary  campuses,  in  local  churches  and 
through  conferences  with  laymen  and  pastors.

BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

G.  W.  DEHART 

The  Associational  Brotherhood  has  sought  to  reach  the  masses  of  the  men 
and  boys  of  the  churches  with  regular  promotional  and  development  plans,  inform- 
ative messages,  and  leadership  and  service  training  opportunities.  This  has 
been  done  through  programs  in  the  four  major  areas  of  Brotherhood  activity, 
namely:  (1)  Royal  Ambassador,  (2)  Christian  Witness,  (3)  Personal  Steward- 
ship, and  (4)  World  Missions.  These  quarterly  meetings  were  planned  to 
interest,  challenge,  and  enlist  for  Christ  every  man  in  every  church  within  our 
association.  Through  these  quarterly  meetings  an  effort  has  been  made  to  enlist 
cooperation  of  the  churches,  provide  opportunities  for  fellowship,  stimulate  in- 
terest in  the  work,  acquaint  men  with  benefits,  strengthen  Cliurch  Brotherhood 
work,  deepen  spiritual  life,  promote  and  develop  Royal  Ambassador  work,  promote 
major  Brotherhood  activities,  and  encourage  men  to  serve. 

Four  quarterly  meetings  with  outstanding  programs  were  held,  as  well  as  a 
Royal  Ambassador  Conclave.  Average  attendance  at  the  quarterly  meeting  was 
80  with  as  many  as  18  churches  of  the  22  Brotherhoods  being  represented  at  one 
meeting,  and  280  men  and  boys  attended  the  Royal  Ambassador  Conclave.  At- 
tendance had  been  on  the  increase  and  interest  high.  The  fellowship  and  en- 
thusiasm generated  in  these  meetings  has  been  significant. 

In  an  effort  to  help  Christian  people  recognize  that  Christ  does  live  within  and 
that  we  are  only  the  branches  and  He  is  the  vine,  the  men  of  the  Brotherhood  see 
witnessing  and  winning  people  for  Christ  and  seeking  to  help  Christians  to  under- 
stand that  Christ  does  live  within,  as  the  only  answer.  Through  these  processes 
only  is  a  close  and  vital  contact  with  God  maintained  by  any  individual. 

We  believe  that  the  Brotherhood  through  the  Four  Major  Brotherhood  Activi- 
ties can  be  one  of  God's  instruments  for  a  spiritual  awakening  among  our  people.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

William  E.  Melvin 

Education,  in  America,  has  made  forward  steps  for  the  past  two  years.  We  are 
determined  to  be  out  done  by  no  nation  in  the  technical  know-hows.  Buildings, 
grounds  and  equipment  have  seen  a  revolutionary  change  to  make  learning  more 
desirable  for  the  students. 

No  one  can  say  this  interest  in  education  has  come  too  soon  and  the  changes 
made  are  unnecessary.  While  a  new  fire  is  burning  in  America  for  education  in 
general,  the  old  ashes  for  Christian  Education  do  not  seem  to  be  stirred  too  much. 
Christian  education,  a  God-given  responsibility  to  the  Southern  Baptists  of 
America,  has  been  stunted  by  controversy  which  has  diverted  the  energies  of  our 
schools  and  colleges  from  teaching  to  defense. 

While  we  are  growing  numerically  in  our  Baptist  churches  and  launching  for- 
ward with  new  places  to  preach  and  minister,  the  enrolment  in  our  schools  is  not 
advancing  proportionately. 

We  ask  ourselves  the  WHY  for  this.  First,  we  can  find  our  answer  in  the  fail- 
ure of  Southern  Baptists  to  give  to  Christian  Education  as  is  our  responsibility. 
Second,  we  too  often  would  rather  our  children  attend  a  non-denominational  or 
other  denominational  school  than  one  of  our  very  own.  Let  us  not  cut  off  our 
children's  chances  to  get  an  education  with  Christian  principles  interwoven.  Let 
us  make  careers  in  church-related  services  more  desirable  to  those  who  want  to  use 
their  talents  for  the  Lord. 

REPORT  OF  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE 

J.  C.  Hill 

According  to  the  Bible  it  is  not  enough  for  believers  to  meet  the  formal 
requirements  of  Christianity.  God  expects  his  people  to  put  Christian  faith  into 
action  in  everyday  life.  In  the  light  of  this  conviction  the  Christian  Life  Com- 
mittee call  upon  our  fellow  Baptists  to  give  attention  to  our  tremendous  respon- 
sibility to  carry  into  every  area  of  life  the  whole  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  field  of  applied  Christianity  is  wide  open.  The  family,  race,  citizenship, 
daily  work,  and  such  moral  issues  as  alcohol,  salacious  literature,  and  gambling 
offer  rewarding  opportunities  to  put  our  Christianity  to  work.  Christianity  must 
deliberately  apply  its  warm  spirit  of  compassion  to  the  frustrations  and  vexing 
needs  of  modern  man.  Deep  and  selfless  concern  for  unreached  multitudes  and  a 
passion  to  right  social  injustices  should  mark  the  Christian  vdtness  in  the  world 
no  less  than  a  determination  to  preach  the  Gospel.  The  Church's  thrust  must 
somewhere  intersect  and  penetrate  the  driving  aspirations  of  restless,  clamoring 
masses. 

How  must  the  Church  meet  alien  philosophies  that  attach  strange  expectations 
to  Christian  social  action?  What  is  her  mandate? 

She  is  to  pray  for  a  lost  and  doomed  world,  and  certainly  no  amount  of  social 
activism  on  her  part  will  compensate  for  neglect  of  prayer. 

She  is  to  preach  the  Gospel  by  word  and  deed,  and  certainly  social  activism  on 
her  part  is  no  legitimate  alternative  mission. 

She  is  to  get  the  revealed  and  inspired  Word  of  God  to  the  restless  masses,  and 
certainly  no  amount  of  other  ecclesiastical  literature  on  the  contemporary  problems 
discharge  this  obligation. 
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Above  all,  the  Christian  is  to  love  God  with  his  whole  being  and  his  neighbor 
as  himself.  This  responsibility  is  quite  different  from  mastering  a  dozen  hand- 
books on  the  social  crisis  in  order  to  delineate  the  universal  brotherhood  of  man. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  is  to  cement  and  to  maintain  the  bond  between 
passion  for  the  lost  and  compassion  for  the  needy. 

The  Christian  way  of  life  is  both  personal  and  social.  We  accept  the  New 
Testament  teachings  that,  as  disciples  of  Christ,  we  are  to  live  in  the  world,  we 
are  not  to  be  conformed  to  the  world  and  its  standards,  and  we  are  to  be  instru- 
ments of  the  purpose  of  God  for  the  transformation  of  the  world.

Across  the  centuries,  God  has  seen  fit  to  use  words  effectively  to  spread  truth. 
God  inspired  words  are  mighty  tools  and  can  enter  doors  where  spokesman  can 
never  go.  * '  Give  attention  to  reading ' '  urged  Paul  to  the  early  Christians. 

Standing  as  the  unique  example  of  Christian  writing  at  its  best,  God's  time- 
less messages  in  the  Bible  are  applicable  today  as  when  they  were  first  revealed. 
God  has  not  ceased  to  use  the  printed  page. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  sought  to  use  truth  for  God's  glory. 
Modern  technical  developments  have  made  it  possible  for  the  Sunday  School 
Board  to  publish  in  millions  of  copies  attractive  religious  materials  for  every  age 
group,  and  for  every  organization  of  the  church  using  varied  formats  and  colors 
and  numerous  illustrations. 

Boyal  Service,  The  Window,  Tell  and  Sunheam  Activities  are  produced  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  to  give  information  to  members  of  W.M.U.  organiza- 
tions. These  magazines  carry  program  materials,  helps  for  leaders,  and  reading 
material  which  will  build  a  missions  consciousness  in  all  who  read  them  regularly. 

With  such  an  abundance  of  instructive  information  for  organizations,  doctrine, 
inspiration  and  missions  along  with  The  Commission,  The  Home  Mission,  our  own 
State  paper,  the  Biblical  Recorder,  and  Charity  and  Children,  Baptists  should  be 
the  best  informed  people  of  the  world.  The  Bible  says,  ' '  To  whom  much  is  given, 
much  is  required. ' ' 

God's  Holy  Word  and  these  published  materials  produced,  regularly  by  Bap- 
tists, if  prayfully  read,  will  bring  us  closer  to  God  through  Christ  as  we  come  to 
learn  the  Makers  revealed  will  and  purpose  more  fully. 

Jesus  said  in  Matthew  28:  20(a)  ''Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  what- 
soever I  have  commanded  you,"  and  Paul  wrote  in  II  Timothy  2:15:  ''Study  to

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

Harold  Tester 

Article  V,  Section  of  the  Constitution  which  was  presented  at  the  1961  annual 
session  and  is  being  presented  on  second  reading  in  accordance  with  Article  VIII 
of  the  Constitution  as  follows: 

Article  V,  Section:  "Special  meetings  of  the  association  and/or  the  execu- 
tive committee  may  be  called  upon  request  of  any  officer  or  committee  of  the  asso- 
ciation, or  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  executive  committee. 
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or  like  number  of  messengers  to  the  past  regular  association  meeting,  provided 
that  the  intended  purpose  of  the  special  business  be  stated  in  the  announcement 
which  shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches. ' ' 

Also  this  committee  presents  a  proposed  change  in  the  constitution  to  be 
brought  to  the  1963  session  as  follows:  Article  VII:  Add:  Enrolment  committee 
and  Association  Of&ce  committee. 


REPORT  OF  THE 
COMMITTEE  ON  CORRELATED  PROGRAM  OF  MEETINGS 

The  Correlating  Committee,  appointed  by  Donald  Greene,  Moderator,  at  the 
associational  executive  committee  on  May  22,  1962,  was  charged  with  the  task  of 
exploring  the  possibilities  of  a  Correlated  Program  of  meetings  of  Associational 
Activities.  The  work  of  this  special  committee  developed  into  three  stages, 
namely:  (1)  Studying  the  feasibility  of  such  a  program;  (2)  Proceeding  with 
working  out  the  details  of  the  program;  and,  (3)  Present  to  the  annual  association 
meeting  for  approval  on  one  year  trial  basis. 

The  Correlating  Committee  makes  the  following  recommendation  of  a  partially 
Correlated  Program  of  meetings: 

The  Executive  Committees  of  all  the  organizations  will  meet  simultaneously 
(same  place  and  time)  during  the  first  month  of  each  quarter.  The  second  period 
of  said  meetings  will  be  a  briefing  session  held  jointly  by  all  involved.  Also,  the 
Music  Ministry  will  have  its  activities  during  the  first  or  second  month,  which- 
ever is  most  suitable. 

The  Sunday  School  and  Training  Union  will  hold  their  conferences  or  Mass 
meetings  on  the  same  date,  meeting  consecutively  and  alternating,  during  the 
second  month  of  each  quarter.  Youth  and  children's  activities  are  to  be  provided. 

The  Brotherhood,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  their  auxiliaries  will  hold 
Family  Mission  Night  in  the  third  month. 

This  plan  would  mean  that  each  organization  would  have  a  correlated  meeting 
once  each  quarter  (exception  of  organization's  executive  meetings).  Also,  in 
addition  there  would  be  special  meetings.  Additional  or  special  activities  are  to 
be  scheduled  by  the  organization  as  desired  at  appropriate  times. 

Tuesday  night  after  the  third  Sunday  in  each  month  is  designated  as  asso- 
ciational Night.  It  will  be  necessary  to  set  aside  temporarily  that  part  of  the 
constitution  in  Article  4,  Section  2  which  specifies  that  "the  Executive  Committee 
is  to  meet  on  Tuesday  evening  after  the  third  Sunday  of  the  second  month  in  the 
quarter. ' '  The  Calendar  Committee  will  use  this  date  in  working  out  the  activities, 
but  will  have  the  liberty  to  vary  from  said  date  when  there  is  a  major  conflict,  or 
another  feasible  date  is  preferred. 

The  Calendar  Committee  followed  this  Correlated  Program  of  meetings  as 
closely  as  possible  in  working  out  the  schedule  of  activities  for  the  year  1962-63.

January  6  is  Soul-Winning  Commitment  Day,  when  many  will  promise  to  be 
soul  winners.  We  should  train  and  make  assignments  to  them  each  week. 

February  11-13  marks  the  Statewide  Evangelistic  Conference  in  Greensboro. 
Every  church  should  see  that  the  pastor  attends.  It  will  be  a  revival  for  his  own 
heart. 

February  is  also  transfer  Church  Membership  Emphasis.  Hundreds  of  our 
people  should  become  active  servants  of  God.  These  members  easily  become  luke- 
warm without  a  church  home. 

March  24-April  7  Avill  mark  our  associational  Simultaneous  Crusade.  It  is  our 
hope  that  every  church  will  cooperate  in  this  crusade. 

July  24  is  the  date  for  the  South  wide  Evangelistic  Conference  in  Dallas,  Texas. 

We  are  now  negotiating  with  Mr.  Leighton  Ford  of  the  Billy  Graham  Evange- 
listic Association,  with  tentative  plans  for  an  area-wide  crusade  the  last  two  weeks 
in  July  of  1963,  with  services  in  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  stadium. 

The  crux  of  the  whole  matter  is,  are  you  interested  in  seeing  people  saved? 
If  so,  make  it  your  purpose  to  lead  someone  to  Christ  in  1963.

The  Executive  Conmiittee  held  four  regular  quarterly  meetings  to  transact 
business  of  the  association  during  the  past  year.  The  following  excerpts  constitute 
a  summary  of  the  proceedings  and  action  taken  as  reflected  by  the  minutes  re- 
corded by  the  Clerk. 

November  21,  1961 :  Reports  were  heard  concerning  the  work  of  the  organiza- 
tions as  presented  by  the  departmental  heads  which  included  the  Sunday  School, 
Training  Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Brotherhood,  and  Music.  Frelon 
Broome,  Treasurer,  presented  his  report  and  a  discussion  followed  concerning  how 
the  suggested  goals  for  contributions  of  the  churches  were  set.  It  was  decided 
that  the  Finance  Committee  restudy  the  way  of  setting  goals.  Evangelism  Com- 
mittee Chairman  O.  Jack  Murphy  reported  that  following  the  presentation  of  plans 
for  a  City-wide  Evangelistic  Crusade  in  1963  to  the  Hickory  Ministerial  Associa- 
tion, the  group  appointed  a  committee  to  study  the  matter.  Membership  Committee 
Chairman  E.  F.  Sullivan  reported  that  the  committee  had  endorsed  the  organiza- 
tion of  Unity  Church  which  is  now  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association.  V.  H. 
White  of  the  Nominating  Committee  reported  that  the  committee  had  elected 
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Frank  Thomas  as  Chairman,  Carl  Helms,  Vice-chairman,  and  V.  H.  White,  Secre- 
tary. The  committee  recommended  the  following  to  offices  and  committees  under 
new  constitutional  changes:  Parliamentarian:  William  H.  Chamblee,  Alternate, 
Hayden  B.  Hayes;  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee:  Harold  Tester,  Chair- 
man, Thomas  Quick,  and  Perry  Abernathy.  These  officers  were  elected  by  acclama- 
tion. Chairman  Harold  Deal  of  the  Extension  Committee  presented  Carl  Lee,  Sec- 
retary of  the  committee,  who  read  the  minutes  of  the  committee  concerning  the 
meeting  held  November  12,  1961  at  the  Viewmont  Optimist  Clubhouse  for  people 
who  live  in  the  Lakeside  area  and  also  the  minutes  of  the  committee  meeting 
which  followed.  The  Committee  recommended  that  a  Baptist  work  be  started  in 
the  Lakeside  area.  Following  a  lengthy  discussion  for  and  against  the  recom- 
mendation by  all  persons  who  desired  to  be  heard,  a  vote  was  taken,  and  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  then  unanimously  adopted  the  recommendation  with  two  ab- 
stentions. Eequests  for  Pastoral  aid  from  the  State  Convention  were  endorsed  for 
Conover,  First,  Startown,  and  Unity  Churches. 

February  27,  1962:  Received  reports  from  departmental  heads.  Treasurer 
Frelon  Broome  distributed  mimeograph  reports  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  first 
quarter  and  also  of  the  January  and  February  statements,  and  reported  that  the 
Finance  Committee  had  met  to  study  the  pattern  of  goals  for  the  churches.  The 
Committee  made  the  following  recommendations:  **In  view  of  the  fact  that  New- 
ton, First  Church  has  given  members  to  two  churches  recently  and  no  adjust- 
ment has  been  made  in  their  suggested  goal,  we  recommend  that  Newton,  First 
Church 's  goal  be  adjusted  to  $425.00  and  that  this  committee  continue  the  study  of 
pattern  of  suggested  goals  and  set  a  formula  for  these  goals.  Also,  the  committee 
recommends  the  following  suggested  goals:  Central,  $25.00;  Unity,  $12.00;  Lake- 
view  Mission,  $13.00."  These  recommendations  were  adopted  by  the  Executive 
Committee.  Extension  Committee  Chairman  Harold  Deal  reported  that  the  new 
work  now  referred  to  as  the  Lakeview  Mission  was  started  the  first  Sunday  in 
January  and  that  the  Viewmont  Optimist  Club  facilities  are  being  used  as  a 
meeting  place  for  this  new  work,  which  had  an  average  attendance  for  the  month 
of  February  of  45,  a  total  offering  of  $599.06,  and  a  gain  of  15  new  members  for 
the  month.  He  reported  that  the  Extension  Committee  arranged  with  East  Hickory 
Church  to  sponsor  the  work  and  Highland  Church  to  Co-sponsor,  and  that  a  Mis- 
sions Committee  composed  of  Carl  Suggs  and  J.  S.  Bailey  of  Lakeview  Mission, 
Wayne  Dehart  of  East  Hickory,  and  V.  H.  White  and  Harold  Deal  of  Highland 
had  been  formed  to  help  guide  and  promote  this  work.  A  mimeographed  report 
of  the  Central  Training  School  was  distributed  showing  an  enrolment  of  1,279 
with  an  average  attendance  of  1,035,  and  all  churches  in  the  Association  except 
one  was  represented. 

May  22,  1962:  Reports  were  received  from  the  department  heads.  A  report 
was  made  that  Lakeview  Mission  now  has  70  enrolled  in  Sunday  School  with  an 
average  attendance  of  56  and  average  offering  of  $125.00  per  week.  Evangelism 
Chairman  O.  Jack  Murphy  reported  plans  for  1963  call  for  Simultaneous  Revivals 
with  Dr.  Julian  Hopkins,  Raleigh,  holding  a  clinic  early  in  the  year.  He  also 
reported  plans  for  the  City-wide  Crusade  were  progressing  slowly  and  that  the 
committee  is  corresponding  with  members  of  the  Billy  Graham  Evangelistic  Team. 

Director  J.  Howard  Cates  of  the  Central  Training  School  presented  a  recom- 
mendation of  the  planning  committee  of  the  school  and  the  Pastor's  Conference 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee:  **That  in  1964  the  Central 
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Training  School  emphasis  be  on  missions  and  the  school  be  held  Feb.  22-28,  1964 
for  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  furnishing  approximately  20  Missionaries.  These 
Missionaries  would  speak  in  the  various  churches  on  Sunday,  February  22,  and 
teach  during  the  week  at  the  Central  Training  School."  The  suggestion  that  per- 
haps morning  classes  could  be  held  for  Pastors,  Educational  Directors  and  others 
was  also  given.  The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  to  the  Christian  Educa- 
tion Advance  Committee:  H.  B.  Marsh,  Marion  Powell,  and  Carl  Helms,  Sr.  Fol- 
lowing a  discussion  of  a  correlated  Association  Program  the  Executive  Committee 
decided  that  the  Moderator  should  appoint  a  committee  to  study  associations  with 
the  correlated  program  and  report  back  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Modera- 
tor appointed  T.  W.  Nelson,  Wayne  V.  Riddle  and  Frank  H.  Thomas  to  this  study 
committee.  A  motion  was  adopted  that  an  air  conditioner  be  purchased  for  the 
associational  office  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $220.00. 

August  21,  1962:  Organizational  reports  were  given  by  the  various  department 
heads.  Following  the  suggestion  from  the  Finance  Committee  that  we  invest  the 
balance  on  hand  the  Executive  Committee  decided  to  give  the  Finance  Committee 
authority  to  deposit  funds  from  the  checking  account  in  savings  account  as  they 
deem  wise.  Treasurer  Frelon  Broome  gave  a  report  on  the  property  owned  by 
the  Association  and  presented  the  Finance  Committees  proposed  budget  for  the 
new  year  together  with  proposed  goals  for  the  churches.  The  Committee  presented 
a  new  formula  for  working  out  the  suggested  goals  which  is  as  follows:  $1.00  for 
each  resident  member  plus  1%  of  the  total  receipts,  the  sum  of  which  is  then 
divided  by  two.  The  resultant  figure  is  the  suggested  goal.  Following  discussion 
the  departmental  budget  and  the  suggested  goals  of  the  churches  were  approved  by 
the  Executive  Committee  for  presentation  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  V.  H.  White 
of  the  Nominating  Committee  presented  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee 
for  the  various  offices  and  committees  which  was  approved  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee for  presentation  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

J.  Louis  Price  of  the  Ordination  Committee  reported  that  the  Committee  as- 
sisted in  ordaining  Harvey  Harris  into  the  Ministry  on  August  5  at  Highland 
Church.  Evangelism  Chairman  O.  Jack  Murphy  reported  that  the  City-wide  Cru- 
sade Committee  had  met  with  Leighton  Ford,  Associate  Evangelist  of  tb3  Billy 
Graham  Team  and  plans  are  being  worked  out  for  a  two  week  crusade  in  August 
or  September,  1963.  A  late  fall  luncheon  meeting  with  Rev.  Ford  to  discuss 
further  plans  will  be  set  up.  It  was  decided  that  the  Association  have  a  Simul- 
taneous Crusade  next  Spring  with  the  dates  to  be  worked  out  by  the  pastors  at 
the  Pastors  Conference.  Vernon  Connell  of  the  Extension  Committee  reported 
that  the  Sunday  School  enrolment  at  Lakeview  Mission  is  now  77  with  average 
attendance  of  50  during  the  summer.  With  the  mutual  agreement  of  East  Hickory 
and  Highland  Churches,  the  First  Church,  Hickory,  has  taken  over  the  sponsor- 
ship and  Mothering  of  the  Mission.  The  Mission  is  now  participating  in  the  Co- 
operative Program  by  giving  10%  of  all  receipts  except  designated.  They  have 
taken  an  option  on  land  in  that  area.  J.  Howard  Cates  reported  that  a  special 
committee  composed  of  the  Moderator,  the  Treasurer,  the  Finance  Committee,  the 
Association  Office  Committee  and  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee  had 
met  and  discussed  and  studied  the  situation  concerning  the  Treasurer's  Books  as 
suggested  by  the  report  of  the  1961  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee  at  the 
Annual  Meeting.  After  a  study  of  the  1961  report  and  a  report  by  Treasurer  Fre- 
lon Broome  on  his  work  as  Treasurer  with  the  assistance  of  Promotional  Secretary 
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Helen  Cater  in  keeping  records,  the  joint  committee  adopted  the  following  resolu- 
tions: 1.  That  no  changes  be  made  in  Section  5,  Article  III  of  the  By-Laws.  2. 
That  the  Promotional  Secretary  assist  the  Treasurer  in  keeping  the  records  and 
compiling  reports  for  the  association.  3.  That  the  Associational  Office  Committee 
outline  the  duties  of  the  Promotional  Secretary  and  present  them  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  Committee  for  inclusion  in  the  By-Laws.  The  Executive 
Committee  adopted  the  resolution  of  the  joint  committee  concerning  the  Treas- 
urer's Books.  Chairman  Wayne  Eiddle  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Correlated 
Program.  The  Executive  Committee  accepted  the  recommendation  of  this  commit- 
tee that  they  proceed,  working  with  the  heads  of  the  organizations,  with  plans  for 
a  correlated  program  to  be  presented  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXTENSION  COMMITTEE 

Harold  E.  Deal 

The  efforts  of  our  committee  this  year  have  been  directed  to  the  establishing  of 
a  new  work  in  the  area  beyond  Hutto 's  Store  on  Highway  #127.  The  Extension 
Committee,  after  a  survey  had  been  taken  in  the  area,  recommended  to  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  on  November  21,  1961,  that  a  work  be  started  in  the  ''now 
known  as ' '  Lakeview  area.  In  the  recommendation  it  was  pointed  out  that  a 
meeting  place  had  been  secured  for  the  beginning  of  the  work.  The  Viewmont 
Optimist  Club  house  would  be  this  place.  The  Executive  Committee  approved  this 
recommendation  and  authoribed  the  Extension  Committee  to  proceed. 

Arrangements  were  made  by  this  committee  for  East  Hickory  to  be  the  spon- 
soring church  with  Highland  co-sponsoring.  The  work  progressed  under  the 
direction  of  these  two  churches  with  an  enrolment  of  approximately  70  and 
average  attendance  of  50  during  the  summer  months.  Under  a  mutual  agreement 
of  East  Hickory  and  Highland  Churches  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Hickory,  has 
now  assumed  full  responsibility  of  sponsoring  this  work. 

The  mission  under  the  leadership  of  Eev.  Baker  as  mission  pastor  is  making 
plans  for  building  the  first  unit  of  the  future  Lakeview  Baptist  Church.  Ap- 
proximately 2  acres  of  land  has  already  been  purchased  on  North  Highway  127  and 
Falling  Creek  Eoad  for  the  future  building  site. 

It  is  also  pointed  out  that  the  mission  is  already  participating  in  the  Co- 
operative Program  by  giving  10%  of  all  receipts  except  those  designated  for 
other  purposes.  They  are  also  supporting  the  Theron  Rankin  Association  program. 
State  Missions,  Baptist  Hospital,  as  well  as  other  parts  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Program.  They  now  have  85  enrolled  in  the  Sunday  School  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  63. 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Mrs.  Rose  Wolff 

"What  splendors  heaven  held  for  Him 
We  cannot  know 

But  this  is  sure,  how  well  He  loved 
The  earth  below." 

Some  years  ago  the  theme  song  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  Foreign  Missions 
was  "The  Love  of  God."  As  we  recall  that  hauntingly  beautiful  song  with  its 
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rich  and  vibrant  melody,  its  soul-searching  words,  we  anew  the  matchless  love 
of  God,  so  rich  and  pure,  so  measureless  and  strong.  He  loved  us  so  much  that  He 
paid  in  advance  for  our  salvation. 

Now,  let  us  examine  our  own  love,  and  immediately  it  is  strikingly  apparent 
that  in  comparison  to  God 's  love,  ours  for  Him  is  poor  and  unclean,  quite  measured 
and  weak.  It  is  true  that  Southern  Baptists  loved  enough  to  send  some  1600 
missionaries  into  51  countries,  but  it  is  also  true  that  for  every  foreign  missionary 
we  support  there  are  more  than  6000  of  us  at  home. 

' '  By  Love  Compelled ' '  should  draw  us  into  the  World  Missions  Year  which  is 
our  next  emphasis  in  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance.  Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  is 
hoping  and  praying  that  there  will  be  such  a  response  to  the  challenge  of  this 
theme  that  1963  will  be  one  of  the  most  significant  years  in  our  history.  We  must 
begin  by  acceptance  of  personal  responsibility  for  world  missions,  then  make  it 
vital  in  our  churches.  It  may  mean  our  son  or  daughter  as  a  mission  volunteer,  as 
we  stress  missions  through  Mission  Study  and  Bible  Study,  and  our  own  personal 
and  concerted  prayer  for  missions.  We  cannot  escape  the  truth  that  World 
Missions  involves  us  in  the  evangelization  of  the  world. 

The  best  place  to  begin  is  where  we  are.  The  church  and  mission  fields  are  not 
the  only  places  to  witness  to  the  faith  and  love  that  is  in  us.  In  shop  and  store, 
home  and  office,  there  are  lighted  candles  of  faith  and  love.  Every  Christian  can 
be  a  center  of  Christian  influence.  None  of  us  liveth  unto  himself.  We  are  re- 
sponsible to  God  for  what  we  do  with  this  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  have  to 
answer  as  to  whether  we  put  it  under  a  bushel  or  a  stand  where  it  gives  light  to 
all.  The  Good  News  of  God  cannot  be  boxed  in  or  hidden  under  a  bushel  of  lazi- 
ness, or  behind  a  smoke  screen  of  indifference,  or  buried  under  a  mountain  of 
excuses.  It  not  only  saves  our  souls,  it  sends  us  forth  to  witness,  and  witness  we 
must  if  the  light  is  not  to  go  out.

Personnel  Changes: 

Eev.  Herman  Minyard  resigned  as  pastor  as  Community  Church  and  was 
succeeded  by  Eev.  Charles  Webb,  who  came  from  Newport,  Tennessee.  Rev.  H.  L. 
Schronce  resigned  at  Claremont,  First  €hurch  as  pastor  and  was  followed  by 
Rev.  R.  H.  Hollifield.  Rev.  J.  D.  Compton  resigned  as  pastor  of  Unity  church  in 
September  1962  going  to  Franklin,  N.  C.  Rev.  J.  Howard  Gates  resigned  as  pastor 
of  Highland  church  after  serving  five  and  one  half  years  to  become  pastor  of  First 
Baptist  Church,  Fredricksburg,  Va.  Al  Mellnik  resigned  as  Minister  of  Music 
and  Education  at  West  Hickory  church  to  accept  similar  work  at  Hominy  Church 
at  Candler,  N.  C.  Miss  Ann  Feltner  resigned  as  Director  of  Education  at  Hickory, 
First  Church  to  accept  work  as  Director  of  Children's  Work  at  Greenville,  S.  C, 
First  Baptist  Church.  Rev.  Carl  H.  Lee  resigned  as  pastor  of  Woodlawn  Church, 
Conover,  on  account  of  his  health.  Dr.  G.  Othel  Hand  resigned  as  pastor  of 
Hickory,  First  Church  to  accept  the  pastorate  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Columbus, 
Ga.  Dr.  J.  Roy  Robinson  has  been  called  to  Hickory,  First  Church  and  will  take 
over  the  pastorate  on  November  1,  1962.  Dr.  Robinson  has  been  pastor  of  Citadel 
Square  Church,  Charleston,  S.  C.  for  the  past  six  years.  J.  Harold  Craig  became 
Minister  of  Music  and  Education  at  Penelope  Church  in  December,  1961. 
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Buildings: 

Longview  Church  moved  to  a  new  location  where  they  are  occupying  the  edu- 
cational units  with  a  temporary  sanctuary.  Highland  church  moved  into  their 
new  sanctuary  in  May  1962.  They  observed  their  golden  anniversary  with  open 
house  in  the  new  sanctuary  on  September  23rd  with  evangelistic  services  each 
evening  through  September  30th.  Temple  Church  had  a  note  burning  service 
setting  the  church  free  of  debt.  NeAvton,  First  has  begun  erection  of  two  units  of 
their  new  building  which  is  expected  to  be  completed  early  in  1963. 

Other  Events: 

The  Seventh  annual  associational  Central  Training  School  was  held  at  Hickory, 
First  Church  during  the  week  of  February  19-23,  1962.  All  the  Churches  in  the 
association  except  one  was  represented.  The  enrolment  was  1,328  with  average 
attendance  of  1,035  and  940  awards  earned.  Oakland  Heights  Church  is  conduct- 
ing services  each  Sunday  at  the  prison  camp  at  Taylorsville,  N.  C.  Harvey  Harris 
was  ordained  into  the  Gospel  ministry  at  the  Highland  Church  in  August  1962. 
Eev.  Harris  is  a  graduate  of  Lenoir  Ehyne  College  and  studied  at  Wake  Forest 
College  and  Southern  Seminary  before  graduating  at  Southeastern  Seminary.  The 
Lakeview  Mission  Avas  organized  and  began  holding  services  on  January  7,  1962. 
At  the  beginning  this  work  was  sponsored  by  Highland  and  East  Hickory  churches 
and  was  taken  over  by  Hickory,  First  Church  as  sponsored  on  September  1,  1962. 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

Dexter  E.  Couch 

Summary  Statement 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  now  serving  in  all  of  the  states  of  the  United 
States,  including  Alaska  and  Hawaii,  and  in  Cuba,  Panama,  and  the  Canal  Zone. 
The  Board,  at  the  close  of  1960,  had  2,035  missionaries.  In  addition,  it  employed 
525  summer  student  workers  and  200  tentmakers  during  the  summer  of  1960. 

There  are  431  active  chaplains;  676  reserve  chaplains;  92  in  Air  Patrol;  51  in 
Veterans'  Hospitals;  99  in  other  hospitals;  73  in  institutional  ministries;  and  10 
in  industrial  plants. 

There  are  2,335  Southern  Baptist  Churches  in  areas  not  served  by  the  Home 
Mission  Board  in  1940.  About  fifteen  new  associations  are  being  organized 
annually,  and  the  Board  is  seeking  to  render  a  special  ministry  to  these  new  asso- 
ciations. 

Co-operative  Agreement  with  State  Conventions 

Co-operative  agreements  have  been  worked  out  with  23  state  conventions  for 
the  promotion  of  our  work  in  1961.  This  is  a  gain  of  seven  over  the  previous  year. 
The  Board  is  serving  in  the  other  states  but  thus  far  has  not  perfected  a  definite 
working  agreement  with  the  other  state  conventions. 

The  Board  continues  to  place  a  major  emphasis  on  pioneer  areas.  A  study  of 
the  present  distribution  of  funds  from  the  Missions  Division  indicates  that  62.7 
per  cent  of  all  such  funds  are  being  used  in  the  pioneer  areas.  Thus  the  Board  is 
seeking  to  carry  out  the  expressed  wishes  of  the  Convention — that  it  give  major 
consideration  to  the  work  in  the  pioneer  fields  and  to  the  work  among  the  language 
and  underprivileged  groups. 
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New  Projects  in  Effect  or  Proposed 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  co-operating  in  the  new  states  of  Hawaii  in  the 
field  of  evangelism. 

There  are  now  three  Southern  Baptist  churches  in  Puerto  Eico  that  are 
affiliated  with  the  Florida  State  Convention.  These  churches  have  joined  the 
Florida  Convention  in  asking  the  Home  Mission  Board  to  assist  in  the  promotion 
of  Baptist  work  in  Puerto  Rico.  A  study  is  being  made  in  respect  to  this  request, 
and  a  decision  with  regard  to  work  in  this  area  will  be  reached  in  the  near  future. 

Language  work  has  been  started  in  the  Great  Lakes  area  and  in  New  York  and 
the  Northeast  Association.  Inasmuch  as  about  half  of  the  people  belonging  to 
language  groups  are  living  in  these  areas,  the  Board  will  increase  such  ministries 
in  these  areas. 

Projects  and  Ministries  Receiving  Special  Emphasis 

Evangelism  is  receiving  a  special  emphasis  through  the  Jubilee  Program  of 
Evangelism  that  is  being  promoted  in  1961  through  1963.  It  is  anticipated  that 
1964  will  be  a  climactic  year  in  evangelistic  endeavors. 

Work  in  Cuba 

Despite  political  conflicts  that  have  been  widespread  throughout  Cuba,  the 
Baptist  work  in  the  western  half  of  the  Island,  which  is  being  sponsored  by  your 
Home  Mission  Board,  has  enjoyed  the  most  rapid  growth  and  development  in  its 
history. 

Program  of  Associational  and  Pioneer  Missions 

A  unified  and  correlated  program  of  missions  is  being  promoted  by  the  De- 
partments of  Associational  and  Pioneer  Missions  in  every  state  except  Hawaii. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  encouraging  progress,  both  spiritually  and  statistically. 

REPORT  OF  THE  MEMBERSHIP  COMMITTEE 

J.  Louis  Price 

This  committee  is  elected  annually  by  the  association.  The  duties  are  to  re- 
ceive and  consider  all  petitionary  letters  of  churches  seeking  membership  in  the 
association.  Upon  request,  the  committee  will  investigate  and  make  recommenda- 
tions concerning  any  complaints  relative  to  the  cooperation  and  fellowship  of  the 
churches.  The  committee  has  held  two  special  meetings  during  the  year. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  Central  Church  located  at  the  junction  of  High- 
way 64-70  and  Interstate  40  was  received  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association. 
At  the  same  meeting  the  Unity  Church  located  on  27th  Street,  S  W  in  Longview 
was  received  under  the  watchcare. 

Recently  letters  have  been  received  from  both  of  these  churches  requesting 
full  membership  in  the  association.  The  committee  appreciates  the  requests  and 
also  the  fine  spirit  shown  by  the  churches  and  the  work  accomplished  by  them. 
However,  after  careful  and  prayerful  consideration,  it  is  felt  by  the  committee 
that  the  Unity  Church  should  remain  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for 
another  year  and  that  the  Central  Church  be  received  into  full  fellowship.  This 
committee  so  recommends.  The  committee  would  assure  them  of  our  love,  prayers 
and  cooperation  and  the  hope  that  all  may  continue  to  work  together  in  the 
service  of  Christ. 
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The  Community  Baptist  Church  of  Hickory  has  not  cooperated  with  this  asso- 
ciation during  the  two  last  associational  years,  and  has  assured  members  of  the 
committee  that  it  does  not  intend  to  do  so.  Your  committee,  after  receiving  infor- 
mation from  the  pastor  and  other  members  of  the  church,  do  recommend  that  it 
be  dropped  from  the  membership  of  the  association. 

Your  committee  is  also  greatly  concerned  about  the  churches  of  this  association 
which  do  so  little  or  nothing  for  missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  To 
fail  here  is  to  repudiate  the  main  cause  for  which  our  association  is  organized. 
Your  committee  would  urge  every  church  to  do  its  best  for  Christ  in  this  most 
critical  period  of  the  worlds  history.  "If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments.'^

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

Frank  H.  Thomas 

During  the  past  year,  848  boys  and  girls  were  served  by  the  Baptist  Children's 
Homes.  In  addition  to  those  already  in  care,  applications  were  received  for  the 
admission  of  646  other  children.  We  had  space  and  money  sufficient  to  admit  170 
of  these — leaving  476  for  whom  no  room  was  available.  Provisions  should  be  made 
immediately  to  expand  greatly  our  foster  home  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  these 
children.  This  can  be  done  through  an  increased  Thanksgiving  offering. 

Increasingly,  your  Homes  are  being  called  upon  to  serve  children  who  are  dis- 
turbed and  emotionally  ill.  In  addition  to  traditional  types  of  child  care,  there 
is  a  growing  need  for  specialized  supervision  and  services.  It  is  hoped  that  a  step 
can  be  taken,  within  the  year,  to  begin  to  provide,  on  a  small  scale,  such  services 
at  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Center  at  Chapel  Hill. 

Financial  support  this  year  has  come  from  the  following  sources:  Cooperative 
Program,  33%;  Thanksgiving  Offering,  30%;  Once-A-Month  Offering,  16%;  All 
Other,  21%. 

For  the  first  time,  income  to  the  Children's  Homes  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  exceeds  that  of  the  Thanksgiving  offering.  This  source  of  income  meets 
one  third  of  our  operating  budget  and  is  greatly  appreciated.  At  the  same  time, 
the  Thanksgiving  offering  continues  to  be  vital  to  our  existence,  providing  30% 
of  income.  We  sorely  need  an  increase  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  through 
the  Thanksgiving  offering  this  year.  This  would  enable  us  to  provide  a  Christian 
home  and  care  for  an  additional  125  children. 

We  owe  a  debt  of  deep  gratitude  to  our  friends  whose  genuine  concern  for  the 
welfare  of  our  children  makes  this  help  possible — especially  our  Baptist  people. 
You  have  afforded  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls  opportunities  and  privileges  which 
they  otherwise  could  not  have  had. 

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

Carl  E.  Helms,  Sr. 

The  past  year  in  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  has  been 
one  of  great  blessing.  Of  unusual  significance  has  been  the  opening  of  our  fourth 
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home,  the  Hamilton  Home,  located  in  Eastern  North  Carolina,  and  enabling  us  to 
minister  to  30  additional  people.  The  residents  there  are  supremely  happy  and 
are  enjoying  the  abundant  life  in  this  beautiful  new  facility. 

Over  the  past  eleven  years  we  have  increased  by  8  times  our  ability  to  minister 
to  the  aging  in  our  state.  In  the  beginning,  there  were  20  residents,  and  now  we 
are  able  to  give  loving  care  to  160  persons  in  our  four  homes — Resthaven,  and  the 
Hayes  Home,  in  Winston-Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home  at  Albemarle,  the  Hamilton 
Home  at  Hamilton. 

The  need  for  more  space  is  most  urgent  and  pressing.  Today  there  are  138 
applicants  on  the  waiting  list.  We  will  want  to  move  forward,  therefore,  as 
rapidly  as  funds  will  permit  in  meeting  the  crying  demands  of  our  ever-growing 
population  of  aging  people  who  need  our  care. 

The  Special  Day  offerings  from  our  churches  are  at  an  all-time  high  and  are 
likely  to  go  beyond  all  previous  offerings  by  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  We  want 
to  thank  all  who  have  had  a  part  in  these  vital  offerings,  and  we  would  urgently 
appeal  to  each  church  to  continue  giving  as  liberally  as  possible  through  this  vital 
medium.  Ninety  per  cent  of  the  residents  who  live  in  our  four  homes  are  fi- 
nancially need  people  and  are  sustained  by  the  Special  Day  offering  from  our 
churches  each  year. 

The  plea  of  the  elderly  person  in  our  midst,  ' '  Cast  me  not  off  in  the  time  of  old 
age !  is  one  that  cannot  be  lightly  brushed  aside,  but  one  that  must  continue  to 
challenge  the  highest  and  holiest  in  every  North  Carolina  Baptist  as  we  move 
forward  in  this  ministry  which  God  has  committed  to  us. 

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Dr.  W.  D.  Yelton 

The  services  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  are  subject  to  heavy  demands  which  grow 
heavier  year  by  year.  Last  year  the  already  overcrowded  clinics  of  the  Out-patient 
department  received  a  new  high  of  83,000  visits  from  96  counties  of  the  state,  six- 
teen other  states,  and  two  foreign  countries.  Two-thirds  of  these  were  by  our 
Baptist  people. 

The  care  of  Service  Patients  remains  at  the  heart  of  the  work  of  the  Baptist 
hospital.  In  cases  where  help  will  be  needed  on  the  hospital  bill,  it  is  extremely 
important  that  this  be  made  known  in  advance  and  the  arrangements  be  made 
when  the  patient  is  admitted  to  the  Hospital.  When  appointments  are  requested 
for  examinations  it  is  necessary  to  let  the  Hospital  know  if  the  person  needs  to 
come  through  the  Clinic,  or  if  he  will  come  as  a  private  or  full-pay  patient.  If  a 
doctor  is  making  the  arrangements  for  a  patient  he  should  be  told  to  make  clear 
when  he  calls  or  writes  if  it  is  a  Service  or  Clinic  Patient.  Mother's  Day  money 
cannot  be  used  for  Private  Patients. 

The  Mother's  Day  Fund  is  the  foundation  of  the  financial  aid  given  Service 
Patients.  The  Hospital  tries  to  help  the  most  needy  cases  as  much  as  possible,  but 
funds  have  not  been  sufficient  to  give  as  much  as  is  needed  in  many  cases.  We 
must  remember  that  the  help  given  is  limited  by  the  Mother's  Day  gifts  of  our 
churches. 

Our  association  did  not  contribute  as  much  this  year  as  last  year,  $3,573.00  in 
1961,  $2,931.00  in  1962.  Several  churches  have  not  sent  in  their  offering  at  this 
time.  It  is  hoped  that  this  amount  will  be  increased  by  several  dollars.  It  is  my 
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prayer  that  as  we  prepare  for  the  1963  offering  that  we  will  resolve  to  give  more 
that  others  might  be  restored  to  health  and  happiness. 

REPORT  OF  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE

At  the  request  of  Highland  Church  the  Ordination  Committee  called  a  meeting 
of  the  pastors  of  the  association  to  examine  Brother  Harvey  Harris  for  the  Gospel 
ministry.  The  examining  council,  which  included  some  laymen  and  about  a  dozen 
pastors,  approved  the  ordination. 

Brother  Harris  was  ordained  at  Highland  Church  Sunday  night,  August  5, 
1962,  and  is  now  pastor  of  Pisgah  Baptist  Church  in  the  South  Mountain  Baptist 
Association.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

Earnest  C.  Eobinson 

State  Missions  has  been  called  the  lifeline  of  Baptist  growth  in  North  Caro- 
lina. There  are  many  questions  that  could  be  asked  as  to  what  is  and  why  State 
Missions.  These  questions  can  best  be  ans^vvered  by  finding  into  what  areas  State 
Missions  fills  needs  and  learn  some  of  its  objectives. 

There  are  17  ministries,  all  of  them  under  the  Division  of  Missions.  Seven 
areas  of  work  are  administered  directly  by  secretaries  or  directors.  They  are: 
Church  Development,  Inter-racial  Cooperation,  Fruitland  Bible  Institute,  Ministry 
to  the  Deaf,  Seminary  Extension  Program,  Cherokee  Ministry,  and  Military 
Personnel. 

Ten  areas  of  work  are  promoted  and  supervised  by  Missions  Division  Director 
E.  Lowell  Spivey.  They  are:  Associational  Missions,  Institutional  Ministries, 
Special  Summer  Mission  Work,  Pastors'  Schools,  Schools  of  Missions,  Pastoral 
Aid,  Church  Lot  Aid,  Church  Loans,  30,000  Movement  and  Work  with  Japanese. 

Some  of  the  results  of  State  Missions  are:  The  School  of  Missions  reached 
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200,000  people  last  year.  The  30,000  Movement  has  resulted  in  the  establishment 
of  556  new  missions  and  churches  in  North  Carolina.  The  Cherokee  Indian  Work 
reached  many  of  the  4,200  people  on  the  reservation.  The  Ministry  to  the  Deaf 
seeks  to  enlist  the  approximately  5,000  deaf  people  for  Christ  and  Christian 
development.  The  Seminary  Extension  Centers  in  Eegion  10  reach  480  Pastors, 
Sunday  School  teachers  and  other  church  and  associational  leaders.  Fruitland 
Bible  Institute  has  170  men  enrolled  for  24  -weeks  of  training  under  a  faculty  of 
8  people.  This  ministry  is  extended  mainly  for  adult  pastors  who  have  not  had  the 
advantage  of  formal  college  and  seminary  training.  The  Inter-racial  Cooperation 
Ministry  is  varied  and  many  faceted,  having  many  conferences  and  practical 
undertakings  designed  to  strengthen  churches.  Church  Development  promotes  com- 
munity-associational  and  regional  surveys  and  the  Church  of  the  Year  and  Church 
Achievement  Programs.  Military  Areas  have  more  than  100,000  people  which  gives 
limitless  opportunity  for  missions.  The  Associational  Missions  Ministry  is  also 
very  important.  In  69  associations,  66  missionaries  are  serving.  This  year  161 
missions  and  churches  will  be  aided  through  Pastoral  Assistance,  New  Church  Lot 
Gifts  and  Church  Loans.  A  total  of  $153,000  is  budgeted  for  these  ministries.  It 
is  in  these  areas  that  demands  are  greatest. 

Is  there  any  phase  of  Baptist  work  more  varied  or  more  vital  than  State 
Missions?  A  goal  of  $200,000  has  been  set  for  State  Missions  and  should  be 
reached. 

Despite  the  growth  of  all  denomination  in  recent  years,  56  per  cent  of  this 
state's  population  is  still  unaffiliated  with  any  church,  according  to  Dr.  Spivey. 
The  accomplishments  of  State  Missions  should  bring  joy,  but  the  even  greater 
needs  should  challenge  us  to  move  out  with  more  zeal  and  determination  to  fill  the 
needs  in  North  Carolina  through  State  Missions. 

REPORT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

T.  W.  Nelson 

''Outreach  for  the  Unreached — Spearhead  for  Missions"  is  the  theme  for  our 
Sunday  School  work  during  the  year  of  1962-63.  May  we  be  guided  by  the  Scrip- 
ture verse  for  the  new  year  from  Acts  5 : 42,  "  And  daily  in  the  temple,  and  in 
every  house,  they  ceased  not  to  teach  and  preach  Jesus  Christ,"  as  we  teach  the 
MESSAGE  of  missions,  undergird  the  ADVANCE  of  missions,  and  work  at  the 
TASK  of  missions  in  our  association. 

''Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us"  in  the  past  seven  years  as  we  have  seen 
six  Sunday  Schools  started  and  organized  into  churches  and  two  Mission  Sunday 
Schools  at  present. 

Our  work  for  the  past  year  has  been  very  encouraging  and  this  has  been  ac- 
complished due  to  the  fact  that  we  worked  together  as  a  team.  I  would  like  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  all  of  you  who  have  worked  so  faithfully  in  our  Sunday 
School  work  since  I  have  served  as  superintendent.  This  year  we  have  had  34 
churches  and  missions  reporting  and  all  have  Sunday  Schools  with  an  enrolment 
of  11,420. 

Achievements  this  year  include  the  following: 

1     new  Sunday  School  began — Lakeview  Mission  which  now  has  an  enrolment 
of  85. 

21  churches  observed  January  Bible  Study. 
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25  Vacation  Bible  Schools  reported. 

34  churches  receiving  training  awards  totaling  2,232  from  October  1961 
through  June,  1962.  419  of  these  (earned  by  27  churches)  were  from 
Category  17. 

5     Sunday  Schools  achieved  the   Standard  of  Excellence:    namely,  West 

Hickory,  East  Hickory,  Viewmont,  Newton,  First,  and  Sandy  Eidge. 
9     churches  reported  having  Preparation  Week  in  September. 

The  following  goals  are  suggested  for  the  new  years'  work  by  the  superin- 
tendent and  leaders  in  our  association: 

1.  450  Training  Awards  in  Category  17. 

2.  25  churches  earning  awards. 

3.  25  churches  enlisted  in  observing  January  Bible  Study. 

4.  2%  increase  in  enrolment. 

5.  20  churches  observing  Preparation  Week,  September  22-29. 

6.  33  churches  enlisted  in  Operation  Home  Folk. 

7.  10  new  classes  and  5  new  departments. 

8.  33  churches  and  2  missions  having  Vacation  Bible  School. 

9.  6  churches  achieving  the  Standard  of  Excellence. 

10.  5  churches  observing  Harvest  Day,  September  22nd. 

11.  200  attending  Action  Night,  August  20th  with  33  churches  and  2  missions 
represented. 

May  our  objectives  this  year  truly  be  to  Eeach-Teach-Win  and  Develop  our 
Sunday  School  through  the  discovery  of  our  possibilities,  enlarging  our  organiza- 
tion, enlisting  and  training  workers,  providing  needed  space  and  going  after  the 
unreached  people  in  the  Theron  Eankin  association. 

TRAINING  UNION 

Wayne  V.  Eiddle 

The  training  program  of  the  association  and  in  the  local  churches  reflect  growth 
in  some  respects,  but  is  not  quite  so  encouraging  in  other  phases  of  the  work.  This 
observation  is  made  on  the  basis  of  past  accomplishments,  and  in  view  of  total 
potential.  There  needs  to  be  more  emphasis  given  to  the  strengthening  of  weaker 
links,  and  a  pushing  forAvard  with  a  more  vigorous  program. 

It  is  commendable  that  a  number  of  the  churches  have  been  trying  to  resurrect 
or  revitalize  their  Training  Union.  They  have  conducted  graded  studies  in 
methods  and  principles,  category  18.  There  were  120  awards  earned  by  members 
in  9  of  the  churches.  Also,  special  programs  in  which  emphasis  was  given  to  pro- 
moting Training  Union  were  presented. 

Numerically  13  churches  showed  an  increase  in  enrolment,  however,  the  asso- 
ciation as  a  whole  had  a  loss  of  100  plus.  The  average  attendance  was  up  slightly. 
Training  Unions  were  reported  in  all  of  the  churches  except  two.  This  is  short  of 
our  100%  goal.  According  to  the  state  office  only  one  association  in  the  entire 
state  has  a  Training  Union  in  all  its  churches.  It  is  possible  that  Theron  Eankin 
can  achieve  this  goal.  May  it  become  a  reality  in  the  near  future. 

All  of  the  regularly  scheduled  meetings  and  special  activities  were  held  during 
the  course  of  the  year.  The  Executive  meetings.  Officers  and  Leaders  Conference, 
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and  Mass  meetings  were  conducted  during  each  quarter.  Most  of  these  meetings 
were  well  attended,  and  helpful  programs  were  given. 

A  Church  Officers  and  Committees  Clinic  was  held  in  October  1961  at  West 
Hickory  with  approximately  60  present.  12  conferences  were  offered.  '*M"  Night 
was  the  highlight  of  the  year,  held  at  Viewmont  Church,  The  theme  was 
"Lengthen  and  Strengthen."  Eiley  Huckaby  of  Maiden  brought  a  great  mes- 
sage. 636  were  present,  with  Corinth  Church  receiving  the  attendance  trophy. 

The  Training  Union  Tournaments  were  conducted  at  Newton,  First  Church  in 
March.  This  phase  of  the  work  showed  discouragement  with  minor  participation. 

''Youth  Week"  was  observed  in  13  of  the  churches.  ''Young  Night"  held 
at  West  Hickory  was  quite  a  success.  About  300  people  attended.  Dr.  Elmer  West 
of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  was  the  guest  speaker.  A  strong  appeal  was  made 
both  to  the  youth  and  parents  concerning  the  Christian  mission  enterprise. 

There  is  a  crying  need  for  more  Baptist  church  members  to  participate  in 
training,  as  well  as  a  renewed  emphasis  on  the  quality  of  work.  It  is  urged  that 
the  Standard  of  Excellence  be  used  more  as  a  guide  to  achieve  a  higher  rate  of 
efficiency  and  desired  results.  One  of  the  greatest  hindrances  to  the  progress  of 
the  cause  of  Christ,  and  a  major  peril  faced  in  the  churches  is  a  lack  of  trained 
leadership.  Training  Union  seeks  to  meet  this  need.

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION

The  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance  is  a  five  year  program  designed  to  intensify  the 
Baptist  Witness  in  Xorth  America.  Woman's  IMissionary  Union  has  declared  the 
five  year  period  an  era  of  prayer  and  is  striving  to  lead  its  members  to  undergird 
all  the  convention  efforts.  Eecognizing  this  special  emphasis,  goals  were  adopted 
by  which  members  may  become  actively  involved  in  the  advanced  program. 

We  have  been  busy  during  1961-62  preparing  oar  organizations  for  two  special 
events;  the  75th  Anniversary  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  the  50th  Anni- 
versary of  Girls  Auxiliary.  With  gratitude  for  what  has  been  accomplished  by 
Woman's  Missionary  L'nion  during  the  past  75  years,  we  enter  upon  this  diamond 
anniversary  year  eagerly  anticipating  the  greater  things  in  store.

CONSTITUTION 


Adopted  October  25,  1956 

Article  I,  NAME 
This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Theron  Eankin  Baptist  Association. 

Article  II.  OBJECTIVE 
The  objective  of  the  association  shall  be  to  devise  and  implement  plans  for  the 
enlargement  and  accomplishment  of  the  missionary  enterprise  of  the  member 
churches  through  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  each  other.  The  association 
shall  seek  to  recommend  measures  for  the  increased  harmony  and  spiritual  power 
of  member  churches.  It  shall  provide  an  organizational  framework  for  the 
promotion  of  the  cause  of  missions,  including  education  and  evangelism,  through 
the  program  sponsored  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Article  III.  ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 
The  articles  of  faith  of  this  association,  which  shall  be  the  basis  of  fellowship 
and  cooperation,  are  those   adopted  by  the   Southern  Baptist  Convention  in 
Memphis,  May  14,  1925. 

Article  IV.  MEMBEESHIP 

Section  1.  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  the  Missionary  Baptist 
Churches  which  are  members  of  the  present  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  receive  into  its  fellowship  and  program  such 
other  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  as  adhere  to  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  as 
expressed  in  the  Articles  of  Faith  of  the  association,  subscribe  to  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  association,  and  support  the  Southern  Baptist  and  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Missions  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  member  churches 
upon  their  continual  refusal  to  cooperate  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  objectives 
of  the  association. 

Article  V.  MEETING 

Section  1.  The  association  shall  meet  in  regular  session  annually  in  one  or 
more  of  its  member  churches  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of 
the  association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  support  of 
the  cause  of  missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  association  and/or  the  executive  com- 
mittee may  be  called  upon  request  of  any  officer  or  committee  of  the  association, 
or  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  executive  committee,  or 
like  number  of  messengers  to  the  past  regular  association  meeting,  provided  that 
the  intended  purpose  of  the  special  business  be  stated  in  the  announcement 
which  shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  the  asso-ciation  organizations,  i.e.,  Sunday  School, 
Baptist  Training  Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood,  shall 
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be  held  during  the  associational  year  under  the  leadership  of  the  associational 
officers.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  missionary 
enterprise  through  the  work  of  the  individual  organizations. 

Article  VI.  OFFICERS 
The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director, 
W.  M.  U.  President,  Brotherhood  President,  Director  of  Music,  three  Trustees, 
Publicity  Chairman,  and  Parliamentarian. 

Article  VII.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 
The  standing  committees  of  the  association  shall  be  as  follows;  Executive, 
Nominating,  Program,  Membership,  Resolutions,  Extension,  Finance,  Time  and 
Place,  Christian  Life,  Evangelism,  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
Ordination,  Enrolment  and  Associational  Office  Committee. 

Article  VIII.  AMENDMENTS 
This  constitution  may  be  amended  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  provided  that  such  amendment, 
alteration  or  repeal  shall  have  been  presented  in  writing  at  the  previous  annual 
meeting. 

BY-LAWS 

Article  I.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Application  from  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  desiring  member- 
ship in  the  association  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  membership  committee  at 
least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  This  committee  shall  report 
on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting.  Messengers  of  the  applying  churches 
may  be  seated  upon  its  acceptance  into  the  membership  of  the  association  by 
two-thirds  majority  vote. 

Section  2.  Member  churches,  at  the  close  of  the  associational  year,  shall 
send  annually  to  the  association  a  report  relative  to  the  location,  dates  of 
preaching,  membership,  baptisms,  revivals,  and  other  information.  Forms  for 
the  gathering  of  this  information  will  be  furnished  by  the  clerk  of  the 
association. 

Article  II.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  held  on  Thursday 
and/or  Friday  following  the  third  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  The  association  year  shall  close  on  September  30. 

Section  3.  Reports  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  limited  to  300  words. 

Section  4.  Parliamentary  procedure  of  all  meetings  of  the  association  and 
its  Executive  Committee  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary 
Practice. ' ' 
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Section  5.  Business  sessions  of  the  association  shall  be  composed  of  mes- 
sengers from  the  member  churches.  Each  member  church  shall  send  three  mes- 
sengers for  the  first  100  members  of  the  church  and  one  messenger  for  each 
additional  100  members  or  major  fraction  thereof. 

Article  III.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  Officers  of  the  association  shall  be  elected  by  majority  vote. 
The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from  the  floor.  Other 
officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  Nominations  by  the 
Nominating  Committee,  however,  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 
All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting. 
Vacancies  occurring  between  meetings  of  the  association  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Executive  Committee  upon  nomination  from  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
association  and  all  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  may,  by  fraternal 
visitation,  counsel  and  advise  with  the  churches  regarding  the  work  of  the 
association  during  the  year.  He  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after 
the  second  successive  term.  He  is  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  ways  designated 
by  the  Moderator. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  all  records  of  the  association,  distribute 
report  blanks  to  the  clerks  of  member  churches,  make  accurate  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  body  in  session,  and  prepare  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  He  shall  also  serve  as 
Clerk  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  deposit  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the 
association  as  designated  by  the  association  or  its  Executive  Committee.  He 
shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  present  an  audited  report 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  Treasurer  shall  calculate  the  quota 
of  each  church  in  the  support  of  the  budget  according  to  the  financial  plan  of 
the  association  and  notify  member  churches  as  to  the  amount  of  their  quota. 

Section  6.  The  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director, 
W.  M.  U.  President  and  Brotherhood  President  shall  promote  the  work  of  their 
respective  organizations,  lead  educational  and  inspirational  meetings  of  their 
organizations,  and  encourage  the  organization  of  new  unit-s  in  the  member 
churches  of  the  association. 

Section  7.  The  Director  of  Music  shall  assist  in  developing  better  music  in 
member  churches.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  music  at  all  meetings  of  the 
association  and  its  Executive  Committee;  leading  the  music,  providing  accom- 
paniment and  arranging  for  special  music. 

Section  8.  The  Trustees  shall  be  the  legal  representatives  of  the  association 
in  all  matters  relating  to  law,  sign  all  legal  documents  as  directed  by  the 
association  and/or  the  Executive  Committee.  They  shall  have  the  power  under 
instructions  of  the  association  and/or  the  Executive  Committee,  to  hold,  buy,  sell 
and  convey  property,  both  real  and  personal  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary 
for  the  purchase  of  conveyance.    The  trustees  shall  administer  the  Scholarship 
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fund.  Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  for  three  years,  with  one  trustee  rotating 
off  each  year. 

Section  9.  The  Historian  shall  record  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  record  of 
the  association  those  facts  and  events  that  are  of  historical  value  to  the 
association. 

Section  10.  The  Publicity  Chairman  shall  promote,  through  all  available 
advertising  media,  all  association  activities. 

Section  11.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  the  Moderator,  or  other  presiding 
officer,  on  any  question  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

Article  IT.  ELECTION  AXD  DUTIES  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  All  Standing  committees  of  the  association,  -with  the  exception 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  messengers  present  at  the  annual  meeting.  All  standing  committees,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Executive  and  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated 
by  the  Nominating  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated 
from  the  floor.  Members  of  the  Nominating  Committee  may  not  succeed  them- 
selves for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  As- 
sociation, the  Pastor  and  one  layman  from  each  church  of  the  association. 
The  officers  of  the  association  shaU  be  the  officers  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

DUTIES:  The  Executive  Committee  shaU  meet  at  least  once  quarterly  on 
Tuesday  following  the  third  Sunday  of  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  It 
shall  make  such  recommendations  at  the  anDual  meeting  or  special  meetings  as 
it  shall  consider  to  the  best  interest  of  the  work.  It  shall  make  an  annual 
report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  association  which  shall  be  included  in  the 
minutes  of  the  association.  It  shall  conduct  the  business  of  the  association 
between  the  annual  sessions,  provided  that  no  matter  be  initiated  which  is 
contrary  to  the  prescribed  policy  of  the  association  as  set  forth  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  its  meetings.  It  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  standing  committees 
of  the  association.  It  shaU  be  empowered  to  elect  such  temporary  committees  as 
are  necessary  to  effectively  carry  out  the  work  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It  shaU 
nominate  the  officers  and  the  standing  committees  of  the  association,  with  the 
exception  of  the  executive  and  nominating  committees,  and  suggest  the  represent- 
ative to  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 
No  person  shall  be  nominated  by  the  nominating  committee  for  more  than  one 
elective  office. 

Section  4.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members,  including 
the  host  pastor  or  pastors  and  associational  Director  of  Music.  This  committee 
shall  prepare  and  distribute  to  member  churches  a  copy  of  the  suggested  program 
for  the  annual  meeting  at  least  30  days  before  the  meeting. 

Section  5.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It 
shall  receive  and  consider  all  petitionary  letters  regarding  churches  seeking 
membership  in  the  association.   It  shall  investigate  and  make  recommendations 
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concerning  any  complaints  relative  to  the  fellowship  and  cooperation  of  member 
churches. 

Section  6.  The  Eesolutions  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It  shall 
draft  all  resolutions  directed  to  it  and  others  as  it  deems  wise. 

Section  7.  The  Extension  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  The 
work  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  discover  places  for  mission  churches. 

Section  8.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  members  and  the 
Treasurer  as  ex-officio  chairman.  This  committee  shall  prepare  a  proposed 
budget  for  the  association.  It  shall  also  recommend  a  financial  plan  for 
subscribing  the  budget.  The  proposed  budget  and  financial  plans  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  churches  for  consideration  fifty  (50)  days  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting. 

Section  9.  The  Place  and  Preacher  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
It  shall  receive  invitations  and  recommend  places  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
association.  It  also  shall  recommend  a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for  the 
annual  sermon. 

Section  10.  The  Christian  Life  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
It  shall  keep  abreast  of  the  moral  level  of  the  life  of  the  community.  It  shall 
lead  the  association  in  Christian  conduct,  cooperating  with  other  groups,  such  as, 
The  Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  The  Allied 
Church  League,  the  Citizens'  Committee  for  Good  Government,  working  for  the 
moral  improvement  of  the  Christian  life  of  the  community. 

Section  11.  The  Evangelism  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members.  It 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  executive  committee,  plan,  promote  and  coordinate 
all  association  evangelistic  activities. 

Section  12.  The  Ordination  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It 
shall,  upon  invitation  of  a  member  church  and  by  direction  of  the  moderator, 
assist  in  preparing  and  conducting  the  ordination  services  of  candidates  for  the 
ministry. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  consist  of 
three  members.  It  shall  review  all  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  make  recommendations  to  the  association  as  to  their  adoption  or 
rejection.  It  shall,  from  time  to  time,  submit  such  changes  in  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  which  it  deems  pertinent  to  the  proper  functioning  of  the  associa- 
tion, its  committees  and  organizations. 

Article  V.  AMENDMENTS 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  business  session  of  the 
association  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  provided  that  a 
minimum  of  30  days'  notice  has  been  given  to  each  of  the  member  churches.

REPORT  ON  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

WiLBURN  J.  EdMONDSON 

It  cost  William  Tyndale  his  life  to  translate  the  Bible  into  your  language. 
What  is  it  costing  you  to  give  the  Bible  to  others  in  their  language?  If  we  are 
to  share  Christ  we  must  give  them  the  Bible  in  their  language. 

The  American  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work  without  profit,  and  sometimes 
below  actual  cost.  The  Society  works  with  more  than  55  denominations.  It  is 
supported  by  gifts  from  individuals,  local  churches  and  denominations.  The  budget 
of  the  Society  for  1963  amounts  to  $5,382,000. 

At  least  one  complete  book  of  the  Bible  has  been  translated  into  1,180  lan- 
guages, but  there  are  still  about  1,000  languages  in  which  no  part  of  the  Bible 
has  ever  been  published. 

During  the  year  the  Society  has  produced  65  entirely  new  Scripture  editions 
in  50  different  languages.  A  total  of  14,590,751  Bibles,  New  Testaments,  Gospel 
portions  and  Scripture  selections  were  distributed  in  the  United  States  in  130 
languages. 

In  1962,  58,325  Bibles,  270,673  Testaments,  693,725  Scripture  portions  were 
supplied,  without  charge,  to  the  Chaplains  of  the  Armed  Forces  in  the  United 
States.  A  total  of  53,655  Braille  volumes  and  talking  books  record  were  distrib- 
uted.

REPORT  ON  ANNUITY  BOARD 

E.  L.  Ball 

More  than  $41  million  have  been  paid  in  relief  benefits  by  the  Annuity 
Board  since  its  beginning  in  1918.  Last  year  these  benefits  totaled  more  than  $3 
million,  and  were  paid  to  more  than  4,500  ministers  and  denominational  workers 
or  their  families,  Avho  were  members  of  a  retirement  plan,  and  to  approximately 
750  on  the  relief  rolls. 

As  of  April  1,  1963,  there  Avere  15,964,  or  49%,  of  the  total  churches  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  participating  in  the  Annuity  Board's  retirement 
program  for  their  pastors.  Out  of  a  total  of  212  educational  institutions,  hos- 
pitals, children's  homes  and  homes  for  the  aged,  121  are  enrolled  in  an  Annuity 
Board  retirement  plan  with  their  employees.  Total  membership  in  all  the  Board's 
retirement  plans  is  approximately  25,000. 

The  Annuity  Board  field  representative  for  North  Carolina  is  Guy  Cain. 
He  promotes  the  Board 's  retirement  plans,  trying  to  enlist  all  those  pastors, 
churches  and  denominational  employees  who  are  not  enrolled  in  the  program  in 
North  Carolina. 

Eev.  Cain  is  available  to  speak  to  a  group  in  the  church  or  association,  or  for 
personal  conferences  about  any  phase  of  the  Annuity  Board's  work.  His  address 
is:   301  Hillsboro  Street,  Ealeigh. 
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From  the  Theron  Rankin  association  as  of  June  1,  1963,  these  churches  are 
enrolled  in  the  Annuity  Board's  retirement  program:  First,  Hickory,  Catawba, 
Central,  East  Hickory,  Fairbrook,  Highland,  Icard,  Longview,  Xorth  Newton, 
Penelope,  Providence,  Sweetwater,  Startown,  Vie'wmont,  West  Hickory,  and 
Woodlawn. 

REPORT  OF  BROTHERHOOD 

DoxALD  E.  Greexe 

The  heart  of  the  Brotherhood  work  has  always  been  missions  and  missionary 
education.  Brotherhood  leadership  in  North  Carolina  has  set  forth  a  program 
which  is  designed  to  develop  a  strong  missionary  movement  of  Baptist  laymen. 
A  definite  program  of  missionary  education  for  men  and  boys  is  underway  in  the 
associational  and  church  Brotherhoods.  Already,  some  are  engaged  in  practical 
missionary  activities.  These  activities  involve  the  enlistment  of  men  and  boys 
already  on  the  church  roll,  in  witnessing  to  the  lost,  and  giving  of  their  time, 
talent  and  possessions  through  the  church.  Activities  are  a  necessary  part  of 
the  missionary  education  program  for  men  because  men  learn  more  about  missions 
when  they  are  involved  in  missions.  Thus,  some  Brotherhoods  are  working  with, 
the  migrant  farm  laborers,  men  in  prison,  and  men  on  probation.  Some  Brother- 
hoods are  serving  the  deaf  people  by  seeing  that  the  church  provides  a  Sunday 
School  class  and  worship  opportunities  for  them.  These  are  samples  of  missionary 
activities  which  men  can  and  are  doing  in  the  church  community  and  association. 

In  July  1964,  several  laymen  from  our  association  will  join  1,500  laymen 
from  the  SBC  to  participate  in  Baptist  missions  in  North  Dakota,  Washington, 
Oregon  and  California  in  the  great  West  Coast  Laymen's  Crusade. 

In  North  Carolina,  1,450  Brotherhoods,  with  an  enrolment  of  35,000  and 
2,000  Eoyal  Ambassador  Chapters,  with  25,000  provide  a  vast  reservoir  of  strength 
for  world  evangelization.  However,  approximately  200,000  men  and  equally  as 
many  boys  are  not  enlisted. 

There  will  be  hope  for  world  evangelization  as  long  as  men  and  boys  in  our 
churches  organize  themselves  to  become  informed  about  world  needs,  and  are  still 
willing  to  become  personally  involved  in  World  Missions. 

Average  attendance  of  men  and  boys  at  associational  Family  Missions  Nights 
under  the  correlated  plan  was  79  and  286  attended  the  Eoyal  Ambassador 
Conclave. 

REPORT  ON  CENTRAL  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

Mariox  W.  Powell 

Since  its  inception  in  1956,  the  Central  Training  School  of  the  Theron  Eankin 
Association  has  enjoyed  unparalleled  growth  and  widespread  influence.  There  is 
not  a  church  in  our  association  which  has  not  benefitted  from  its  program.  Jun- 
iors have  made  decisions  for  Christ;  Intermediates  have  dedicated  themselves  to  a 
Christian  vocation;  and  adults  have  returned  to  their  local  churches  better 
trained  to  do  the  assigned  tasks. 

This  past  year,  as  has  been  the  case  for  the  past  two  years,  all  of  our  churches 
were  enrolled  in  the  Central  Training  School.  Our  average  attendance  in  1963 
was  985,  with  an  enrolment  of  1,253.   857  awards  were  given. 
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The  emphasis  for  our  1964  school  will  center  around  foreign  missions.  We 
anticipate  having  approximately  25  missionaries  who  will  be  leading  the  classes 
for  Intermediates,  young  people  and  adults.  This  is  the  first  endeavor  of  this 
magnitude  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  We  feel  that  it  will  make  a 
real  impact  on  our  association. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Albert  A.  Young 

By  Christian  Education  is  meant  with  all  that  is  taught,  there  shall  be  the 
presentation  of  the  claims  of  Christ  upon  the  lives  of  those  taught.  It  further 
means  that  christian  teachers  shall  teach  christian  truth  through  a  christian 
school. 

Southern  Baptists  own  and  operate  nineteen  junior  colleges,  seven  academies, 
five  Bible  schools,  eight  seminaries,  thirty-three  senior  colleges  and  universities, 
making  a  total  of  seventy-two  schools  of  higher  learning  with  a  combined  en- 
rolment of  more  than  80,000  students.  Of  this  80,000,  there  are  approximately 
8,000  ministerial  students  and  more  than  200  students  studying  to  be  educational 
directors.  Many  other  students  enrolled  are  preparing  to  do  religious  work. 
These  statistics  reveal  growth,  momentum  and  interest  in  Christian  Education. 

Baptists  believe  in  Christian  Education  and  are  convinced  that  we  can  do 
our  maximum  work  through  trained  leadership.  Christian  Education  must  be  en- 
couraged in  all  of  our  homes  as  a  vital  part  of  the  total  program  of  Christian 
Education. 

We  must  encourage  our  young  people  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities 
that  await  them  in  our  colleges  and  other  schools  in  North  Carolina  and  through- 
out our  convention.  Academically,  these  schools  are  among  the  best  and  it  is 
the  intention  of  Baptists  that  they  present  a  positive  christian,  witness. 

The  cost  of  operating  the  seven  Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina  runs  into 
the  millions  of  dollars  each  year  and  students  pay,  through  tuition  and  fees 
only  a  little  more  than  half  the  operating  costs.  The  remainder  comes  from  the 
State  Convention,  gifts  and  endowment. 

Baptists  must  take  their  colleges  more  seriously  and  increase  their  support  of 
them  both  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  through  the  special  offaring  on 
Father's  Day  each  year. 

REPORT  OF  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE 
J.  C.  Hill 

The  report  of  The  Christian  Life  Committee  places  emphasis  upon  moral 
responsibility.  In  our  country,  three  institutions  have  the  power — and  responsi- 
bility— to  influence  our  morality:   government,  business  and  the  churches. 

Have  the  churches  failed  to  supply  moral  leadership?  If  so,  because  their 
responsibility  is  greater  than  the  other  two,  their  failure  is  the  worst. 

There  are  so  many  areas  of  responsibility  that  they  ''make  pygmies  of  us 
all. ' '  The  area  of  the  family,  the  aging,  obscenity  in  literature  and  in  the 
movies,  sexual  immorality,  racial  prejudice  and  alcohol.  And  yet  we  have  the 
assurance  of  our  Lord  of  his  presence  and  power  as  we  accept  our  responsibility. 
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The  church 's  first  responsibility  is  to  heed  the  call  of  the  crucified  Christ, 
" .  .  .  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature. ' ' 
When  the  gospel  is  preached  Christ  is  lifted  up  and  he  said,  ' '  And  I,  if  I  be 
lifted  up  from  the  earth,  "will  draw  all  men  unto  me,"  if  not  "all  men"  without 
exception,  at  least  ' '  all  men ' '  without  distinction.  Actually  the  Cross  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  a  summons  to  all  good  Christian  men  and  true  to  make  it  their  chief 
business  in  life  to  witness  to  others  concerning  ' '  Jesus  Christ  and  him  crucified. ' ' 

This,  and  nothing  less,  should  be  the  ' '  Magnificent  Obsession ' '  of  the  individ- 
ual Christian.  This,  and  nothing  less,  should  be  the  predominant  passion  of  the 
whole  fellowship  of  Christians  that  we  call  the  Church. 

Our  responsibility  leads  us  into  something  sacrificial :  " ,  .  .  Except  a  corn 
of  wheat  fall  into  the  ground  and  die,  it  abideth  alone:  but  if  it  die,  it  bringeth 
forth  much  fruit. ' '  There  are  more  than  200  denominations  of  Christians  and  if 
they  will  not  lose  their  lives,  how  can  they  preach  to  others  to  lose  theirs? 

There  are  four  ways  we  can  assume  our  responsibility  and  bring  order  out  of 
disorder. 

(1)  By  making  the  deplorable  conditions  a  matter  of  fervent  prayer. 

(2)  Urge  all  our  people  to  be  consistent  in  their  Christian  living. 

(3)  Seek  to  educate  our  people  on  the  necessity  of  Christian  citizens  voting 
for  and  giving  support  to  Christian  people  in  all  branches  of  our  govern- 
ment. 

(4)  Continue  to  live  and  teach  and  preach  the  eternal  truths  of  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE

It  has  been  said  that  Baptists  have  the  best  religious  literature  of  all  denom- 
inations. Our  Sunday  School  Board  in  Nashville  publishes  millions  of  books, 
magazines,  quarterlies,  tracts.  We  have  well-printed,  sound  Baptist  periodicals 
for  every  age,  spiritual  interest  and  need. 

We  have  missions  magazines  to  keep  missions  before  us.  The  Home  Missions 
keeps  us  informed  of  missions  in  our  homeland.  The  Commission  keeps  us  in- 
formed of  missions  all  over  the  world. 

For  130  years  the  BiMical  Recorder,  our  state  paper,  has  been  keeping  our 
churches  informed  of  events  all  around  the  world,  especially  in  our  state. 

The  Charity  and  Children,  a  publication  of  the  Children's  Homes,  keeps  us 
informed  of  the  Children's  Homes  along  with  other  state  news  of  interest. 

With  all  this  array  of  well-written  literature,  Baptists  should  be  the  most  in- 
formed people  in  the  world. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS

before  last  year's  annual  session  as  folloAvs:  Article  VII:  Add:  Enrolment  Com- 
mittee and  Association  Offiice  Committee. 
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REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

J.   EOY  EOBINSON 

Our  Evangelism  report  this  year  will  be  very  brief  because  I  have  really 
been  Chairman  of  the  Evangelism  Committee  less  than  three  months  of  the  As- 
sociational  year.  Perhaps  we  ought  to  make  this  more  of  an  Evangelism  Tribute 
than  anything  else,  because,  as  most  of  you  know,  Eev.  O.  Jack  Murphy,  who  was 
our  very  worthy  and  efficient  Chairman  for  so  long,  died  in  June  of  this  year. 
He  was  such  a  radiant  personality,  with  such  a  zeal  for  lost  souls  and  so  in- 
terested in  the  Evangelistic  spirit  of  the  churches  of  our  association,  that  his 
contributions  will  remain  with  us  for  many,  many  years  to  come. 

There  were  two  highlights  during  this  Associational  year.  The  first  was  our 
Simultaneous  Crusade  in  most  of  the  churches  in  our  association  during  March  24- 
April  7.  During  this  period,  we  had  twenty-four  churches  participating  and  had 
a  total  of  95  professions  of  faith  and  54  united  with  the  churches  by  letter. 
The  other  highlight  was  the  Leighton  Ford  Crusade  in  July,  with  churches  of  all 
denominations  and  races  of  the  entire  Catawba  Valley  area  participating. 

Now  during  this  coming  year  we  are  all  looking  forward  to  another  Simul- 
taneous Crusade  with  all  the  churches  of  our  association  participating  in  revival 
efforts  at  the  same  time.  The  date  set  by  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
leadership  and  also  by  our  own  association  is  March  29-April  12.  We  are  hoping 
and  praying  that  every  member  of  every  church  will  become  interested  in  the 
lost  of  our  association,  state  and  world.  Christ  has  commanded  us  to  *'Gfo  ye 
into  all  the  world" — ''Go  ye  out  into  the  highways  and  hedges."  He  has  also 
told  us,  "As  the  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you."  With  two-thirds  of 
the  world  still  lost  and  each  generation  having  more  lost  people  than  the  genera- 
tion before,  me  must  obey  His  commands.  When  we  realize  that  fifty  people  are 
dying  every  minute  and  thirty-six  of  these  are  lost,  we  know  that  there  is  still 
much  to  be  done. 

In  order  that  we  might  find  these  people  who  need  Christ  and  His  church, 
we  are  having  an  association-wide  census  during  the  month  '  of  January,  1964. 
This  will  help  us  greatly  in  our  Simultaneous  Eevival  efforts. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Wayne  V.  Eiddle 

The  Executive  committee  of  the  association  held  its  regular  quarterly  meet- 
ings during  the  past  year  with  no  special  called  meetings.  It  is  noted  that  two- 
thirds  of  the  churches  were  represented  at  the  meetings  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  35.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  proceedings  and  actions  of  this 
committee  taken  from  the  minutes  as  recorded  by  the  Clerk. 

November  20,  1962:  Eeports  of  the  activities  of  the  various  organizations 
were  presented  by  the  leaders  and  approved.  (Details  of  these  can  be  found  in 
the  respective  annual  reports.)  The  Treasurer,  Frelon  Broome,  reported  that 
$4,000,00  of  association  funds  has  been  deposited  in  the  First  Savings  and  Loan 
Association.  Also,  a  filmstrip-slide  projector  was  purchased  and  an  electric 
mimeograph  machine  for  the  association  office  would  be  purchased  later.  O.  Jack 
Murphy,  chairman  of  Evangelism,  shared  plans  for  a  dinner  meeting  with  Dr. 
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Leighton  Ford  in  preparation  for  the  proposed  Greater-Hickory  area  Crusade 
to  be  held  at  Lenoir-Ehyne  stadium  in  July  1963.  Dr.  W.  D.  Yelton  reported 
that  the  Lakeview  Mission  work  was  progressing  with  95  enrolled  in  Sunday 
School  and  average  attendance  of  70.  Fifteen  per  cent  of  their  offering  is  being 
given  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Jack  Falls,  President  of  the  Pastors' 
Conference,  shared  an  idea  concerning  personnel  information  which  had  been 
discussed  in  the  Ministers '  meetings.  It  was  decided  that  a  committee  of  min- 
isters be  appointed  to  study  the  matter  and  make  a  report  back  to  this  com- 
mittee, (O.  Jack  Murphy,  appointed  as  chairman.)  (Nothing  further  has  been 
done  about  this.)  Eequests  for  aid  to  churches  from  the  State  Convention  were 
endorsed:  Lakeview  Mission,  on  lot  $2,500;  Aid  on  pastor's  salary:  Conover, 
First,  $768;  Startown,  as  much  as  can  be  granted. 

February  5,  1963 :  The  department  heads  gave  their  reports.  The  Nominating 
Committee  presented  Max  Smith  who  was  elected  to  serve  as  Training  Union 
Director.  A  review  of  the  finances  for  the  first  quarter  was  made  by  the  Treas- 
urer. He  informed  the  group  of  an  increase  in  rates  in  the  Hospital  Insurance 
Plan  effective  in  March.  On  motion,  it  was  decided  to  continue  the  present  plan. 
Miss  Cater  gave  a  report  for  Evangelism  in  the  absence  of  the  chairman,  calling 
attention  to  the  Simultaneous  Eevivals  in  March  with  committees  set  up  for  this 
work.  Area-wide  Crusade  plans  called  for  Dr.  Victor  Nelson  of  the  Billy  Graham 
association  to  be  in  Hickory  the  last  of  the  month.  Curriculum  sheets  of  Central 
Training  School  were  distributed  and  a  request  made  that  enrolment  cards  be 
sent  to  the  association  office.  A  report  was  made  on  the  South  Mountain  Camp 
showing  89  professions  of  faith,  596  decisions  for  Christ  and  33  answered  the 
call  to  special  religious  service.  The  question  of  replacement  of  Howard  Cates 
as  Pastor-Advisor  of  the  Baptist  Student  Union,  Lenoir-Ehyne  College,  Avas  raised 
by  Guy  Fisher.  Mr.  Fisher  Avas  asked  to  confer  with  the  B.S.U.  officers  on  the 
matter.  On  motion  it  was  decided  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  Study-Planning 
Committee  for  considering  the  possibilities  of  a  permanent  associational  office 
building.  Donald  Greene,  member  of  the  General  Board,  gave  a  brief  report  of 
their  January  meeting.  He  outlined  the  constitutional  change  in  procedure  of 
selecting  board  members.  Each  association  is  to  send  in  the  names  and  biograph- 
ical sketches  of  two  ministers  and  two  laymen  to  the  nominating  committee  of 
the  state  convention.  The  General  Board  approved  aid  requests  for  the  follow- 
ing churches:  Lakeview  Mission,  $1,800  on  lot;  Conover,  First,  $600  pastor's 
salary  and  Startown  $288  on  pastor 's  salary. 

May  14,  1963 :  Eeports  of  the  various  organizations  Avere  made.  The  Evan- 
gelism Committee  reported  that  24  churches  participated  in  spring  revivals  with 
149  additions.  Motion  Avas  made  and  approved  that  Ave  hold  Simultaneous  Jubilee 
Revivals  March  29- April  12,  1964  and  to  invite  the  colored  brethren  to  join  in 
the  crusade.  Also,  it  Avas  reported  that  the  several  committees  Avere  at  Avork 
in  preparation  for  the  Hickory-area  Crusade.  A  motion  Avas  passed  to  the  effect 
that  we  encourage  the  people  of  our  churches  to  participate  Avholeheartedly  in 
this  evangelistic  effort.  On  motion  the  clinic  on  Evangelism  Avas  set  for  Novem- 
ber 18  in  preparation  for  the  1964  Spring  Eevivals.  A  Study-Planning  committee 
on  the  associational  office  Avas  appointed  by  the  Moderator:  T.  W.  Nelson,  chair- 
man, James  Graham,  W.  F.  Webster,  Eobert  Boatwright  and  Turner  Kees. 
There  was  some  discussion  of  the  BSU  Avork  at  Lenoir-Ehyne,  but  no  immediate 
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solution  was  proposed.  On  motion  the  chair  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  keep  the  association  informed  of  the  work  and  make  an  annual  report. 
The  committee:  Eoy  Beals,  chairman,  T.  W.  Nelson,  Harold  Tester  and  Tom 
Quick,  previously  appointed  by  the  pastors  was  asked  to  continue  serving  in  this 
capacity.  It  was  suggested  that  the  Nominating  Committee  recommend  this 
committee  for  the  following  year.  The  Penelope  Church  requested  the  Brother- 
hood assist  in  a  survey  of  an  area  around  Young's  garage  in  the  North-West 
section  of  Hickory  for  possible  mission  work.  Motion  was  made  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Extension  committee  who  would  report  to  the  Executive  com- 
mittee. The  Moderator  suggested  that  the  Executive  committee  begin  thinking 
of  drawing  up  a  policy  for  starting  new  mission  work.  On  motion  the  following 
names  were  to  be  submitted  to  the  committee  on  Nominations  of  the  State  Con- 
vention for  their  selection  of  a  member  of  the  General  Board  to  be  nominated 
at  the  November  session  of  the  State  Convention:  Laymen:  V.  H.  White,  Eay 
Childers,  W.  F.  Webster;  Pastors:  Dr.  J.  Eoy  Eobinson,  Harold  Tester.  Eequest 
for  aid  on  Pastor's  salary  for  Midway  Mission  of  $1,000.00  was  endorsed. 

August  13,  1963 :  Organization  reports  were  given.  The  Treasurer  gave  a 
report  of  the  Finance  committee  and  presented  their  recommendation  of  the 
1963-64  budget.  One  change  was  made  in  the  item  of  increasing  the  travel  ex- 
penses of  the  Promotional  Secretary  from  $180.00  to  $250.00.  It  was  voted  to 
adopt  the  budget  Avith  changes  for  presentation  for  adoption  at  the  annual  ses- 
sion. The  Nominating  Committee  presented  a  partial  report  of  officers  to  be 
nominated  for  the  1963-64  year.  On  motion  it  was  decided  that  the  report  be 
approved  for  presentation  at  the  annual  meeting  when  it  is  completed.  A  rec- 
ommendation from  the  Pastor's  conference  to  have  a  Family'  Guidance  Clinic 
was  adopted,  with  the  committee  from  the  Pastor's  conference  (Marion  Powell, 
chairman,  Wayne  Eiddle,  Frank  Thomas)  working  with  the  Christian  Life 
Committee  of  the  association  in  carrying  out  plans.  No  report  was  given  by 
the  Study-Planning  committee  on  the  permanent  associational  office  quarters.  The 
extension  committee  recommended  ' '  that  the  Penelope  Church  proceed  with  a  sur- 
vey in  the  area  around  Young 's  garage  on  2nd  Ave.,  N.W.,  Hickory. ' '  No  motion 
was  made  to  accept  this  report.  A  motion  was  made  that  the  Extension  com- 
mittee investigate  thoroughly  the  Forest  Hills  area  in  view  of  new  work,  but 
this  measure  was  defeated  by  11  no,  9  yes.  A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that 
the  Executive  Committee  recommend  to  the  churches  that  a  special  offering  be 
taken  on  the  Sunday  prior  to  Central  Training  School  in  February,  1964,  to  help 
defray  expenses  of  missionaries  who  will  be  helping  in  the  school  and  speaking 
in  the  churches.  This  offering  is  to  be  sent  to  the  associational  treasurer.  Fol- 
lowing the  recommendation  from  the  Pastor's  conference  that  an  association-wide 
religious  census  be  made,  the  Executive  committee  endorsed  the  idea,  and  voted 
to  leave  this  in  the  hands  of  the  Sunday  School  organization  to  set  date,  per- 
sonnel, etc. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXTENSION  COMMITTEE 

W.  F.  Webster 

Our  committee  was  asked  by  the  Penelope  Church  to  render  an  opinion  con- 
cerning a  survey  of  the  area  bounded  by  Highway  321  to  the  east.  Hickory 
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Airport  to  the  West,  Main  Avenue  to  the  south  and  Ninth  Avenue  to  the  North, 
and  recommend  to  the  association  executive  committee  said  opinion. 

After  due  consideration  and  investigation,  the  Extension  committee  recom- 
mended to  the  Executive  committee  the  opinion  that  Penelope  Church  should 
proceed  with  a  survey  in  accordance  with  their  expressed  desire.  The  Executive 
committee  has  not  acted  to  date  upon  this  recommendation.  However,  the  Execu- 
tive committee,  through  the  Sunday  School  organization,  is  planning  to  take  an 
association-v.ide  census  in  January  1964,  which  will  cover  this  area. 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Mrs.  Rose  Wolff 

The  writer  of  the  75th  Anniversary  Watchword  for  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  says,  "God  loves  the  world;  man  can  have  everlasting  life  before  he  dies. 
God  has  said  to  every  Christian,  '  Come  Avork  with  me  and  together  v,  e  '11  show 
the  people  of  the  world  of  your  day  the  way  of  salvation. '  Among  the  people  of 
the  world  there  are  two  billion  people  who-  have  not  experienced  God 's  love.  They 
live  on  every  continent  and  in  every  nation.  The  Christian  says  he  loves  all 
people  and  he  does  not  mean  this  statement  that  he  has  any  feeling  about  these 
millions  individually;  he  considers  them  in  the  masses.  God  does  not  love  this 
way.  He  loves  all  because  He  loves  each.  Paul  expressed  it,  'Who  loved  ME 
and  gave  Himself  for  ME.'  " 

Our  mission  periodicals  tell  us  that  the  world  is  being  made  ready  for  the 
gospel.  Newspaper  and  television  inform  us  that  many  of  the  emerging  nations 
are  discarding  old  concepts  and  are  looking  for  new  ones.  They  are  finding 
that  their  idols  have  failed.  Many  are  putting  faith  in  strong  military  power, 
others  are  groping  in  the  dark. 

Southern  Baptists,  through  our  Foreign  Missions  program,  feel  we  have  the 
answer,  but  the  idea  of  personal  witness  has  grown  dim  in  our  hearts. 

Again  view  these  two  billion  unreached  people.  When  we  read  that  more 
people  are  converts  to  communism  than  Christianity,  we  should  look  closely  at 
ourselves  and  our  hearts  will  reveal  the  truth  that  we  have  not  cooperated  fully 
with  God. 

We  have  made  progress  through  the  complete  surrender  to  His  will  of  1756 
active  missionaries  working  in  52  countries. 

By  supporting  our  missionaries  with  our  prayers  we  can  be  ' '  Laborers  to- 
gether with  God."

Changes  in  personnel  during  the  past  year  include  the  following:  The  Rev, 
Clyde  Lewallen  became  pastor  of  Sweetwater  church  succeeding  the  Rev.  Ted 
Starnes.  The  Rev.  Roy  Beals  accepted  a  call  as  pastor  at  Highland  church,  com- 
ing from  Madison  Avenue  Church,  Goldsboro.  The  Rev.  John  F.  Nolen  is  serv- 
ing as  interim  pastor  at  Penelope  Church.  The  Rev.  Harold  A.  Savell  became 
pastor  of  North  Newton  church  succeeding  the  Rev.  James  Helvey  who  moved  to 
Rich  Fork  chjreh,  Thomasville.    The  Rev.  Savell  came  from  the  Cool  Springs 
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church,  Sanford.  The  Eev.  William  Baker  resigned  as  associate  pastor  in  charge 
of  youth  work  at  Hickory,  First  to  accept  work  at  Lumberton,  First  church. 
The  Eev.  Harold  Blankenship  became  associate  pastor  in  charge  of  education 
and  youth  work  at  Hickory,  First  on  June  1,  1963,  coming  from  Chattanooga, 
Tenn.  Thomas  Quick  resigned  as  educational  director  at  Highland  church  to 
accept  work  at  Forest  City,  First  Church.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

Mrs.  Hayden  B.  Hayes 

How  thankful  we  are  for  the  great  advancement  in  our  'Home  Mission  field 
and  what  praise  we  lift  up  to  Christ  for  the  marvelous  way  they  have  been 
utilized  only  to  bring  us  closer  to  our  Lord  through  His  divine  spirit  and  truth, 
for  the  appointment  of  more  than  400  new  missionaries  and  for  the  spiritual 
zeal  they  have  in  their  hearts  toward  the  needs  of  men,  for  the  outstanding  pro- 
grams in  our  Seminaries  and  hospitals  of  training  in  the  field  of  clinical,  pastoral, 
education — and  what  a  blessing  our  Chaplains  have  been  and  are  to  those  in  hos- 
pitals who  are  ill  and  spiritually  depressed.  We  now  have  more  than  170  such 
servants  on  call  in  numerous  hospitals.

An  Associational  Hymn  Sing  was  held  on  Sunday  afternoon,  April  28,  at 
Springs  Road  with  130  present  from  15  churches. 

In  addition  to  these  activities,  113  people  participated  in  music  courses  at 
the  Central  Training  School,  and  the  Associational  Choir  sang  for  three  sessions.

Through  the  interest,  prayers,  and  giving  of  their  many  friends,  more  chil- 
dren were  served  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  last  year  than  ever  before  in 
history.  Every  remembrance  is  received  with  thankfulness  in  anticipation  of  the 
many  services  provided  for  children  and  families  in  need. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  every  reason  to  rejoice  with  the  very  fine  re- 
sponse of  the  boys  and  girls  to  the  Christian  love  and  care  afforded  them  in 
their  gratifying  physical,  mental,  social  and  spiritual  growth  and  development. 

An  exciting  though  limited  service  has  been  provided  with  the  opening  of  a 
small  cottage  in  Chapel  Hill  for  the  treatment  of  children  with  emotional  prob- 
lems. This  was  undertaken  with  the  assistance  of  Memorial  Hospital  of  the 
University. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  children  are  increasing,  indicating  the 
necessity  of  keeping  the  pressing  needs  before  you.  A  familiar  plea  is  "unless 
you  can  help  this  child,  there  is  no  hope  for  him. ' '  Three  areas  of  need  are 
predominant. 

(1)  An  immediate  increase  in  the  number  of  children  in  good  Christian  foster 
homes  in  all  areas  of  the  state. 

(2)  Continuous  expansion  and  up-grading  of  facilities  to  enable  the  homes  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  best  in  child  care. 

(3)  An  increase  in  financial  support  to  undergird  and  strengthen  the  entire 
program. 

Giving  for  the  care  of  dependent  children  affords  one  of  the  greatest  joys  in 
Christian  service.  It  is  imperative  that  preparations  for  a  generous  Thanksgiving 
offering  be  made  now  in  each  church. 

Financial  support  for  the  past  year  has  come  from  the  following  sources: 

Cooperative  Program — 33  per  cent 

Thanksgiving — 30  per  cent 

Once-a-month  Offerings — 16  per  cent 

All  other — 21  per  cent

God  has  blessed  the  ministry  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home  in  a  won- 
derful way  this  past  year.  We  are  now  able  to  serve  160  residents  in  our  four 
Baptists  homes — The  Hayes  Home  and  Eesthaven  in  Winston-Salem,  the  Albe- 
marle Home  at  Albemarle  and  the  Hamilton  Home  at  Hamilton,  The  greatest 
need  is  for  more  space.  Today  there  are  160  people  awaiting  admission  from  all 
areas  of  our  state  and  it  is  a  heartbreaking  experience  to  keep  these  people  wait- 
ing who  so  urgently  need  to  come.  The  average  age  among  our  residents  is  80. 
Our  youngest  resident  is  65  and  the  oldest  will  be  102  in  July. 

The  tie  with  our  Baptist  people  and  our  Baptist  churches  is  a  blessed  one. 
We  are  continually  dependent  upon  the  prayers,  the  visits,  the  loving  concern 
and  the  financial  support  of  our  people.  The  two  most  vital  media  of  support 
from  the  churches  are  the  Special  Day  offerings,  received  on  the  third  Sunday 
of  February  each  year,  and  the  Homes'  share  in  the  Cooperative  Program.  Inas- 
much as  we  receive  only  l%o%  of  the  State  Conventions  share  of  the  Cooperative 
Program,  we  shall  have  to  continue  to  look  to  the  Special  Day  Offering  for  the 
greater  part  of  our  support  from  the  churches. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  given  a  good  account  of  their  stewardship  in 
their  ministry  to  the  aging  during  these  years  of  a  wonderful  beginning,  and 
we  have  the  faith  to  believe  that  they  will  continue  to  move  forward  in  this  great 
area  of  human  concern. 

Thank  you  for  all  you  have  done  to  make  this  a  successful  year. 

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL

The  opportunity  of  serving  persons  created  in  the  image  of  God  is  a  high  and 
holy  privilege. 

You  and  I  have  such  an  opportunity  in  multiplied  thousands  of  people  who  are 
sick  in  body,  mind  and  spirit,  and  Avho  come  to  onr  Baptist  Hospital  seeking 
help.  We  reach  out  the  hand  of  love  and  mercy  through  the  skilled  and  dedi- 
cated hands  of  our  doctors,  nurses,  chaplains,  and  many  others  involved  in  this 
ministry  to  the  total  person.  We  are  grateful  for  this  opportunity  of  joining 
hands  with  those  Avho  soothe  the  fevered  brow,  give  the  miracle  drug,  guide  the 
surgeon's  knife,  bring  the  message  of  hope,  and  do  the  hundreds  of  other  tasks 
which  are  necessary  in  the  operation  of  our  great  Medical  Center. 

The  number  of  those  who  receive  the  services  of  our  Hospital  this  year  will 
be  greater  than  the  population  of  one  of  our  medium  sized  North  Carolina  cities, 
such  as  Goldsboro  or  Salisbury.  Most  of  them  will  be  seriously  ill  and  referred  by 
their  family  physicians  because  they  need  the  kind  of  care  available  only  in  a 
large  medical  center.  What  a  privilege  it  is  to  serve  these  friends  in  need  and 
what  a  challenge  to  our  skills  and  our  compassion! 

The  Mother's  Day  Fund,  which  we  provided  by  our  special  offerings  or  by 
an  item  in  our  church  budgets  designated  for  the  Hospital,  is  the  means  through 
which  we  make  it  possible  for  those  who  cannot  pay  to  have  the  care  they 
need.   The  $176,000  Avhich  the  Hospital  receives  from  the  Cooperative  Program 
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provided  by  our  churches  must  go  to  help  pay  for  buildings,  purchase  equipment, 
and  support  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care. 

The  contributions  in  our  association  this  year  fell  a  little  more  than  $200.00 
short  of  the  1962  total.  Of  the  34  churches  and  missions  in  the  association,  28 
supported  the  program  with  an  offering. 

We  wish  to  thank  each  person  who  had  a  share  in  this  ministry  and  call  upon 
you  to  make  your  support  a  worthy  expression  of  your  christian  concern.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS

Can  we  as  individuals  have  a  part  in  witnessing  by  supporting  State  Mis- 
sions? The  answer  readily  is  *'yes."  We  can  give  through  the  Cooperative 
Program,  also  through  special  offering  envelopes  given  us  each  year.   The  goal 
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this  year  for  our  State  Mission  offering  was  set  at  a  low  figure  of  $200,000.  We 
may  say  that  this  is  a  large  sum  of  money;  yet,  the  needs  are  so  great  and  let 
us  not  say  needs,  as  much  as  opportunities.  These  are  opportunities  to  witness 
to  approximately  2,000,000  unchurched  people  in  our  state.  Is  this  a  challenge? 
Shall  we  give  them  the  *  *  left  overs ' '  after  all  of  our  luxurious  needs  and  desires 
are  met  on  a  local  level?  We  must  resolve  to  support  our  State  Missions  Division 
more  adequately  in  order  for  them  to  meet  even  part  of  the  opportunities  that 
are  before  them  each  year. 

The  Division  of  Missions  include  aiding  the  following  sixteen  areas  of  min- 
istries: Church  Development,  Interracial  Cooperation,  Fruitland  Bible  Institute 
and  Camp,  Ministry  to  the  Deaf,  Seminary  Extension  and  Adult  Education,  In- 
stitutional Ministries,  Pastors  Schools  and  Schools  of  Missions,  Pastoral  Aid, 
Aid  on  Church  Ijots,  30,000  Movement,  Associational  Missionaries,  Cherokee  Min- 
istry, Japanese  Work,  Military  Personnel,  North  Dakota  Work,  and  Special  Sum- 
mer Ministries. 

We  are  grateful  for  v/hat  State  Mission  money  has  done  for  some  of  our  local 
Missions  in  their  struggle  to  become  a  self-supporting  church.  Thanks  to  State 
Mission  offering  for  aiding  in  buying  church  lots,  giving  Pastoral  aid  to  the  less 
fortunate  and  smaller  groups  who  are  struggling  to  promote  God's  work  in  their 
own  community. 

It  is  more  difficult  to  start  Missions  today,  with  the  demands  of  convenience 
and  comfort,  t]ian  it  was  some  years  ago.  Many  are  not  willing  to  make  the 
sacrificial  contributions  necessary  for  rapid  growth  and  development.  Let  us 
resolve  to  witness  in  a  greater  way  through  State  Missions. 

REPORT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOL

The  Sunday  School  assists  the  church  in  fulfilling  its  most  important  functions: 
worship,  proclamation,  education  and  ministry.  It  does  this  in  carrying  out  the 
following  basic  tasks:  reach  all  prospects  for  the  church,  teach  the  Biblical  reve- 
lation, lead  all  church  members  to  worship  and  witness  daily,  provide  opportuni- 
ties for  the  personal  ministries  of  the  church,  provide  organization  and  leader- 
ship for  special  projects  of  the  church,  and  to  interpret  information  regarding 
the  work  of  the  church  and  denomination. 

Dr.  A.  V.  Washburn,  southwide  secretary  of  our  Sunday  Schools,  says:  Be- 
fore outreach  can  become  a  continuing  reality,  our  churches  must  get  their  pro- 
grams in  the  right  order.  The  natural  order  is  the  reaching  of  people,  the  teach- 
ing of  the  Bible,  the  winning  of  the  lost  and  all  the  development  that  should 
come  out  of  it." 

There  are  34  Sunday  schools  in  our  association  with  an  enrolment  of  11,571. 
This  is  151  more  than  we  reported  last  year. 

Our  theme  for  1963-64  is  ' '  Outreach  for  the  Unreached — Spearhead  for  Evange- 
lism."  In  reaching  out  for  the  unreached,  each  Sunday  School  in  the  association 
is  going  to  participate  in  a  religious  census  in  January.  It  is  our  desire  that 
following  this  census,  each  Sunday  School  will  have  an  enlargement  campaign  to 
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enroll  prospects  that  will  include  Cradle  Eoll,  Extension  and  Young-people-Away 
departments.  Extension  Bible  classes  in  fire  stations  and  other  public  establish- 
ments will  also  reach  the  unreached.

The  Training  Union  work  of  our  association  has  progressed  well  this  year.

The  Training  Union  Department  of  our  State  Convention  is  concerned  about 
the  decline  of  awards  in  methods  and  principles,  category  18.  We  are  concerned 
also.  We  had  129  awards  earned  in  category  18  by  members  from  nine  churches. 
Surely  we  need  more  members  preparing  themselves  for  their  work. 

We  had  one  new  Training  Union  organized  this  year;  leaving  only  one  church 
without  one.  Our  goal  is  100%.  This  year,  let's  resolve  to  join  the  one  or  two 
other  associations  in  the  state  to  have  a  Training  Union  in  every  church. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  we  began  a  correlated  program.  The  Organiza- 
tion Executive  Committee  meetings,  leaders  and  Officers  conferences,  and  Mass 
meetings  were  held  each  quarter.  We  need  to  work  harder  to  promote  attendance 
of  these  meetings. 

The  Church  Officers  and  Comnjittees  Clinic  was  held  October  9,  1962,  at 
Hickory,  First.  Eight  conferences  were  offered  with  sixty-five  attending. 

''M"  Night  was  held  at  Highland  Baptist  Church  on  December  10,  1962. 
The  theme  was  ' '  BE  YE  WITNESSES ' '  with  Reverend  Thomas  Funderburke  of 
Charlotte  bringing  the  message.  There  were  527  present,  with  Corinth  again  win- 
ning the  attendance  trophy. 

An  all-day  Youth  Retreat  was  held  for  the  first  time  this  year  and  was  a 
great  success.  This  meeting,  taking  place  at  the  Christian  Advent  Campground, 
Lake  Hickory  on  August  10,  consisted  of  conferences  and  recreation  being  led 
by  Coach  ''Bones"  McKinney  of  Wake  Forest,  Mr.  Eddie  Holbrock  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne,  Miss  Weece  Rodriques  of  Brazil,  Reverend  Wayne  V.  Riddle  of  Icard,  and 
Reverend  Harold  Whitener  of  Oak  Ridge,  One  hundred  fifty  young  people  from  a 
majority  of  our  churches  were  present.

COISSTITUTION 


Adopted  October  25,  1956 

Article  1.  NAME 
This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Theron  TJankin  Baptist  Association. 

Article  II.  OBJECTIVE 
The  objective  of  the  association  shall  be  to  devise  and  implement  plans  for  the 
enlargement  and  accomplishment  of  the  missionary  enterprise  of  the  member 
churches  through  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  each  other.  The  association 
shall  seek  to  recommend  measures  for  the  increased  harmony  and  spiritual  power 
of  member  churches.  It  shall  provide  an  organizational  framework  for  the  promo- 
tion of  the  cause  of  missions,  including  education  and  evangelism,  through  the 
program  sponsored  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Article  III.  ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 
The  articles  of  faith  of  this  association,  which  shall  be  the  basis  of  fellowship 
and  cooperation,  are  those  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Mem- 
phis, May  14,  1925. 

Article  IV.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  the  Missionary  Baptist 
Churches  which  are  members  of  the  present  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  receive  into  its  fellowship  and  program  such 
other  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  as  adhere  to  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  as 
expressed  in  the  Articles  of  Faith  of  the  association,  subscribe  to  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  association,  and  support  the  Southern  Baptist  and  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Missions  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  member  churches 
upon  their  continual  refusal  to  cooperate  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  objectives 
of  the  association. 

Article  V.  MEETING 
Section  1.   The  association  shall  meet  in  regular  session  annually  in  one  or 
more  of  its  member  churches  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of  the 
association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  support  of  the  cause 
of  missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  association  and/or  the  executive  com- 
mittee may  be  called  upon  request  of  any  officer  or  committee  of  the  association, 
or  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  executive  committee,  or 
like  number  of  messengers  to  the  past  regular  association  meeting,  provided  that 
the  intended  purpose  of  the  special  business  be  stated  in  the  announcement  which 
shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  the  association  organizations,  i.e.,  Sunday  School, 
Baptist  Training  Union,  Woman 's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood,  shall  be 
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held  during  the  associational  year  under  the  leadership  of  the  associational  officers. 
The  purpose  of  these  meetings  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  missionary  enterprise 
through  the  work  of  the  individual  organizations. 

Article  VI.  OFFICEES 

The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director, 
W.  M.  U.  President,  Brotherhood  President,  Director  of  Music,  three  Trustees, 
Publicity  Chairman,  and  Parliamentarian. 

Article  VII.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

The  standing  committees  of  the  association  shall  be  as  follows:  Executive, 
Nominating,  Program,  Membership,  Resolutions,  Extension,  Finance,  Time  and 
Place,  Christian  Life,  Evangelism,  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
Ordination,  Enrolment  and  Associational  Office  Committee. 

Article  VIII.  AIMENDMENTS 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  provided  that  such  amendment,  altera- 
tion or  repeal  shall  have  been  presented  in  writing  at  the  previous  annual  meeting. 

BY-LAWS 

Article  I.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Application  from  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  desiring  member- 
ship in  the  association  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  membership  committee  at  least 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  This  committee  shall  report  on 
the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting.  Messengers  of  the  applying  churches  may  be 
seated  upon  its  acceptance  into  the  membership  of  the  association  by  two-thirds 
majority  vote. 

Section  2.  Member  churches,  at  the  close  of  the  associational  year,  shall  send 
annually  to  the  association  a  report  relative  to  the  location,  dates  of  preaching, 
membership,  baptisms,  revivals,  and  other  information.  Forms  for  the  gathering 
of  this  information  will  be  furnished  by  the  clerk  of  the  association. 

Article  II.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  held  on  Thursday 
and/or  Friday  following  the  third  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  The  association  year  shall  close  on  September  30. 

Section  3.  Reports  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  limited  to  300  words. 

Section  4.  Parliamentary  procedure  of  all  meetings  of  the  association  and 
its  Executive  Committee  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Kerfoot's  ''Parliamentary 
Practice. ' ' 

Section  5.  Business  sessions  of  the  association  shall  be  composed  of  messengers 
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from  the  member  churches.  Each  member  church  shall  send  three  messengers  for 
the  first  100  members  of  the  church  and  one  messenger  for  each  additional  100 
members  or  major  fraction  thereof. 

Article  III.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  Officers  of  the  association  shall  be  elected  by  majority  vote.  The 
Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from  the  floor.  Other  officers 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  Nominations  by  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee,  however,  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.  All 
ofiicers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting.  Vacancies 
occurring  between  meetings  of  the  association  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Committee  upon  nomination  from  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  annual  meetings  of  the  associ- 
ation and  all  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  may,  by  fraternal  visita- 
tion, counsel  and  advise  with  the  churches  regarding  the  work  of  the  association 
during  the  year.  He  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after  the  second 
successive  term.    He  is  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  ways  designated 
by  the  Moderator. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  all  records  of  the  association,  distribute  report 
blanks  to  the  clerks  of  member  churches,  make  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  body  in  session,  and  prepare  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  He  shall  also  serve  as  Clerk  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  deposit  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the 
associaiton  as  designated  by  the  association  or  its  Executive  Committee.  He  shall 
report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  present  an  audited  report  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  Treasurer  shall  calculate  the  quota 
of  each  church  in  the  support  of  the  budget  according  to  the  financial  plan  of  the 
association  and  notify  member  churches  as  to  the  amount  of  their  quota. 

Section  6.  The  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director, 
W.  M.  U.  President  and  Brotherhood  President  shall  promote  the  work  of  their 
respective  organizations,  lead  educational  and  inspirational  meetings  of  their 
organizations,  and  encourage  the  organization  of  new  units  in  the  member  churches 
of  the  association. 

Section  7.  The  Director  of  Music  shall  assist  in  developing  better  music  in 
member  churches.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  music  at  all  meetings  of  the 
association  and  its  Executive  Committee;  leading  the  music,  providing  accompani- 
ment and  arranging  for  special  music. 

Section  8.  The  Trustees  shall  be  the  legal  representatives  of  the  association 
in  all  matters  relating  to  law,  sign  all  legal  documents  as  directed  by  the  associa- 
tion and/or  the  Executive  Committee.  They  shall  have  the  power  under  in- 
structions of  the  association  and/or  the  Executive  Committee,  to  hold,  buy,  sell 
and  convey  property,  both  real  and  personal  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for 
the  purchase  of  conveyance.  The  trustees  shall  administer  the  Scholarship  fund. 
Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  for  three  years,  with  one  trustee  rotating  off  eack 
year. 
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Section  9.  The  Historian  shall  record  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  record  of 
the  association  those  facts  and  events  that  are  of  historical  value  to  the  associa- 
tion. 

Section  10.  The  Publicity  Chairman  shall  promote,  through  all  available  ad- 
vertising media,  all  association  activities. 

Section  11.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  the  Moderator,  or  other  presiding 
officer,  on  any  question  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

Article  IV.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  All  Standing  committees  of  the  association,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
messengers  present  at  the  annual  meeting.  All  standing  committees,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Executive  and  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Nominating  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated  from  the 
floor.  Members  of  the  Nominating  Committee  may  not  succeed  themselves  for  a 
period  of  one  year. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Associ- 
ation, the  Pastor  and  one  layman  from  each  church  of  the  association.  The  officers 
of  the  association  shall  be  the  officers  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

DUTIES:  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  quarterly  on 
Tuesday  following  the  third  Sunday  of  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  It 
shall  make  such  recommendations  at  the  annual  meeting  or  special  meetings  as 
it  shall  consider  to  the  best  interest  of  the  work.  It  shall  make  an  annual 
report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  association  which  shall  be  included  in  the  minutes 
of  the  association.  It  shall  conduct  the  business  of  the  association  between  the 
annual  sessions,  provided  that  no  matter  be  initiated  which  is  contrary  to  the 
prescribed  policy  of  the  association  as  set  forth  in  the  proceedings  of  its  meetings. 
It  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  standing  committees  of  the  association.  It  shall 
be  empowered  to  elect  such  temporary  committees  as  are  necessary  to  effectively 
carry  out  the  work  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It  shall 
nominate  the  officers  and  the  standing  committees  of  the  association,  with  the 
exception  of  the  executive  and  nominating  committees,  and  suggest  the  representa- 
tive to  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  No 
person  shall  be  nominated  by  the  nominating  committee  for  more  than  one  elective 
office. 

Section  4.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members,  including 
the  host  pastor  or  pastors  and  associational  Director  of  Music.  This  committee 
shall  prepare  and  distribute  to  member  churches  a  copy  of  the  suggested  program 
for  the  annual  meeting  at  least  30  days  before  the  meeting. 

Section  5.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It  shall 
receive  and  consider  all  petitionary  letters  regarding  churches  seeking  member- 
ship in  the  association.  It  shall  investigate  and  make  recommendations  concerning 
any  complaints  relative  to  the  fellowship  and  cooperation  of  member  churches. 

Section  6.  The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It  shall 
draft  all  resolutions  directed  to  it  and  others  as  it  deems  wise. 
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Section  7.  The  Extension  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  The  "^vork 
of  this  committee  shall  be  to  discover  places  for  mission  churches. 

Section  8.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  members  and  the 
Treasurer  as  ex-officio  chairman.  This  committee  shall  prepare  a  proposed  budget 
for  the  association.  It  shall  also  recommend  a  financial  plan  for  subscribing  the 
budget.  The  proposed  budget  and  financial  plans  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
churches  for  consideration  fifty  (o<j    days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  9.  The  Place  and  Preacher  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
It  shaU  receive  invitations  and  recommend  places  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
association.  It  also  shall  recommend  a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for  the  annual 
sermon. 

Section  10.  The  Christian  Life  Committee  stall  consist  of  five  members.  It 
shall  keep  abreast  of  the  moral  level  of  the  life  of  the  community.  It  shall  lead 
the  association  in  Christian  conduct,  cooperating  vrith  other  groups,  such  as,  The 
Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  Tie  Allied  Church 
League,  the  Citizens'  Committee  for  Good  Government,  vrorking  for  the  moral 
improvement  of  the  Christian  life  of  the  community. 

Section  11.  The  Evangelism  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members.  It 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  executive  committee,  plan,  promote  and  coordinate 
all  association  evangelistic  activities. 

Section  12.  The  Ordination  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It  shall, 
upon  invitation  of  a  member  church  and  by  direction  of  the  moderator,  assist  in 
preparing  and  conducting  the  ordination  services  of  candidates  for  the  ministry. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Lavrs  shall  consist  of 
three  members.  It  shall  review:  all  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and 
By-Lavrs  and  make  recommendations  to  the  association  as  to  their  adoption  or 
rejection.  It  shall,  from  time  to  time,  submit  such  changes  in  the  Constitution 
and  By-Lavrs  Tvhich  it  deems  pertinent  to  the  proper  functioning  of  the  associa- 
tion, its  committees  and  organizations. 

Article  T.  AMEXDMEXTS 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  business  session  of  the  associ- 
ation by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  provided  that  a  minimum  of 
30  days"  notice  has  been  given  to  each  of  the  member  churches.

4.  The  Moderator  reminded  the  Resolutions  Committee,  Place  and  Preacher 
Committee,  Publicity  Committee  and  others  who  need  to  meet  during  the  sessions 
to  do  so  as  soon  as  possible.  Dr.  J.  Roy  Robinson,  host  pastor,  gave  a  cordial 
welcome  to  the  messengers  and  visitors. 

5.  Rev.  E.  F.  Sullivan  intrduced  the  new  pastors  and  staff  members  who 
have  come  into  the  association  since  the  last  session  as  follows:  Rev.  James  R. 
Rowles,  Jr.,  Penelope  Church;  Rev.  Wray  Barrett,  Springs  Road  Church;  Rev. 
Harvey  Byrd,  Sandy  Ridge  Church;  Rev.  Roy  Craig,  Wayside  Church;  Mr.  Udean 
Burke,  minister  of  music  and  education  at  Newton,  First  Church. 

6.  A  quartet  of  ministers  of  music,  David  Byler,  Charles  Justice,  Udean 
Burke  and  Harold  Craig,  sang  ' '  A  Charge  to  Keep. ' '  The  Moderator  recog- 
nized the  visitors  from  outside  our  association.    The  enrolment  chairman,  V.  H. 
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White,  reported  107  messengers  and  72  visitors  from  28  churches  already  regis- 
tered.   The  Moderator  called  attention  to  the  Book  of  Eeports. 

7.  The  retiring  Sunday  School  superintendent  Rev.  Charles  Ledford,  gave 
the  Sunday  School  report  and  the  incoming  superintendent  Rev.  James  R.  Rowles, 
gave  some  plans  for  this  year. 

8.  Rev.  J.  L.  Falls,  Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  presented  their 
report  as  printed  in  the  Book  of  Reports  and  these  were  elected  (as  contained 
in  this  issue  of  the  Minutes). 

9.  Frelon  W.  Broome,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  gave  their  report 
showing  his  report  of  Treasurer,  the  suggested  goals  of  support  from  the  churches 
and  also  the  budget  for  this  year  (as  contained  in  this  issue).  These  were 
adopted. 

10.  Dr.  J.  Roy  Robinson,  Chairman  of  Evangelism,  gave  his  report  saying  that 
it  took  37  to  win  one  to  the  Lord  in  our  association  last  year, 

11.  The  Trustees  report  was  delayed  until  Friday  morning  since  no  one  was 
present  to  give  this  report. 

12.  T,  A.  Lineberger,  Director  of  South  Mountain  Baptist  Camp,  was  given 
time  to  speak  on  the  Camp.    A  fifteen  minute  ' '  coffee  break ' '  was  taken. 

13.  Following  singing  of  the  hymn,  "How  Firm  A  Foundation,"  Dr,  Ted 
Chandler,  association  Children's  Homes  representative,  presented  Vernon  Spar- 
row from  the  Children's  Homes.  He  stated  that  Theron  Rankin  was  number  3 
in  the  state  in  offerings  to  the  Children's  Homes. 

14.  Mrs.  L.  P,  Frans,  representative  of  the  N.C.  Baptist  Homes,  presented 
W.  A.  Poole  of  the  Homes  who  stated  in  his  report  that  90%  of  their  residents 
are  needy  and  that  they  now  have  180  on  the  waiting  list. 

15.  FolloAving  a  solo,  *'Go  So  Loved  the  World,"  by  David  Byler,  Dr.  J.  Roy 
Robinson  brought  the  annual  sermon  using  John  3:  16,  His  topic  was  "The 
Greatest  Story  Ever  Told. ' '    Udean  Burke  gave  the  benediction. 

16.  Registration  at  noon  was  128  messengers  and  78  visitors,  a  total  of  206, 
from  28  churches. 

17.  A  bountiful  lunch  was  served  by  the  host  church. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON 

18.  FolloAving  singing  "O  Worship  the  Kinty, "  Rev,  James  R.  Rowles  read 
Scripture  from  Acts  4:  5-13  and  led  in  prayer, 

19.  The  music  report  was  temporarily  delayed  because  of  technical  difficulties, 

20.  The  Central  Training  School  Director,  T,  W,  Nelson,  gave  a  report  of  the 
1964  school  and  asked  the  churches  to  try  to  enrol  1,500  during  the  1965  school. 
He  announced  that  Dr,  Ernest  Loessner  of  Southern  Seminary  will  be  the  featured 
speaker  in  1965. 

.  21.  C,  W,  Bazemore  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  staff  spoke.  He  reported  that 
the  paper  is  in  40%  of  the  Baptist  homes. 

22.  Albert  A.  Young  gave  a  report  on  the  Christian  Life  Commission, 

23,  During  tlie  miscellaneous  business,  E.  F,  Sullivan  announced  a  meeting 
next  week  in  Hickory  to  reactivate  the  Christian  Action  League  in  Catawba 
County,  Rev,  James  Graham  invited  those  present  to  come  to  the  evening  and 
Friday  sessions  being  held  at  Corinth  Church, 
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24.  The  Music  report  was  given  by  Harold  Craig  using  a  filmstrip  and  tape 
recorded  narration  by  the  officers  of  the  association  music  ministry. 

25.  The  time  had  arrived  for  presentation  of  the  proposals  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  related  to  the  colleges.  A  motion  was  adopted,  that  when 
the  two  men  had  been  heard,  that  this  be  accepted  as  information  and  that  10 
minutes  be  allotted  at  the  close  for  questioning  the  two  men, 

Eev.  L.  H.  Hollingsworth,  Chaplain  of  Wake  Forest  College,  spoke  in  favor 
of  the  two  proposals  and  Attorney  Richard  Williams,  General  Board  representa- 
tive from  South  Fork  association,  spoke  against  these  proposals.  Questions  were 
directed  to  these  two  men  from  the  floor  until  the  time  expired. 

26.  Representatives  from  the  colleges  speaking  were  Hargus  Taylor,  Chowan;

27.  After  Mrs.  Harold  Blankenship  sang  '*0h,  What  Love,"  Dr.  William 
Harrison  Williams,  retired  minister  of  Charlotte,  spoke  on  * '  The  Problem  Before 
North  Carolina  Baptists. ' '  He  emphasized  the  Scripture,  * '  a  new  commandment 
I  give  unto  you,  '  Love  one  another ' '    Charles  Justice  led  in  the  benediction. 

28.  Registration  at  this  time  was  128  messengers  and  85  visitors,  a  total  of 
213  from  28  churches. 

THURSDAY  EVENING 

29.  The  evening  session  began  at  7:15  at  Corinth  Church  with  Mrs.  Irene 
Martin  and  Mrs.  Edith  Lail  singing  '  *  Search  Me,  O  Lord. ' '  Rev.  Gerald  C. 
Goodwin  led  in  a  responsive  reading  of  "Praise"  from  Psalm  96:  1-10  and  Rev. 
Matt  L.  Hastings  led  in  praper.  A  Avelcome  was  extended  by  the  host  pastor, 
James  Graham. 

30.  Donald  E.  Greene  gave  the  Brotherhood  report  using  a  filmstrip  "1964-65 
— Brotherhood  Year  of  Challenge. ' ' 

31.  With  Miss  Nellie  Pruitt  at  the  organ  and  Udean  Burke  leading,  the  hymn 
' '  Crown  Him  With  Many  Crowns ' '  was  sung. 

32.  The  moderator  asked  Roy  Beals  to  serve  as  acting  moderator  for  the 
remainder  of  this  session.  He  recognized  Mrs.  Robert  Boatwright  who  gave  the 
associational  W.M.U.  report. 

33.  The  Chancel  Choir  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Hickory,  David  O.  Byler,  di- 
rector and  Kenneth  Pool,  organist,  sang  two  anthems,  "Now  Let  Us  All  Praise 
God  and  Sing" — Young  and  "Praise  God  in  His  Holiness" — Thompson. 

34.  Joe  Stroud,  State  Music  secretary,  spoke  on  "The  Church  Fulfilling  Its 
Mission  Through  Worship."  He  said  that  worship  is  adoration,  humiliation, 
purification  and  dedication. 

35.  Gerald  Goodwin  gave  the  benediction.  Total  registration  for  the  day  was 
144  messengers  and  149  visitors  from  28  churches.  Approximately  127  were 
present  for  the  evening  session. 

FRIDAY  MORNING 

36.  The  Friday  session  began  at  Corinth  Church  with  Charles  Justice  leading 
in  singing  "Come  Thou  Fount."  Mrs.  Dyke  Annas  was  organist.  Rev.  Wray 
Barrett  read  Scripture  from  Phil.  2 :  1-13  and  led  in  prayer.    Rev.  James  Graham 
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gave  a  cordial  welcome  to  those  present.  The  moderator  recognized  the  visitors 
from  outside  the  association, 

37.  Tom  Greene,  from  the  convention  office  in  Ealeigh,  spoke  on  the  Annuity 
and  new  Group  Life  Insurance  Plan.  Since  the  N,  C.  Baptist  foundation  repre- 
sentative had  not  arrived  this  was  moved  forward. 

38.  J.  Max  Smith  gave  the  associational  Training  Union  report  stating  that 
he  hoped  to  visit  each  church  during  the  year. 

39.  During  the  business  session  the  report  of  the  Place  and  Preacher  Com- 
mittee was  adopted  to  meet  the  first  day  at  Hildebran,  First  Church,  morning, 
afternoon  and  evening;  at  Central  Church  on  Friday  morning  with  Rev.  Carl 
Helms  to  preach  the  annual  sermon  and  Rev.  James  R.  Rowles,  Jr.  as  alternate. 
(This  w^as  later  rescinded  because  of  a  misunderstanding  of  the  meeting  place 
of  the  evening  session.) 

40.  Rev.  Z.  W.  Rotan,  representing  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Foundation,  spoke. 

41.  Rev.  E.  F.  Sullivan  (serving  for  D.  E  Couch  who  was  absent  because  of 
illness  in  his  family)  read  the  Resolutions  which  were  adopted  as  contained  in 
this  issue. 

42.  Rev.  J.  L.  Falls,  presented  the  recommendation  of  the  Trustees  as  approved 
by  the  association  executive  committee  which  was  adopted  as  follows:  That 
no  change  be  made  in  the  Scholarship  Qualifications;  2.  That  we  solicit  funds  for 
the  Scholarship  Fund  by  the  following  methods:  (a)  that  each  church  ask  for 
volunteer  contributions,  (b)  that  the  Trustees  solicit  support  from  individuals." 

43.  These  were  elected  to  serve  during  the  year  by  nominations  from  the 
floor:  Moderator,  L.  Vernon  Connell;  Vice-Moderator,  Charles  E.  Ledford.  On 
motion  it  was  decided  to  adjourn  for  a  15-minute  coffee  break  and  then  resume 
the  business  session. 

44.  Following  singing  ''Blessed  Assurance"  the  following  were  elected  as 
the  Nominating  Committee :  James  Graham,  Udean  Burke,  Donald  Greene,  Carl 
Helms,  Mrs.  Willard  Wycoff. 

45.  A  motion  was  adopted  to  rescind  the  action  on  Place  and  Preacher  and  to 
discuss  this  and  vote  again.  Following  discussion  it  was  voted  to  meet  on 
Thursday  morning  and  afternoon  at  Hildebran,  First  Church  and  on  Thursday 
evening  and  Friday  morning  at  Central  CTiurch. 

46.  The  representative  from  Baptist  Hospital,  Chaplain  Kenneth  Burnette, 
spoke  on  the  work  of  the  hospital. 

47.  Rev.  J.  L.  Price  led  in  the  memorial  service.  Slides  listing  the  departed 
members  of  the  churches  were  shown. 

48.  A  motion  to  adopt  the  Book  of  Reports  as  printed  was  accepted.  The 
moderator  presented  the  newly  elected  moderator,  Rev,  Connell,  and  gave  him  the 
gavel  asking  him  to  preside  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

49.  Following  a  solo,  ''The  Lord  Is  My  Light"  by  Udean  Burke,  Dr.  W. 
Perry  Crouch,  State  executive  secretary,  brought  the  closing  message  urging 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina  to  win  the  peoples  of  the  world  for  Christ,  both  here 
at  home  and  abroad.    Rev.  James  0,  Mull  gave  the  benediction, 

50.  A  bountiful  meal  was  served.  Registration  for  Friday  Avas  71  messengers 
and  56  visitors,  a  total  of  127  from  22  churches. 

51.  Total  registration  for  all  sessions  was  153  messengers  and  190  visitors, 
a  total  of  343  persons  from  29  churches.    The  weather  was  ideal  for  both  days„ 
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REPORT  ON  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

Mrs.  a.  C.  Ogren 

In  offering  men  the  eternal  word  of  God,  the  American  Bible  Society  shares 
with  the  saving  power  which  alone  can  redeeem  lives  from  destruction.  The 
unfinished  task  of  the  church  is  to  enable  all  men  everyhwere  to  hear  and  read 
the  wonderful  words  of  God  in  their  own  tongue.  The  Bible  may  go  where 
men  cannot  go,  and  may  stay  when  men  are  forced  to  leave. 

The  strategy  of  world  evangelism  in  our  day  must  use  the  written  word  to 
make  knovm  the  Living  Word.  In  this  time  of  crises,  the  God  of  truth  calls  us 
to  make  certain  that  providing  the  Word  of  Truth  to  all  the  world  will  not  be 
''too  little  too  late." 

The  rising  world-wide  demand  for  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  the  languages  of 
the  people  is  dramatically  revealed  in  the  number  of  the  Bibles,  New  Testaments, 
Gospel  Portions  and  Scripture  Selections  distributed  around  the  globe.  In  1963, 
the  American  Bible  Society  gave  a  total  of  31,523,455  copies  reflecting  an  in- 
crease of  7,340,431  volumes  over  last  year.  This  circulation  was  in  299  languages 
and  dialects  and  62,663  copies  of  Scripture  was  sent  to  the  blind  in  Braille  and 
on  records. 

Southern  Baptists  support  the  work  of  the  American  Bible  Society  because 
they  serve  mission  work  and  our  missionaries  depend  upon  the  society  far 
Scriptures  needed  in  their  field  work.  In  1963,  Southern  Baptists  gave 
$167,498.00  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 

The  needs  are  still  great  and  every  church  is  urged  to  give  over  and  above 
last  year. 

REPORT  ON  ANNUITY  BOARD 

C.  W.  Broome 

New  ''Life  Benefit  Plan"  Is  Offered  to  Church  and  Denominational  Employees 
Every  pastor,  church,  and  denominational  employee  is  eligible  for  the  new 
group  term  Life  Benefit  Plan  being  offered  by  the  Annuity  Board,  regardless  of 
whether  they  are  a  member  of  one  of  the  Board's  retirement  plans.  The  Board 
is  currently  in  a  campaign  to  enlist  the  3,000  members  needed  to  put  the  Life 
Benefit  Plan  into  effect,  and  hopes  to  have  it  in  operation  by  October  1  of  this 
year. 

Cost  Is  Loiv — The  new  plan  provides  low  cost  life  protection  to  members 
while  in  active  service,  during  disability  or  in  actual  age  retirement.  Cost  is 
only  1%  of  the  annual  salary  basis,  with  minimum  basis  of  participation  set  at 
$4,000  and  maximum  at  $12,000.  Minimum  payments  will  be  $3.34  a  month 
and  maximum  payments,  $10.00.  Car  expense,  housing  and  utility  allowance,  etc., 
may  be  added  to  the  base  salary  to  allow  the  member  to  pay  on  a  larger  amount. 
All  participation  is  on  even  thousands,  and  the  cost  remains  the  same  every  year 
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unless  the  member 's  salary  increases  and  he  wants  to  increase  payments  accord- 
ingly. 

Benefits  Are  Large — The  widow  or  beneficiary  of  a  member  45  or  under 
will  receive  2%  times  his  salary  basis  of  participation  in  the  event  of  his  death. 
Thus  the  widow  of  a  man  44  years  of  age  who  was  paying  on  a  $12,000  salary 
basis  would  receive  $30,000.  If  death  was  accidental  her  benefit  would  be  twice 
this,  or  $60,000.  After  the  member  passes  45,  benefits  are  scaled  downward  by 
1/lOth  of  a  percent  each  year  as  he  gets  older.  At  age  65,  the  member  who 
joined  during  the  first  year  of  eligibility  and  paid  at  least  10  years  continuously 
prior  to  retirement  will  have  a  paid  up  benefit  of  $1,000,  or  an  amount  equal  to 
total  contributions,  if  less  than  $1,000.  In  case  of  total  and  presumably 
permament  disability,  the  members  payments  are  waived,  but  his  coverage 
continues.

Membership  in  Retirement  Plans 
As  of  May  1,  1964,  there  were  16,251,  or  50%  of  the  total  churches  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  participating  in  the  Annuity  Board 's  retirement 
program  with  their  pastors.  Out  of  174  educational  institutions,  hospitals,  chil- 
dren's homes,  homes  for  the  aged  and  other  southwide  agencies,  118  are  en- 
rolled in  an  Annuity  Board  plan  with  their  employees.  Total  membership  in  the 
Board 's  retirement  plans  is  approximately  25,000. 

The  Annuity  Secretary  for  North  Carolina  is  Guy  Cain,  301  Hillsboro  Street, 
Ealeigh. 

Seventeen  churches,  including  19  employees  in  32  churches  and  two  missions 
participate  in  the  Theron  Rankin  Association. 

REPORT  OF  BROTHERHOOD 

Donald  E.  Greene 

Brotherhood's  New  Dimension — Out  of  much  research  and  prayerful  study 
has  come  a  wider  and  more  adequate  concept  of  the  nature  and  work  of 
Brotherhood.  This  new  concept  may  be  stated  as  follows :  "A  Brotherhood  is 
a  fellowship  of  Baptist  men,  members  of  the  church,  organized  to  advance  the 
cause  of  Christ  through  a  program  of  missionary  education  and  the  promotion 
of  missionary  activities,  designed  to  inform,  motivate  and  involve  men  in  the 
mission  task  of  their  church. ' ' 

This  new  concept  of  Brotherhood  points  to  the  following  new  objectives  for 
Brotherhood:    To  lead  men  to — 

1.  A  deeper  commitment  to  missions 

2.  A  more  meaningful  prayer  life  for  missions 

3.  A  larger  stewardship  on  behalf  of  missions 

4.  A  personal  involvement  in  missions 

No  change  in  the  present  Brotherhood  organizational  structure  will  be  neces- 
sary. However,  there  will  be  a  development  and  a  new  alignment  of  the  four 
major  Brotherhood  emphases,  and  the  setting  of  each  on  a  solid  missionary 
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base.  World  Missions  will  emphasize  missionary  education  and  commitment  to 
missions.  Development  in  the  area  of  Personal  Stewardship  will  be  an  added 
emphasis  on  the  support  of  missions.  The  area  of  Christian  Witnessing  will  be 
tied  on  directly  to  Christian  service  through  missionary  activities  and  involve- 
ment; and  work  in  Eoyal  Ambassadors  will  be  pointed  towards  missions  advance. 

Camp  CaRAway,  the  state  Eoyal  Ambassador  camp,  completed  its  first  full 
season  with  998  boys  plus  staff  registered  for  one  of  the  ten  weeks. 

Three  of  our  Associational  Brotherhood  Officers  were  among  45  men  from 
North  Carolina  who  participated  in  the  West  Coast  Laymen's  Crusade  in  July. 
The  feedback  from  participating  churches  and  denominational  leadership  has 
been  marvelous.  Overall,  892  men  worked  in  575  churches,  with  6,109  decisions 
of  all  types  being  registered. 

The  Brotherhood  met  quarterly  and  about  300  men  and  boys  attended  the 
Eoyal  Ambassador  Conclave. 

REPORT  OF  CENTRAL  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

T.  W.  Nelson 

Our  hearts  were  blessed  as  we  listened  to  fifteen  of  our  Foreign  Missionaries 
who  came  to  us  from  various  parts  of  the  world  to  share  with  us  in  our  school. 

The  enrolment  of  the  shcool  was  1,298  with  an  average  attendance  of  957. 
720  training  course  awards  were  earned  during  the  school.  All  except  two  of 
the  churches  were  represented  in  the  enrolment. 

The  churches  gave  us  the  best  response  for  them  to  ''come  over  into  Mace- 
donia ' '  and  help  us,  as  a  great  number  of  our  workers  must  be  enlisted  from  the 
local  churches  to  work  in  this  annual  school. 

This  year  we  will  have  Dr.  Ernest  Loessner  from  Southern  Seminary  with 
us.  The  State  Sunday  school  department  will  also  furnish  us  four  workers 
for  Beginner,  Primary,  Junior  and  Intermediate  leadership  in  Sunday  school. 
We  hope  this  will  be  the  best  school  ever. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

M.  S.  Brittian 

The  Baptist  Colleges  of  North  Carolina  have  had  a  phenomenal  growth  over 
the  past  fifteen  to  twenty  years.  Dr.  Bud  Smith,  president  of  Wingate  College, 
at  its  opening  this  fall,  said  they  had  approximately  three  thousand  freshmen 
applications  but  could  only  take  eight  hundred.  To  me  this  is  proof  that  the 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina  are  not  doing  near  enough  for  Christian  Education. 

According  to  a  recent  report  of  the  council  on  Christian  Education,  the 
total  property  value  of  these  schools  exceeds  $60,000,000.  More  than  11,000 
students  are  enrolled  in  these  seven  schools.  Many  of  these  are  studying  to  be 
pastors,  missionaries,  leaders  of  church  music  and  directors  of  religious  education. 

These  colleges  are  doing  everything  in  their  power  to  meet  the  high  standards 
for  accreditation. 

The  council  feels  that  "the  Cooperative  Program  is  a  lifeline  for  the  Baptist 
Colleges."     Through  this  program  these  colleges   receive   an  endowment  of 
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$33,000,000  without  which  not  a  single  North  Carolina  Baptist  College  could 
meet  standards  for  accreditation. 

This  generation  faces  an  unexpressible  challenge  fro  Christian  Education  in 
North  Carolina.  Last  year  Baptist  Colleges  enrolled  only  one  out  of  every  five 
Baptist  students.  The  education  commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
believes  by  1970  the  ratio  will  be  one  out  of  every  ten  students.  On  the  other 
hand  there  is  a  serious  shortage  of  qualified  teachers.  Teachers  with  a  Ph.D. 
degree  are  very  hard  to  get  for  the  salary  they  would  receive  from  our  Baptist 
Colleges.  Yet  thirty  percent  of  a  college  faculty  must  hold  Ph.D.  degrees  before 
the  college  can  be  accredited. 

The  youth  of  today  are  asking  profound  questions  about  life  and  its  meanings. 
In  these  Christian  colleges  many  young  people  in  this  century  are  not  satisfied 
to  only  learn  how  to  make  a  living,  but  also  are  wanting  something  to  live  for. 
These  Christian  colleges  do  their  utmost  to  help  their  students  to  find  a  purpose  in 
life. 

I  know  a  student  who  went  to  one  of  the  Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina 
wrote  to  her  Mother  and  said,  ' '  Mother,  If  I  am  not  approaching  perfection 
when  I  finish  college,  it  will  not  be  the  fault  of  my  teachers  here,  as  they  are 
trying  to  teach  me  how  to  walk  and  talk  all  over. ' '  Can  anyone  even  imagine 
a  state  supported  college  giving  such  important  instruction. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE 

Albert  A.  Young 

With  the  conviction  that  Christians  cannot  be  true  to  Christ  and  remain  aloof 
from  the  moral  conditions  of  the  world,  the  Christian  Life  Committee  calls 
attention  to  some  deplorable  conditions  that  abound  in  our  nation  and  world. 

The  frightening  growth  of  Communism,  two  estimates  of  worth,  tw^o  levels 
of  honesty,  two  standards  of  honor,  the  weird  world  of  gambling  and  drinking 
that  costs  Americans  about  35  billion  dollars  a  year,  the  increase  in  the  crime 
rate,  the  break  down  of  the  American  home,  parents  who  wall  allow  children  to 
watch  television  for  hours  at  a  time  but  who  believe  Sunday  School  and  worship 
are  too  much  on  the  nervous  system  of  the  child,  parents  who  give  their  children 
a  dollar  for  the  movies  and  a  dime  for  the  church.  When  this  moral  situation  is 
joined  with  the  passive,  complacent  attitude  of  the  average  christian  today  it 
makes  one  shudder  at  what  tomorrow  will  inevitably  bring  if  this  course  is 
continued. 

We  must  reaffirm  that  Jesus  has  come  to  give  us  life  abundantly  and  that  we 
have  no  time  to  call  Him  Lord  and  do  not  the  things  He  says.  Passive  goodness 
must  pass.  We  must  have  enough  of  the  Spirit  of  Christ  to  make  us  both  decent 
and  dynamic.  We  must  claim  the  things  that  made  America  great  .  .  .  prayer, 
Bible  reading,  christian  witnessing  and  concern  and  consistent  dedication  to 
Him.  We  must  move  from  border-line  Christianity  to  the  mainstream  of  sur- 
render, interest  and  a  goodness  that  encompasses  all  men  in  all  circumstances. 

We  must  declare  with  our  lives  that  love  is  better  than  hate,  honesty  is  better 
than  falsehood,  peace  is  better  than  war,  that  character  is  better  than  popularity 
and  that  it  is  better  to  suffer  for  Christ's  sake  than  to  compromise  with  evil.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

Mrs.  J.  L.  Falls 

Christian  literature  plays  an  important  part  in  the  lives  of  Baptists  in  North 
Carolina.  One  publication  that  has  been  in  existence  for  131  years  is  the 
Biblical  Eecorder.  This  periodical  continues  to  grow  in  strength  and  stature 
because  its  course  is  fixed  upon  the  primary  purpose  of  service  to  the  Baptists 
of  North  Carolina. 

Never  has  there  been  a  day  when  the  Christian  witness  was  more  needed  in 
dealing  with  the  problems  of  the  world.  The  church  at  work  in  the  world  needs 
all  the  information  and  insight  it  can  get.  Our  democratic  form  of  church 
government  is  founded  upon  the  belief  that  people  will  do  the  right  thing  when 
properly  informed.  To  help  Baptists  fill  these  needs,  the  Recorder  seeks  to  do 
the  following: 

1.  To  Inform.  Baptists  cannot  properly  do  until  they  properly  know. 
With  special  attention  to  the  interests  and  needs  of  Baptists  in  this  state,  the 
Recorder  staff  gathers,  sifts  and  publishes  significant  news  from  as  many  sources 
as  possible.  It  keeps  abreast  of  the  important  activities  of  the  State  Con- 
vention and  its  agencies  and  institutions.  As  much  as  possible,  news  from  the 
wider  circles  of  the  Southern  Convention  and  the  entire  Christian  world  is 
presented. 

2.  To  Interpret.  Increasingly  it  is  becoming  necessary  for  responsible 
publications  to  help  readers  understand  the  meaning  of  events.  The  reasons  are 
many.  Daily  the  world  becomes  more  complex  and  events  and  personalities  be- 
come more  entangled.  Most  people  face  such  a  flood  of  information  and  propa- 
ganda from  every  direction  that  it  is  hard  to  sort  out  the  important  things,  set 
them  in  proper  context  and  understand  them.  With  the  resources  of  full  in- 
formation, close  contact  with  denominational  leaders,  pastors  and  others,  plus 
many  years  of  experience,  the  Recorder  seeks  to  say  something  about  the 
meaning  of  events  as  well  as  reporting  them. 

3.  To  Influence.  Like  the  individual  Christian,  a  Baptist  paper  has  a 
responsibility  to  let  its  light  shine  in  the  world.  A  long  record  of  service,  in- 
tegrity and  courage  has  earned  respect  for  the  voice  of  the  Recorder  both 
within  and  without  the  denomination.  Proper  use  of  that  voice,  light  by  the 
New  Testament  and  conscience,  is  both  a  service  and  a  sacred  trust. 

In  this  crucial  year  in  American  history,  the  following  quotation  is  so 
pertinent  as  we  think  of  the  importance  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  other 
Baptist  publications:  "If  religious  literature  is  not  widely  circulated  among 
the  masses  in  this  country,  I  do  not  know  what  is  to  become  of  us  as  a  Nation. 
If  truth  be  not  diffused,  error  will  be;  if  God  and  His  World  are  not  received, 
the  devil  and  his  works  will  gain  the  ascendency;  if  the  evangelical  volume  does 
not  reach  every  hamlet,  the  pages  of  a  corrupt  and  licentious  literature  will;  if 
the  power  of  the  Gospel  is  not  felt  through  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  land, 
anarchy  and  misrule,  degradation  and  misery,  corruption  and  darkness  will 
reign.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM

As  we  close  the  record  book  upon  anotlier  associational  year,  we  discover  that 
again  we  have  failed  to  do  what  God  challenged  us  to  do  and  Christ  commanded 
us  to  do.  Yes,  again  we  find  that  it  has  taken  too  many  church  members  too 
long  to  find  too  few  sinners  and  lead  them  to  an  acceptance  of  Jesus  Christ,  as 
their  Lord  and  Saviour.  There  are  many  passages  of  scripture  in  God 's  Holy 
Word  that  we  sometimes  find  difficult  to  understand  or  explain,  but  the  scriptures 
concerning  our  responsibilities  as  Christians  toward  our  lost  brethren  near  and 
far,  are  very  simple  and  clear.  Christ  not  only  told  us  what  to  do,  but  even 
showed  us  just  how  to  do  it.  No  one  can  doubt  the  fact  that  Jesus  Christ  was  a 
Soul-winner.  Remember  how  he  reminded  his  disciples  time  and  time  again,  ' '  But 
for  this  purpose  came  I  into  the  world. ' '  Again,  '  *  For  the  Son  of  man  is  come 
to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost. "  *  *  Then  said  He  unto  his  disciples, 
but  the  labourers  are  few "...  Then  Christ  gave  us  the  formula  for  more 
labourers.  " .  .  .  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send 
forth  labourers  unto  his  harvest. ' '  Maybe,  we  haven 't  prayed  enough.  Or 
maybe,  we  don't  see  the  multitudes  as  Jesus  saw  them.  ''When  Jesus  saw  the 
multitudes.  He  had  compassion  upon  them  ..."  When  we  pray,  God  gives  us 
compassion  for  needy  people  and  the  Holy  Spirit  gives  us  power  to  witness. 
This  is  God's  plan,  there  is  no  other.  The  world  waits  for  our  decision,  and 
Christ  waits  for  our  dedication.  How  much  longer  shall  they  wait?  I  am 
afraid  it  is  later  than  most  of  us  think. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Wayne  V.  Riddle. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  association  conducted  its  regular  quarterly 
meetings  during  the  past  year  with  no  special  called  meetings.  The  meetings 
were  held  at  First  Church,  Hickory.  Attendance  was  fair  with  an  average  of  16 
churches  and  25  members  of  the  committee  attending.  A  summary  of  the  pro- 
ceedings and  actions  of  this  committee  is  contained  in  the  following  report, 
which  are  excerpts  from  the  minutes  as  kept  by  the  clerk,  Helen  Cater: 

November  26,  1963:  Departmental  reports  of  the  organizations;  Sunday 
School,  Training  Union,  Brotherhood,  WMU  and  Music,  were  given  by  the  leaders 
and  were  approved.  Charles  Ledford,  Sunday  School  superintendent,  gave  a 
report  on  plans  for  the  association-wide  census  to  be  taken  January  19-26,  1964. 
All  of  the  associational  meetings  of  this  quarter  were  well  attended. 

Frelon  Broome,  treasurer,  gave  an  itemized  report  of  the  finances  for  the 
quarter,  which  indicated  that  receipts  and  disbursements  were  about  the  same. 
It  was  reported  by  the  Evangelism  Committee  that  a  clinic  for  pastors  was  held 
with  Dr.  Julian  Hopkins,  State  Evangelism  Secretary,  leading  in  preparation  for 
the  simultaneous  effort  to  be  launched  in  the  Spring.  The  request  from  Midway 
Mission  for  aid  from  the  State  Convention  on  Pastor's  salary  for  $810.00  was 
approved. 

February  4,  1964:  The  organizational  leaders  made  their  reports.    The  Sunday 
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school  superintendent  reported  that  a  group  of  Vacation  Bible  School  workers 
attended  the  State  clinic  at  Wingate  College.  The  Training  Union  director  gave 
high-lights  of  '  *  M "  Night  and  the  Music  ministry  reported  a  record  attendance 
for  the  Carol  Sing.  The  Brotherhood  report  showed  many  churches  observing 
' '  Baptist  Men 's  Day ' '  and  also,  a  new  Brotherhood  was  organized  at  Unity 
Church  with  prospects  for  beginning  a  E.A.  work  there.  The  Treasurer  gave  a 
mimeographed  report  and  urged  churches  not  yet  having  contributed  to  do  so  as 
soon  as  possible.  Also,  it  was  suggested  that  the  churches  get  the  offering  taken 
in  the  local  churches  for  support  of  Central  Training  School  to  try  to  get  these 
in  by  February  24.  A  motion  was  adopted  that  the  moderator  appoint  an  auditing 
committee  to  audit  the  Treasurer's  books. 

Gerald  Goodwin,  of  the  Census  Committee,  urged  all  to  turn  in  cards  by 
Thursday  so  that  complete  distribution  could  be  made  of  these  cards.  James 
Graham,  Baptist  Hospital  representative,  reported  on  the  meeting  held  at  the 
hospital  concerning  the  Mother 's  Day  offering  and  urged  more  support  from  the 
churches.  Quentin  Perrault,  Western  N.  C.  B.S.U.  representative,  expressed  his 
appreciation  for  the  support  our  association  is  giving  to  the  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College  B.S.U.  He  gave  a  report  of  the  work  in  this  area.  Tavo  Baptist  Student 
Unions  have  been  organized  recently. 

May  12,  1964:  The  associational  officers  gave  commendable  reports  of 
their  work.  Special  events  worthy  of  note  were  that  Donald  Greene,  Wayne 
DeHart  and  Floyd  Davis,  associational  Brotherhood  officers,  planned  to  take  part 
in  the  West  Coast  Layman 's  Crusade.  Report  on  the  Simultaneous  revivals 
showed  88  baptism  and  43  by  letter;  also,  information  was  being  gathered  on  the 
first  7  months  as  to  baptisms  and  other  additions  in  the  churches. 

The  Treasurer  presented  a  mimeographed  report.  Announcement  was  made 
that  the  Lakeview  Mission  had  begun  construction  on  their  new  building.  The 
Moderator  appointed  the  following  to  audit  the  books  of  the  treasurer:  Earl 
Melton,  chairman,  Allen  Stafford,  Harold  Savell.  New  business  was  introduced 
by  Wilson  W.  Aultman,  chairman  of  the  Trustees.  He  reviewed  the  qualifications 
for  the  Scholarships  adopted  October  1958.  On  recommendations  of  the  Trustees, 
the  Scholarship  of  $175.00  was  awarded  to  Miss  Martha  Penley  of  Central 
Church,  who  attended  Mars  Hill  College  for  this  year,  and  the  $175.00  for  the 
coming  year.  On  motion  by  Harold  Tester  the  Trustees  were  asked  to  restudy 
the  Scholarship  Qualifications  and  bring  their  recommendations  to  the  annual 
meeting  for  discussion. 

David  Byler,  chairman  of  the  Hospital  Insurance  Committee  (appointed 
earlier  by  the  Pastor's  conference)  made  the  following  recommendations  which 
came  from  the  Pastor's  conference:  That  we  change  our  group  Hospital  In- 
surance to  Hospital  Savings  Plan  (Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield)  to  be  recommended 
to  the  churches  and  their  staff  members  for  their  action,  with  the  plan  to  go  into 
effect  when  enough  participation  (75%)  were  enlisted.    This  was  adopted. 

August  11,  1964:  The  department  heads  made  their  reports  to  the  body  with 
the  exception  of  WMU  president,  who  made  no  report  during  the  past  four 
quarterly  meetings.  It  is  assumed  the  detailed  report  of  these  organizations 
will  be  made  in  the  respective  annual  reports.     Futhermore  the  Promotional 
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Secretary  and  Moderator  have  copies  of  the  minutes  of  all  Executive  Committee 
meetings. 

Follovi^ing  the  discussion  of  replacement  of  General  Board  member,  Harold 
Tester,  who  is  leaving  the  association  this  month,  it  was  decided  that  according 
to  our  constitution  the  proper  procedure  is  for  the  Nominating  Committee  to 
suggest  the  representative  to  the  General  Board  of  the  State  Convention  to  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  of  the  convention  for  their  election.  The  Nominating 
Committee  members  were  excused  to  decide  on  their  recommendation  and  report 
back  before  adjournment  of  this  session. 

Wilson  W.  Aultman,  chairman  of  the  Trustees,  reported  that  they  did  not  find 
anything  in  the  Scholarship  qualifications  that  should  be  changed.  The  Trustees 
made  these  recommendations:  (a)  that  each  church  ask  for  volunteer  contribu- 
tions, (b)  that  the  Trustees  solicit  support  from  individuals.  A  substitute 
motion  was  made  by  Frank  Thomas  and  adopted:  that  both  methods  be  used  as 
a  means  of  soliciting,  and  that  this  matter  be  brought  to  the  annual  meeting 
for  discussion. 

The  Nominating  Committee,  Jack  Falls,  chairman,  presented  a  slate  of  officers 
as  recommended  by  his  committee  (excluding  that  of  the  General  Board  mem- 
ber) to  be  presented  at  the  annual  meeting  for  election.  These  were  approved. 
Also,  Mr.  Falls  made  a  motion  which  was  adopted  as  follows:  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Nominating  Committee  that  Ave  approve  the  election  of  Wayne 
V.  Eiddle  as  member  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Harold  Tester  who  is  leaving  the 
association  this  month  and  that  the  General  Board  Executive  Committee  be 
notified  immediately.  The  Clerk  was  instructed  to  call  the  General  Board  chair- 
man in  the  morning  and  notify  him  of  the  action  taken.  A  phone  call  was  made 
to  E.  W.  Price,  High  Point  on  Wednesday,  August  12,  and  following  this  con- 
versation^— letters  were  sent  to  Mr,  Price,  Dr.  Perry  Crouch  and  Boyce  Brooks, 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

It  was  announced  that  the  Program  Committee  is  completing  work  on  the 
annual  meting  program  for  October  22-23.  The  churches  were  urged  to  properly 
elect  their  messengers. 

EXTENSION  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  had  no  activities  during  the  year. 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Mrs.  Roy  Beals 

According  to  a  report  from  our  Foreign  Mission  Board,  Southern  Baptists 
are  now  experiencing  their  greatest  advance  in  foreign  missions  and  the  founda- 
tion of  this  advance  is  in  the  Cooperative  Program.  In  1948  there  were  625 
Southern  Baptist  missionaries  serving  in  19  countries  of  the  world.  At  the  mid- 
point of  the  current  year,  1964,  16  years  later.  Southern  Baptist  missionaries 
number  1,884  in  56  countries  which  is  a  gain  of  1,259  missionaries  and  Avork 
has  been  started  in  37  other  countries. 
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In  Atlantic  City  this  year,  Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen  issued  a  call  from  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  to  increase  our  number  of  missionaries  to  5,000.  He 
stated  that  since  the  number  of  foreign  missionaries  was  trebled  in  the  16  years 
just  before,  it  should  be  possible  in  a  like  number  of  years  to  reach  this  goal. 

A  new  short-term  mission  service  for  young  people  has  been  officially  desig- 
nated by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  as  ' '  Missionary  Journeyman  Program. ' ' 
This  program  is  for  single  young  people  just  out  of  college  and  not  beyond  their 
twenty-sixth  year  who  would  serve  a  special  two-year  term  and  is  nonrepeatable. 
Interested  young  people  should  write  the  Department  of  Missionary  Personnel  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 

A  report  on  statistics  shows  that  during  1963,  Southern  Baptists  gave 
$556,042,694.00  for  total  gifts  for  all  work.  Of  this  amount  $21,431,202.00 
(3.9%)  was  given  to  Foreign  Missions.  Further  study  shows  that  if  Southern 
Baptists  had  tithed  in  1963  and  if  only  3.9%  of  that  tithe  had  been  used 
for  foreign  missions  the  total  gifts  for  overseas  missions  would  have  been 
$99,089,961.00  instead  of  $21,431,202.00. 

Eealizing  that  we  as  leaders  in  our  churches  have  a  responsibility  to  lead 
our  people  to  give  their  best  to  Christ,  let  us  be  "Laborers  together  with  God" 
(1  Cor.  3;  9)  and  strive  to  help  reach  the  world  for  Christ. 

REPORT  OF  HISTORIAN 

J.  D.  Greene 

Simultaneous  revival  services  were  held  during  the  two  weeks,  March  29 
through  April  12,  1964.  Most  of  the  churches  participated  and  a  total  of  88 
additions  by  baptism  were  reported  and  43  by  transfer  of  letter.  A  very  fine 
spirit  of  cooperation  prevailed  and  a  large  number  of  rededications  reported. 

A  groundbreaking  service  for  the  construction  of  the  first  unit  of  Lakeview 
Mission  on  Highway  127  N.E.  of  Hickory  was  held  and  this  group  expects  to 
move  in  by  Christmas.  Rev.  James  E.  Lee,  who  served  as  student  pastor, 
resigned  in  September  to  enter  Graceville  Baptist  Bible-  Institute,  Florida. 
Startown  Church  entered  their  new  sanctuary  with  open  house  on  July  12,  1964. 
Hildebran,  First  Church  entered  their  new  educational  unit  on  June  26,  1964. 

Central  Training  School  was  held  at  Hickory,  First,  February  24-28,  1964  with 
1,298  enrolled  and  average  attendance  of  957.  Fifteen  foreign  missionaries, 
home  on  furlough,  were  present  and  taught  during  the  week. 

The  Rev.  William  E.  Melvin  resigned  as  pastor  at  Springs  Road  and  the 
Rev.  Wray  Barrett  succeeded  him  on  September  1,  1964.  Rev.  Barrett  came 
from  Antioch  Church  in  South  Fork  Association.  The  Rev.  Perry  Smith  resigned 
as  pastor  of  Wayside  Church  and  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Roy  Craig.  The 
Rev.  V.  C.  Martin  resigned  as  pastor  of  Sandy  Ridge  Church  and  was  succeeded 
by  the  Rev.  Harvey  Byrd  of  Jefferson,  S.  C.  The  Rev.  James  E.  Lee  resigned 
as  pastor  of  Lakeview  Mission  to  enter  Graceville  Bible  Institute,  Florida.  The 
Rev.  J.  C.  Hill  resigned  as  pastor  of  Temple  Church  and  the  Rev.  Harold  Tester 
resigned  at  Newton,  First  Church.  The  Rev.  James  R.  Rowles,  Jr.  became 
pastor  at  Penelope  Church  on  January  1,  1964.  Newton,  First  called  Mr.  Udean 
Burke  as  Minister  of  Music  and  Education  in  August  1964. 
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James  E.  Lee  and  Julian  Suggs,  III  were  ordained  into  the  full  Gospel 
ministry  at  Hickory,  First  Church. 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

Mrs.  Hayden  B.  Hayes 

The  Home  Mission  Board  now  has  missionaries  in  every  state,  Cuba,  Panama 
and  Puerto  Eico.  During  this  year  we  have  appointed  an  average  of  30 
missionaries  each  month. 

We  now  have  489  Chaplains  serving  in  all  branches  of  the  military. 

This  year  our  66  mission  centers  Math  133  workers  reported  5,561  professions 
of  faith. 

The  77  missionaries  that  work  with  the  National  Baptists  reached  about 
1,000,000  persons  through  our  manj^  facets  of  Christian  work. 

The  editorial  department  has  worked  directly  in  the  production  of  mission 
study  books,  Home  Mission  magazine  and  mission  news  and  indirectly  with  tracts, 
articles  and  editing. 

There  is  now  a  total  enrolment  in  the  correspondence  Bible  Course  of  21,931. 
This  course  is  offered  free  by  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

The  church  building  fund  made  loans  to  25  churches  for  a  total  of  $519,706.00. 
The  Church  Extension  Loan  Fund  made  loans  to  175  churches  for  a  total  of 
$3,521,742.00. 

As  of  January  1,  1964  pioneer  missions  will  continue  its  work  but  it  will  be 
limited  largely  to  24  States.    These  need  more  desperately  the  Pioneer  emphasis. 

Jesus  said  '  *  If  you  dwell  in  me  and  my  words  dwell  in  you,  ask  what  you  will 
and  you  shall  have  it"  John  15:  7;  and  so  it  is  our  prayer  that  the  adversaries 
shall  not  deter  the  work  of  our  Home  Mission  Board  but  spur  them  on  to  greater 
faith  and  trust  in  the  Saviour,  knowing  in  our  hearts  that  His  decisions,  His 
purposes.  His  plans,  are  all  that  matters  and,  when  we  dwell  in  Him,  He  grants 
us  the  uttermost  desires  of  our  hearts.

THE  MUSIC  MINISTRY 

Harold  Craig 

The  Music  Ministry  of  our  association  has  experienced  a  very  successful  year 
as  we  have  sought  to  assist  the  churches  in  having  better  music  and  as  we  have 
provided  opportunities  for  the  churches  to  come  together  for  worship,  fellowship 
and  instruction. 

The  following  activities  have  been  conducted: 

1.  Five  meetings  of  the  music  officers  have  been  held,  including  a  training- 
planning  session. 

2.  A  new  type  carol  sing  was  held  at  Hickory,  First,  on  Sunday  night,  De- 
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cember  8,  with  approximately  150  in  attendance.  The  service  was  taped  for  a 
later  broadcast  over  Radio  Station  WHKY. 

3.  The  January  Music  Conference  was  held  with  Highland  Church  with 
124  present  from  18  churches.  This  was  the  best  attendance  ever  recorded  for 
a  conference  of  this  type. 

4.  A  hymn  sing  was  held  at  Providence  Church  in  April  with  92  present 
from  12  churches.  In  keeping  with  the  Baptist  Heritage  emphasis  for  1964,  the 
hymns  of  the  month,  all  written  by  Baptists,  were  featured  in  the  program. 

5.  The  summer  conference  was  held  with  West  Hickory  Church  in  August 
with  63  present  from  9  churches.  Rev.  Marion  Powell,  pastor.  First  Baptist 
Church,  Taylorsville,  was  the  speaker. 

During  the  year  1965  witli  our  denominational  emphasis  on  worship,  we 
urge  each  church  to  give  due  consideration  to  the  music  ministry  and  strive  to 
make  its  music  worthy  of  being  a  part  of  the  worship  experience  of  the  church.

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Children 's  Homes  to  develop  the  highest  quality  of 
men  and  women  possible  out  of  boys  and  girls  who  are  served.  One  of  the 
greatest  of  life 's  privileges  is  helping  children  and  young  people  to  grow  and 
develop  toward  Christian  maturity.  Careful  attention  continues  to  be  given  to 
the  present  and  future  needs  of  the  children 

In  the  spirit  of  Christ,  children  are  accepted  as  they  are  and  are  recognized 
for  their  sacred  worth  and  value  when  they  come  to  the  homes.  They  are  pro- 
vided food,  clothing  and  shelter.  Of  even  greater  importance  than  material 
things  is  the  genuine  interest,  concern  and  love  given  every  child  by  the  Christian 
men  and  women  who  work  with  them.  Many  children  who  have  known  only 
heartbreak  and  tragedy  learn  to  love  and  trust  in  themselves,  in  others  and  in 
God. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  children  to  the  homes  far  exceed  the 
available  resources.  Areas  of  unmet  need  in  child  care  awaits  our  attention.  Many 
couples  who  have  a  double  measure  of  love  to  share  with  homeless  and  dependent 
children  have  a  wonderful  opportunity  of  service  awaiting  them  through  the 
foster  home  program. 

Genuine  appreciation  is  expressed  by  those  who  direct  our  Child  Care  Pro- 
gram for  all  who  have  helped  to  make  this  ministry  possible. 

Income  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  through  the  Thanksgiving  offering 
and  through  special  gifts  are  vital  to  the  service  which  are  provided  those  who 
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need  our  help.  Financial  support  for  the  past  year  has  come  from  the  following 
sources:  Cooperative  Program,  36%;  Thanksgiving  offering,  30%;  Once-a-month 
offerings,  15%;  all  other,  19%-. 

Most  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  well  acquainted  Avith  Charity  and  Children, 
official  publication  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Home.  This  unique  Newspaper  is 
published  each  week  and  distributed  to  55,000  subscribers.  Well  over  half  the 
Baptist  churches  in  the  state  receive  it  in  bundles  for  distribution  to  the  mem- 
bers on  Sunday.  More  churches  and  more  families  should  be  receiving  Charity 
and  Children  in  order  to  be  better  informed  about  the  work  of  North  Carolina 
Baptists  and  particularly  the  program  of  child  care.  The  subscription  price 
is  sixty  cents  per  year  in  bundle  form. 

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES 

Mrs.  L.  p.  Frans 

Our  Baptist  Homes  have  just  completed  their  13th  year  of  operation.  God 
has  blessed  these  brief  years  with  an  abundance  of  His  love  and  with  the  good 
things  of  life.  We  now  care  for  150  residents  in  our  four  homes.  Today  there 
are  170  people  waiting  for  admission.  The  choicest  bit  of  news  for  1964  is 
the  development  of  a  5th  Baptist  Home,  to  be  located  at  Yanceyville,  North  Caro- 
lina. This  is  the  greatest  single  bequest  that  has  ever  been  left  for  us  in  our 
ministry.  The  late  R.  Sterling  Graves  and  his  sister  Mrs.  Sallie  Willie  Graves 
Bradsher  left  enough  land  and  money  to  the  Baptist  Foundation  of  North  Caro- 
lina for  this  Home. 

Today,  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  contributing  an  average  of  $90.00  a 
month  on  the  cost  of  care  of  90%  of  the  residents  who  live  in  our  four  Homes. 
This  support  comes  through  the  Special  Day  Offerings  (the  third  Sunday  of 
February  each  year)  through  designated  gifts  from  church  budgets,  and  through 
the  Homes'  share  in  the  Cooperative  Program.  There  was  a  5%  decline  in 
gifts  to  the  Homes  in  1963.  We  can  only  hope  that  there  will  be  a  considerable 
increase  in  1964. 

There  is  nothing  to  prevent  our  receiving  any  needy  aging  person,  65  years 
old  and  above,  who  is  reasonably  well,  mentally  and  physically,  except  lack  of 
space.  Let  us  join  our  hearts  in  prayer  and  our  lives  in  dedication  that  we  may 
give  a  good  account  of  our  stewardship  in  this  great  area  of  human  concern  and 
give  an  answer  to  as  many  of  these  dear  people  as  possible. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

James  F.  Graham 

The  Trustees  and  administration  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  have  expressed 
their  appreciation  for  the  interest  and  concern  our  churches  have  shown  in  the 
ministry  of  the  hospital.  In  behalf  of  the  thousands  of  our  people  who  cannot 
pay  for  the  skilled  care  received  at  our  Medical  Center,  they  have  expressed 
their  thanks  for  our  Mother 's  Day  gifts  which  make  this  service  possible. 

This  is  a  crucial  year  in  the  life  of  our  hospital.  It  is  serving  more  sick 
people  than  ever  before  in  its  history.  At  the  same  time,  the  needs  continue 
to  grow  faster  than  its  capacity  to  serve.     For  more  than  a  year  there  has 
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been  an  average  of  above  700  sick  people  on  the  waiting  list  for  beds.  A  num- 
ber of  seriously  ill  or  injured  persons  have  had  to  be  sent  from  the  emergency 
rooms  to  other  hospitals  because  no  beds  were  available. 

The  hospital  receives  a  share  of  our  Cooperative  Program  money,  which 
helps  to  support  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  and  provide  equipment  and 
facilities  required  in  work  of  the  hospital;  but  Mother's  Day  Funds  provided 
by  our  churches  is  the  only  means  the  hospital  has  of  bridging  a  wide  gap 
between  the  funds  available  and  the  cost  for  those  who  cannot  pay  for  their 
medical  service. 

Our  hospital  and  medical  school  are  beginning  a  large  development  program 
to  care  for  our  sick  people  and  to  train  additional  doctors,  nurses,  and  other 
personnel  to  serve  in  our  communities,  and  on  our  mission  fields.  The  people 
of  Winston- Salem  area  have  expressed  their  confidence  in  our  Medical  Center 
by  pledging  more  than  seven  million  dollars  to  this  enlargement  program. 

The  contributions  in  our  association  this  year  fell  $120  short  of  the  1963 
total.  Of  the  34  churches  and  missions  in  the  association,  29  supported  the 
program  with  an  offering.  Twelve  churches  increased  their  offerings  this  year. 
One  church  more  than  doubled  their  offering.  The  total  amount  given  through 
our  association  was  $2,883.64. 

We  wish  to  thank  each  person  from  the  29  churches  who  shared  in  this  great 
work.  We  must  not  keep  all  the  blessings  of  God  at  home,  and  fail  those  whom 
he  would  minister  through  us.  Let  us  remember  his  concern  for  others,  and  his 
teachings  in  stewardship,  *  *  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive. ' '

As  we  use  programs,  materials  and  con- 
vention workers  in  our  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  W.M.U.,  Brotherhood, 
and  Music  ministry,  and  in  planning  our  church  work,  we  are  receiving  aid  from 
State  Missions.  In  these,  plus  our  Young  peoples  organizations,  our  State  as- 
semblies and  camps,  we  are  forming  the  life-giving  roots  of  State  Missions.

For  more  than  100  years  Baptists  have  been  reaping  the  great  fruits  of  State 
Missions.  We  can  see  the  evidence  in  almost  every  city,  rural  area,  along  the 
highways  and  byways  of  our  state  and  world.  State  Missions  includes  aiding 
these  areas  of  ministries,  new  churches,  salary  supplements  for  mission  pastors, 
evangelism,  church  development,  aid  on  church  lots,  Fruitland  Bible  School, 
pastor's  schools,  missions  in  the  prisons.  Goodwill  centers,  Indian  Mission 
work,  military  missions.  The  motivation  in  all  of  this  work  is  to  bring  the  lost 
to  Christ  and  to  aid  the  Christian  in  his  spiritual  growth.  State  Missions  helps 
in  the  strengthening  of  the  present  churches  and  aids  in  the  establishment  and 
strengthening  of  the  new  work. 

The  goal  for  State  Mission  otfering  this  year  is  $165,000,00,  a  con- 
servative and  attainable  figure.

REPORT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

Charles  Ledford 

Training  in  righteousness  is  indispensable  in  our  churches.  We  baptize 
because  we  evangelize,  and  the  churches'  ready-made  occasion  for  this  vital  in- 
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struction  is  the  Sunday  School.  Evangelism  and  education  are  the  Sunday 
Schools'  reasons  for  being,  and  must  be  its  reasons  for  fruitful  exercise  in  the 
future. 

There  are  34  Sunday  Schools  in  our  association  with  a  total  enrolment  of 
11,708  students.  31  Vacation  Bible  Schools  were  reported  this  year  with  an 
enrolment  of  4,333.  A  few  of  our  churches  employed  special  visitation  programs 
through  the  Sunday  School  previous  to  the  Spring  revivals. 

The  Adult  Thrust  is  the  outreach  of  the  1964-65  Sunday  School  Program. 
The  goal  is  to  reach  ten  million  persons  in  Sunday  School  by  1970.  Four 
million  or  more  of  this  number  should  be  Adults.  This  effort  is  a  church 
project  directed  by  the  Sunday  School.  Inactive  adult  church  members  and  lost 
adults  provide  the  white  harvest  field  before  us.  Here  is  the  task  of  the  Sunday 
School  couched  in  a  vital  drive  for  the  souls  of  adults  as  well  as  the  youth. 

The  Sunday  School  emphasis  in  Central  Training  School  this  next  year  will 
include  the  coming  of  Dr.  Ernest  Loessner  of  Southern  Seminary  who  has  earned 
his  degree  in  Adult  education.  Also,  four  of  our  age-group  workers  from  our 
State  Convention  will  be  leading  sessions. 

Training  will  be  the  theme  for  the  1964-65  quarterly  Sunday  School  meet- 
ings. Interesting,  instructive  and  inspirational  experiences  await  you  at  these 
key  Sunday  School  meetings. 

The  correlated  program  is  working  for  the  Sunday  School.  Greater  stress 
of  emphasis  is  placed  on  these  hours  of  work  at  these  four  meetings.  Come 
and  work  hard  with  your  leaders  during  these  vital  hours,  and  the  program  will 
work  for  you. 

REPORT  OF  TRAINING  UNION

These  are  exciting  days  for  the  ministry  of  Training  Union.  Many  new  ideas, 
new  materials,  and  a  new  seriousness  to  our  need  for  Christian  training  are 
coming  to  us  through  our  Training  Unions. 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  for  Training  Union  in  the  Theron  Eankin  Associa- 
tion. Your  Associational  Training  Union  officers  held  Church  Officers  and  Com- 
mittees Clinic,  Tournaments,  Mass  Meetings,  and  Conferences  in  eight  of  our 
churches  this  year. 

We  had  one  church  represented  in  the  Intermediate  Sword  Drill,  and  two 
represented  in  the  Adult  Scripture  Eeading  Tournaments.  We  should  make  this 
a  matter  of  concern,  and  endeavor  to  have  several  churches  represented  next 
year.  However,  we  are  glad  to  have  had  two  persons  represent  our  association 
in  the  regional  tournaments.  They  were  Mark  Rowles,  Intermediate  Sword 
Drill,  and  Mrs.  Bill  Hasty,  Adult  iBible  Reading,  both  from  Penelope  Church. 

"M"  Night  was  held  December  2,  1963,  at  West  Hickory  with  an  attendance 
of  538  from  29  churches.  The  attendance  awards  were  won  by  Corinth  and 
West  Hickory.    Rev.  Bill  Cline  of  Valdese  was  the  speaker. 

We  have  33  Training  Unions  in  our  association  with  a  total  enrollment  of 
3,345.    Our  goal  next  year  is  34  unions.

CONSTITUTION 


Adopted  October  25,  1956 

Article  I.  NAME 
This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association. 

Article  II.  OBJECTIVE 
The  objective  of  the  association  shall  be  to  devise  and  implement  plans  for  the 
enlargement  and  accomplishment  of  the  missionary  enterprise  of  the  member 
churches  through  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  each  other.  The  association 
shall  seek  to  recommend  measures  for  the  increased  harmony  and  spiritual  power 
of  member  churches.  It  shall  provide  an  organizational  framework  for  the  promo- 
tion of  the  cause  of  missions,  including  education  and  evangelism,  through  the 
program  sponsored  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Article  III.  ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 
The  articles  of  faith  of  this  association,  which  shall  be  the  basis  of  fellowship 
and  cooperation,  are  those  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Mem- 
phis, May  14,  1925. 

Article  IV.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  the  Missionary  Baptist 
Churches  which  are  members  of  the  present  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  receive  into  its  fellowship  and  program  such 
other  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  as  adhere  to  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  as 
expressed  in  the  Articles  of  Faith  of  the  association,  subscribe  to  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  association,  and  support  the  Southern  Baptist  and  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Missions  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  member  churches 
upon  their  continual  refusal  to  cooperate  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  objectives 
of  the  association. 

Article  V.  MEETING 
Section  1.   The  association  shall  meet  in  regular  session  annually  in  one  or 
more  of  its  member  churches  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of  the 
association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  support  of  the  cause 
of  missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  association  and/or  the  executive  com- 
mittee may  be  called  upon  request  of  any  officer  or  committee  of  the  association, 
or  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  executive  committee,  or 
like  number  of  messengers  to  the  past  regular  association  meeting,  provided  that 
the  intended  purpose  of  the  special  business  be  stated  in  the  announcement  which 
shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  the  association  organizations,  i.e.,  Sunday  School, 
Baptist  Training?-  Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood,  shall  be

held  during  the  associational  year  under  the  leadership  of  the  associational  officers. 
The  purpose  of  these  meetings  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  missionary  enterprise 
through  the  work  of  the  individual  organizations. 

Article  VI.  OFFICEES 
The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director, 
W.  M.  U.  President,  Brotherhood  President,  Director  of  Music,  three  Trustees, 
Publicity  Chairman,  and  Parliamentarian. 

Article  VII.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 
The  standing  committees  of  the  association  shall  be  as  follows:  Executive, 
Nominating,  Program,  Membership,  Resolutions,  Extension,  Finance,  Time  and 
Place,  Christian  Life,  Evangelism,  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
Ordination,  Enrollment  and  Associational  Office  Committee. 

Article  VIII.  AMENDMENTS 
This  constitution  may  be  amended  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  provided  that  such  amendment,  altera- 
tion or  repeal  shall  have  been  presented  in  writing  at  the  previous  annual  meeting. 

BY-LAWS 

Article  I.  MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1.  Application  from  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  desiring  member- 
ship in  the  association  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  membership  committee  at  least 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  This  committee  shall  report  on 
the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting.  Messengers  of  the  applying  churches  may  be 
seated  upon  its  acceptance  into  the  membership  of  the  association  by  two-thirds 
majority  vote. 

Section  2.  Member  churches,  at  the  close  of  the  associational  year,  shall  send 
annually  to  the  association  a  report  relative  to  the  location,  dates  of  preaching, 
membership,  baptisms,  revivals,  and  other  information.  Forms  for  the  gathering 
of  this  information  will  be  furnished  by  the  clerk  of  the  association. 

Article  II.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  held  on  Thursday 
and/or  Friday  following  the  third  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  The  association  year  shall  close  on  September  30. 

Section  3.  Reports  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  limited  to  300  words. 

Section  4.  Parliamentary  procedure  of  all  meetings  of  the  association  and 
its  Executive  Committee  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary 
Practice." 

Section  5.  Business  sessions  of  the  association  shall  be  composed  of  messengers 
from  the  member  churches.  Each  member  church  shall  send  three  messengers  for 
the  first  100  members  of  the  church  and  one  messenger  for  each  additional  100 
members  or  major  fraction  thereof. 
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Article  III.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 
Section  1.  Officers  of  the  association  shall  be  elected  by  majority  vote.  The 
Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from  the  floor.  Other  officers 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  Nominations  by  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee,  however,  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.  All 
officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting.  Vacancies 
occurring  between  meetings  of  the  association  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Committee  upon  nomination  from  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  annual  meetings  of  the  associ- 
ation and  all  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  may,  by  fraternal  visita- 
tion, counsel  and  advise  with  the  churches  regarding  the  work  of  the  association 
during  the  year.  He  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after  the  second 
successive  term.  He  is  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  ways  designated 
by  the  Moderator. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  all  records  of  the  association,  distribute  report 
blanks  to  the  clerks  of  member  churches,  make  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  body  in  session,  and  prepare  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  He  shall  also  serve  as  Clerk  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  deposit  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the 
association  as  designated  by  the  association  or  its  Executive  Committee.  He  shall 
report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  present  an  audited  report  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  The  Treasurer  shall  calculate  the  quota 
of  each  church  in  the  support  of  the  budget  according  to  the  financial  plan  of  the 
association  and  notify  member  churches  as  to  the  amount  of  their  quota. 

Section  6.  The  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director, 
W.  M.  U.  President  and  Brotherhood  President  shall  promote  the  work  of  their 
respective  organizations,  lead  educational  and  inspirational  meetings  of  their 
organizations,  and  encourage  the  organization  of  new  units  in  the  member  churches 
of  the  association. 

Section  7.  The  Director  of  Music  shall  assist  in  developing  better  music  in 
member  churches.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  music  at  all  meetings  of  the 
association  and  its  Executive  Committee ;  leading  the  music,  providing  accompani- 
ment and  arranging  for  special  music. 

Section  8.  The  Trustees  shall  be  the  legal  representatives  of  the  association 
in  all  matters  relating  to  law,  sign  all  legal  documents  as  directed  by  the  associa- 
tion and/or  the  Executive  Committee.  They  shall  have  the  power  under  in- 
structions of  the  association  and/or  the  Executive  Committee,  to  hold,  buy,  sell 
and  convey  propertj^,  both  real  and  personal  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for 
the  purchase  of  conveyance.  The  Trustees  shall  administer  the  Scholarship  fund. 
Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  for  three  years,  with  one  trustee  rotating  off  each 
year. 

Section  9.  The  Historian  shall  record  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  record  of 
the  association  chose  facts  and  events  that  are  of  historical  value  to  the  associa- 
tion. 
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Section  10.  The  Publicity  Chairman  shall  promote,  through  all  available  ad- 
vertising media,  all  association  activities. 

Section  11.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  the  Moderator,  or  other  presiding 
officer,  on  any  question  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

Article  IV.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 
Section  1.  All  Standing  committees  of  the  association,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
messengers  present  at  the  annual  meeting.  All  standing  committees,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Executive  and  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Nominating  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated  from  the 
floor.  Members  of  the  Nominating  Committee  may  not  succeed  themselves  for  a 
period  of  one  year. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Associ- 
ation, the  Pastor  and  one  layman  from  each  church  of  the  association.  The  officers 
of  the  association  shall  be  the  officers  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

DUTIES:  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  quarterly  on 
Tuesday  following  the  third  Sunday  of  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  It 
shall  make  such  recommendations  at  the  annual  meeting  or  special  meetings  as 
it  shall  consider  to  the  best  interest  of  the  work.  It  shall  make  an  annual 
report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  association  which  shall  be  included  in  the  minutes 
of  the  association.  It  shall  conduct  the  business  of  the  association  between  the 
annual  session,  provided  that  no  matter  be  initiated  which  is  contrary  to  the 
prescribed  policy  of  the  association  as  set  forth  in  the  proceedings  of  its  meetings. 
It  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  standing  committees  of  the  association.  It  shall 
be  empowered  to  elect  such  temporary  committees  as  are  necessary  to  effectively 
carry  out  the  work  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It  shall 
nominate  the  officers  and  the  standing  committees  of  the  association,  with  the 
exception  of  the  executive  and  nominating  committees,  and  suggest  the  representa- 
tive to  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  No 
person  shall  be  nominated  by  the  nominating  committee  for  more  than  one  elective 
office. 

Section  4.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members,  including 
the  host  pastor  or  pastors  and  associational  Director  of  Music.  This  committee 
shall  prepare  and  distribute  to  member  churches  a  copy  of  the  suggested  program 
for  the  annual  meeting  at  least  30  days  before  the  meeting. 

Section  5.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It  shall 
receive  and  consider  all  petitionary  letters  regarding  churches  seeking  member- 
ship in  the  association.  It  shall  investigate  and  make  recommendations  concerning 
any  complaints  relative  to  the  fellowship  and  cooperation  of  member  churches. 

Section  6.  The  Eesolutions  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It  shall 
draft  all  resolutions  directed  to  it  and  others  as  it  deems  wise. 

Section  7.  The  Extension  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  The  work 
of  this  committee  shall  be  to  discover  places  for  mission  churches. 

Section  8.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  members  and  the 
Treasurer  as  ex-officio  chairman.  This  committee  shall  prepare  a  proposed  budget 
for  the  association.  It  shall  also  recommend  a  financial  plan  for  subscribing  the 
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budget.  The  proposed  budget  and  financia)  plans  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
churches  for  consideration  fifty  (50)  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  9.  The  Place  and  Preacher  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
It  shall  receive  invitations  and  recommend  places  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
association.  It  also  shall  recommended  a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for  the  annual 
sermon. 

Section  10.  The  Christian  Life  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It 
shall  keep  abreast  of  the  moral  level  of  the  life  of  the  community.  It  shall  lead 
the  association  in  Christian  conduct,  cooperating  with  other  groups,  such  as,  The 
Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  The  Allied  Church 
League,  the  Citizens'  Committee  for  Good  Government,  working  for  the  moral 
improvement  of  the  Christian  life  of  the  community. 

Section  11.  The  Evangelism  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members.  It 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  executive  committee,  plan,  promote  and  coordinate 
all  association  evangelistic  activities. 

Section  12.  The  Ordination  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It  shall, 
upon  invitation  of  a  member  church  and  by  direction  of  the  moderator,  assist  in 
preparing  and  conducting  the  ordination  services  of  candidates  for  the  ministry. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-LaAvs  shall  consist  of 
three  members.  It  shall  review  all  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  make  recommendations  to  the  association  as  to  their  adoption  or 
rejection.  It  shall,  from  time  to  time,  submit  such  changes  in  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  which  it  deems  pertinent  to  the  proper  functioning  of  the  associa- 
tion, its  committees  and  organizations. 

Article  V.  AMENDMENTS 
The  Bj'^-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  business  session  of  the  associ- 
ation by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  provided  that  a  minimum  of 
30  days'  notice  has  been  given  to  each  of  the  member  churches.

4.  Rev.  Ted  L.  Starnes,  Interim  pastor  of  Hildebran,  First  Church,  extended  a 
cordial  welcome  to  the  messengers  and  visitors. 

5.  Rev.  Gerald  Goodwin  introduced  the  new  pastors,  staff  members  and  their 
wives  who  have  come  into  our  association  since  the  last  session:  Rev.  Ray  Woody, 
Wayside;  Rev.  Alfred  Miller,  Lakeview  Mission;  Rev.  J.  L.  Bryson,  Jr.,  Newton, 
First;  Rev.  Alfred  Bishop,  Providence;  Rev.  William  Bell,  Sweetwater;  Rev. 
Frank  Robinson,  Temple;  Rev.  Wayne  Ham,  Associate  Pastor,  Education- Youth, 
Hickory,  First ;  Lowell  Dotson,  Minister  of  Music  and  Education,  Highland ;  Benny 
Frady,  Director  of  Music,  Sandy  Ridge;  Clarence  Roberts,  Director  of  Music, 
Corinth;  Miss  Nancy  Hildebrand,  Director  of  Music  and  Youth,  Central. 
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6.  The  Moderator  recognized  visitors  from  outside  the  association.  They  were 
Eev.  and  Mrs.  S.  M.  Stroupe  from  Catawba  Eiver  Association.  V.  H,  White,  Chair- 
man of  Registration,  reported  124  messengers  and  43  visitors  from  30  churches  al- 
ready registered. 

7.  Rev.  J.  Louis  Price,  acting  chairman  of  the  Membership  committee,  presented 
their  report  recommending  that  Oxford  and  Winkler's  Grove  (coming  by  letter 
from  the  Caldwell  Association)  be  accepted  into  the  fellowship  of  our  association 
and  this  was  adopted.  A  letter  was  read  by  Rev.  Fred  Hicks,  pastor  of  Winkler's 
Grove,  written  to  the  Caldwell  Association  executive  committee  as  follows:

Baptist  Church  voted  to  seek  admission  to  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association. 
The  reasons  given  for  such  a  move  were  the  geographical  location  of  our  Church 
being  on  the  outskirts  of  Hickory  and  well  in  said  associational  territory  and  also 
the  easy  convenience  offered  our  church  in  closer  associational  fellowship. 

We  also  voted  unamiously  to  send  you  our  warmest  expression  of  love  and  ap- 
preciation for  the  fine  fellowship  we  have  had  during  the  last  thirty-one  years. 

Through  such  action  it  is  our  desire  to  strengthen  God 's  work  in  our  world 
today. 

A  copy  of  this  letter  will  be  presented  to  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association 
as  we  humbly  seek  admittance. ' '

The  Moderator  extended  the  welcome  to  the  messengers  from  Winkler's  Grove 
Church  (the  messengers  from  Oxford  not  being  present). 

8.  The  Nominating  committee  report  was  presented  by  Rev.  Wayne  Riddle, 
acting  chairman,  and  these  were  elected  as  contained  in  this  issue. 

9.  In  order  to  be  certain  that  the  Winkler 's  Grove  messengers  had  been  properly 
seated  a  motion  was  adopted  that  the  delegates  from  Winkler 's  Grove  and  Oxford 
churches  be  properly  seated. 

10.  Dr.  J.  Roy  Robinson,  chairman  of  Evangelism,  gave  his  report  showing  a 
gain  of  158  baptisms  this  year. 

11.  Frelon  W.  Broome,  chairman  of  the  Finance  committee,  gave  their  report 
showing  the  Treasurer 's  report,  the  suggested  goals  of  support  from  the  churches 
and  also  the  budget  for  this  year  (as  contained  in  this  issue).  These  were  adopted. 

12.  Rev.  T.  W.  Nelson,  director  of  Central  Training  School,  encouraged  full 
participation  from  all  the  churches  in  the  1966  school  to  be  held  at  Viewmont. 

13.  Following  singing  of  the  Hymn,  ' '  Hark,  the  Voice  of  Jesus  Calling ' ',  a 
panel  composed  of  Rev.  James  Rowles,  Sunday  School  superintendent;  Max  Smith, 
Training  Union  director;  Donald  Greene,  Brotherhood  president;  Harold  Craig, 
Music  director;  Mrs.  Robert  Boatwright,  W.M.U.  president;  and  moderated  by  Rev. 
Charles  Ledford,  gave  a  very  effective  presentation  of  the  work  of  these  organiza- 
tions with  questions  also  coming  from  the  floor.  J.  Edwin  Bullock,  associate  in  the 
State  Brotherhood  dept.,  also  participated. 

14.  Rev.  T.  A.  Lineberger  of  South  Mountain  Baptist  Camp  was  recognized  for 
a  brief  report. 

15.  Registration  at  noon  was  143  messengers  and  57  visitors  from  30  churches. 
(Heavy  rain  fell  at  times  throughout  the  day.) 
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16.  Following  a  message  in  song  by  a  quartet  of  ministers  of  music,  Uev. 
James  R..  Bowles,  of  Penelope  Church,  brought  the  annual  sermon  using  as  his 
topic,  ' '  Let 's  Face  It. ' '  Rev,  J.  Louis  Price  gave  the  benediction. 

17.  A  bountiful  lunch  Avas  served  by  the  host  church  at  noon. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON 

18.  Following  singing  of  the  Hymn,  ' '  I  Love  to  Tell  the  Story, ' '  with  Udean 
Burke  leading,  Rev.  Frank  Robinson  read  Scripture  from  John  3:14-18  and  led  in 
prayer  (remembering  the  Dr.  Perry  Crouch  family — Mrs.  Crouch's  step-mother's 
funeral  service  being  conducted  this  afternoon  at  Corinth  church  in  our  associa- 
tion). 

19.  No  business  was  presented  at  this  time  set  on  the  program. 

20.  With  the  Vice-Moderator,  Rev.  Charles  Ledford,  presiding,  the  College 
representatives  were  recognized  wdth  Rev.  L.  H.  Hollingsworth  of  Wake  Forest  and 
Bob  Melvin  of  Mars  Hill  speaking. 

21.  A  panel  on  the  work  of  our  Institutions  and  Agencies  in  North  Carolina  was 
moderated  by  Rev.  0.  J.  Hagler  of  the  Division  of  Stewardship  Promotion,  with 
C.  W.  Bazeniore,  Biblical  Recorder;  Rev.  Roger  Williams  and  Dr.  Ted  Chandler, 
Children's  Homes;  Albert  A.  Young,  Baptist  Foundation;  Gary  Harthcock,  Fruit- 
laud;  and  Chaplain  Kenneth  Burnette,  Baptist  Hospital;  participating.  After  a 
brief  presentation  by  each  member  of  the  panel,  questions  w^re  asked  from  the 
floor.  This  proved  to  be  a  very  informative  presentation. 

22.  After  singing  the  Hymn,  ' '  From  Ocean  to  Ocean, ' '  the  registrar  reported 
144  messengers  and  66  visitors  from  30  churches  enrolled. 

23.  After  Lowell  Dotson  sang  ' '  Christ  Is  the  Hope  of  the  World, ' '  Rev.  Albert 
A.  Young  recognized  Mrs.  Howard  Ford  and  introduced  Dr.  Howard  Ford,  presi- 
dent of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  Dr.  Ford  challenged  us 
to  "march  with  Christ"  in  this  world  today.  Rev.  E.  F.  Sullivan  gave  the 
benediction. 

THURSDAY  EVENING 

24.  The  evening  session  began  at  7:30  at  Central  Church  with  the  singing  of 
the  Hymn,  ' '  Jesus  Shall  Reign  Where  'er  the  Sun. ' '  Rev.  Alfred  Miller  led  in  the 
responsive  Reading  of  the  Scripture     World  Missions"  and  led  in  prayer. 

25.  Total  registration  for  the  day  was  154  messengers  and  126  visitors.  Ap- 
proximately 146  persons  attended  the  evening  session. 

26.  Choir  members  from  eight  of  the  churches,  dressed  in  foreign  dress, 
presented  the  missionary  cantata,  ''The  Greatest  Story  Yet  Untold"  composed  and 
arranged  by  Eugene  L.  Clark.  J.  Harold  Craig  directed  the  choir  and  Ellis  Green- 
way  gave  the  narrations.  Miss  Nellie  Pruitt  was  pianist  and  Mrs.  Willard  Wyeoff, 
organist.  Rev.  Wayne  Ham  led  the  benediction. 

FRIDAY  MORNING 

27.  The  Friday  morning  session  began  at  Central  Church  Avith  Charles  Justice 
leading  the  singing  of  ''The  Church's  One  Foundation".  Mrs.  Willard  Wycoff 
Avas  organist  and  Miss  Martha  Eggers,  pianist.  Rev.  William  Bell  read  Scripture 
from  Isaiah  52  and  led  in  prayer.  Rev.  Gerald  Goodwin  gave  a  cordial  Avelcome 
to  those  present. 
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28.  Eev.  Ivoy  Beals  led  in  a  menioria]  service  for  the  deceased  luenibers  of  the 
churches.  He  Avas  assisted  by  the  Ministers  of  Music  quartet. 

29.  During  the  business  session  the  report  of  tlie  Place  and  Preacher  Committee, 
J.  T.  Vanhorn  acting  chairman,  was  ado])ted  to  meet  on  the  First  day,  morning 
and  afternoon  at  Viewniont;  Evening  of  First  day  and  Morning  of  the  second  day 
at  Providence.  Rev,  Harold  Savell  will  preach  the  annual  sermon  and  Rev.  Alfred 
Miller  is  the  alternate. 

30.  Frelon  W.  Broome,  acting  as  chairman  of  the  Resolutions  committee  in 
the  absence  of  A.  H.  Field  who  is  out  of  town  on  business,  presented  their  report 
which  was  adopted  as  contained  in  this  issue. 

31.  Rev.  Harold  Savell,  chairman  of  a  special  committee  appointed  through  the 
association  executive  committee,  to  study  the  temporary  relocation  of  the  associa- 
tion office,  presented  their  report  which  was  adopted  as  follows: 

Your  Special  Committee  pertaining  to  the  re-location  of  our  Associational 
Office  brings  these  recommendations: 

(1)  That  this  body  of  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association  meeting  on  the  22nd 
day  of  October,  1965  express  our  appreciation  to  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Hickory  for  their  continuing  concern  and  generous  aid  to  our  Association  by 
providing  in  their  building  plans  an  office  for  our  Secretary  and  files. 

(2)  That  the  Association  rent  jointly  with  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hickory 
the  office  space  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Field 's  Insurance  Building  located 
at  345  First  Avenue,  NW,  in  Hickory.  The  cost  to  be  shared  with  the  Association 
paying  130.00  per  month  and  the  church  paying  $30.00  per  month.  And  that  this 
arrangement  be  continued  until  our  new  office  space  is  completed  or  other  arrange- 
ments be  made.

The  registra- 
tion report  showed  86  messengers  and  19  visitors  registered  from  25  churches. 

36.  A  motion  was  carried  to  express  appreciation  to  Miss  Helen  Cater,  Pro- 
motional Secretary,  Clerk. 

37.  Rev.  Albert  A.  Young  gave  a  history  in  recognition  of  ' '  Our  Tenth  An- 
niversary. ' '  A  motion  was  adopted  to  include  this  message  in  the  ' '  Minutes. ' ' 

38.  Rev.  Wayne  Riddle  presented  events  in  the  local  churches  during  the  past 
year,  showing  several  slides  of  many  of  these  events. 

39.  On  motior  to  defer  action  on  matters  referred  to  the  Resolutions  committee 
at  the  9:55  business  session  since  this  came  too  late  for  the  Resolution  committee 
to  act  was  adopted. 
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40.  After  the  Ministers  of  Music  quartet  sang,  <*Come,  Come  Ye  Saints,"  Rev. 
Connell  presented  Rev.  R.  Knolan  Benfield,  pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church  in 
Morganton,  who  brought  a  missionary  message  using  Scripture  from  Matthew  9. 
Rev.  W.  W.  Marr  led  the  closing  prayer. 

41.  A  bountiful  lunch  was  served  at  the  Longview  Recreation  Center.  Registra- 
tion for  Friday  was  88  messengers  and  20  visitors  from  26  churches.  The  weather 
on  Friday  was  fair  and  windy. 

42.  Total  registration  for  the  two  days  was  158  messengers  and  141  visitors, 
a  total  of  299  persons  from  32  churches. 


HIGHLIGHTS  AND  DELIGHTS  THE  PAST  TEN 
YEARS  IN  THERON  RANKIN  ASSOCIATION 


Presented  at  the  10th  annual  session — Not  intended  to  be  detailed  history 
By  Albert  A.  Young 

The  Catawba  River  Association  was  organized  November  16,  1827,  embracing 
most  of  Gaston,  Lincoln,  Catawba,  Caldwell  and  Burke  counties.  Delegates  from 
ten  churches,  after  due  deliberation,  met  and  organized  the  South  Fork  Association 
November  22,  1878  with  709  members.  In  1955  she  had  63  churches  and  nearly 
17,000  members.  In  1953  Brother  Fritz  Hemphill  and  I  talked  about  the  feasibility 
of  another  association.  This  was  discussed  by  the  Pastors,  the  Executive  Committee 
and  finally  on  November  6,  1955  a  special  session  of  the  association  was  called 
at  2:30  p.m.  with  First  Church,  Maiden  and  at  3:00  p.m.  a  new  association  was 
effected  with  26  churches.  The  name  Theron  Rankin  was  later  given  by  the 
Executive  Committee  in  grateful  memory  of  Dr.  Theron  Rankin,  former  secretary 
of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  The  accomplishments  of  the  intervening  decade 
afford  interesting  information. 

In  1955-56  we  look  at  some  highlights,  sidelights,  dim  lights  and  de-lights. 
Startown  Baptist  Church  became  a  reality  by  getting  her  second  wind.  Springs 
Road  Mission  under  the  leadership  of  Highland  Church  broke  ground  for  a  new 
building.  Have  you  ever  noted  the  dramatic  names  of  some  of  our  churches — Sweet- 
water, Wayside,  Providence,  Sandy  Ridge,  Mountain  Grove,  Startown,  Highland, 
Longview,  Fairbrook. 

Corinth  and  Providence  agreed  to  split  and  as  a  result  both  churches  became 
full-time.  North  Newton,  Hildebran,  First  and  West  Hickory  decided  to  take 
their  pastors  in  out  of  the  cold  and  so  built  ' '  manses  for  their  ministers. ' '  East 
Hickory  had  a  fire  and  burnt  the  mortgage  on  their  property.  Several  new  per- 
4  sonalities  appeared  in  our  association  in  1955-56:  Miss  Irene  Covington  at  First 
Church,  Hickory,  Miss  Janice  Edwards  at  West  Hickory,  Dr.  Robert  Crapps  at 
Temple,  T.  W.  Nelson  at  East  Hickory,  L.  V.  Connell  at  Mountain  Grove,  Gordon 
Taylor  at  Community,  J.  D.  Barber  at  Oxford  and  a  lady  then  known  as  Miss 
Gayle  Hutchinson  (now  Mrs.  Joe  Beckom)  came  to  Viewmont  as  their  first  full- 
time  Church  Secretary.  She  still  serves  there  and  is  the  epitome  of  dedication  and 
efficiency.  No  Pastor  ever  had  a  more  faithful  co-Avorker. 

We  saw  in  1955-56  that  we  would  make  it  as  an  association,  though  we  had 
given  the  South  Fork  Association  the  missionary,  his  home,  several  hundred  dollars 
in  money,  the  scholarship  fund  and  included  that  association  in  our  budget  for 
1956.  That  association  today  is  thriving  quite  well.  Two  noble  soldiers  retired 
from  the  pastorate  that  year  but  they  did  not  hang  up  their  swords  and  shields 
for  Brethren  E.  F.  Sullivan  and  J.  Louis  Price  still  preach  effective  sermons 
fraught  wdth  love,  maturity  and  understanding. 

1956-57 — After  14  years  as  pastor  of  First  Church,  Hickory,  Rev,  Knolan 
Benfield  resigned  and  went  to  Morganton — First  Church.  Highland  and  Providence 
Churches  completed  pastoriums.  Brethren  Bill  Elliott,  Olin  Hefner,  Harold 
Whitener,  M.  L.  Ross,  J.  Howard  Gates  and  Miss  Ruth  Durham  moved  into  our 
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midst.  Hickory,  First,  Temple  and  Viewmont  purchased  additional  property.  We 
baptized  631  people  and  gave  $718,405  to  all  causes  this  associational  year. 

1957-  58 — The  personnel  horizon  changed  in  our  churches.  The  blarny,  bubbling 
G.  Othell  Hand  came  to  the  pastorate  of  First  Baptist,  Hickory.  David  Byler 
and  Paul  Kercher  accompanied  him  to  the  same  church.  Fred  Lane  came  to  Pene- 
lope as  minister  of  jnusic  and  education.  Harry  Forbes  in  the  same  capacity  to 
First,  Newton.  Alex  Hegenbart  became  assistant  to  the  pastor  at  West  Hickory. 
There  was  an  apparent  need  for  even  more  ministers  so  Catawba  ordained  Robert 
W.  Morrow;  Hickory,  First,  Robert  Crapps;  Wayside,  Roy  Crnig;  West  Hickory, 
Alex  Hegenbart  and  Thomas  Atnip.  Brother  Matt  Hastings'  preaching  could  not 
be  contained  in  their  old  sanctuary  so  they  built  a  new  one  and  dedicated  it 
November  24,  1957.  Icard  Church  suffered  a  severe  fire.  It  Avas  thought  at  first 
to  have  started  from  a  spark  from  one  of  Olin  Hefner 's  sermons.  Viewmont  people 
were  ha^dng  to  sit  too  close  to  the  pastor  so  they  broke  ground  for  a  new  sanctuary. 
Penelope  was  surely  expecting  a  big  preacher  or  they  wanted  room  to  ' '  turn  him 
out  to  pasture,"  for  the  church  purchased  nearly  4  acres  of  land.  The  Central 
Training  School  broke  all  records  this  year  with  1688  enrolled,  an  average  atten- 
dance of  1318  and  1238  awards  were  granted. 

1958-  59 — We  are  now  aware  as  an  association,  that  we  have  made  some  ac- 
complishments and  yet  we  have  more  opportunities  tomorrow  than  we  have 
accomplishments  of  the  past.  The  congenial  Wayne  Riddle  became  pastor  at  Icard. 
Glamour,  beauty  and  quality  finally  came  to  First  Church,  Hickory  when  Miss 
Ann  Feltner  arrived  and  to  West  Hickory  when  Miss  Helen  Cater  became  their 
first  full-time  secretary.  The  multi-talented  Robert  Huff  came  to  Viewmont  as 
Minister  of  Youth  and  Education. 

On  November  16,  1958,  a  "Cedar  of  Lebanon"  fell  among  us.  He  was  the  son 
of  a  Baptist  minister,  educated  at  Wake  Forest  College  and  the  University  of 
Florida,  a  lawyer  of  high  repute,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  deacon,  trustee  of 
three  Baptist  institutions  and  a  Christian  gentleman  .  .  .  Brother  Thomas  P.  Pruitt. 

1959-  60 — One  of  the  best  preachers  and  surely  the  best  preacher-golfer  among 
us,  Fritz  D.  Hemphill,  pastor  of  West  Hickory  for  13  years,  resigned  to  become 
Director  of  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute.  The  militant  Frank  H.  Thomas  of 
First  Baptist  Church,  Poplarville,  Mississippi  succeeded  him. 

1960-  61 — Claremont  Church  erected  a  recreation  building.  In  view  of  the  many 
air  conditioning  installations  and  the  paraphrase  *  *  many  were  cold  and  a  few  were 
frozen, ' '  Conover,  First  installed  a  $15,000  gas  furnace.  Corinth  completed  a 
functional  two  story  educational  building.  Oakland  Heights,  Penelope  and  Springs 
Road  also  built  educational  buildings.  I  did  note  in  Penelope 's  architectural 
arrangement  that  the  kitchen  and  pastor 's  study  were  mentioned  as  being 
adjacent.  Hickory,  First  smoked  the  place  up  by  burning  a  note  cancelling  the  debt 
on  a  new  sanctuary  .  .  .  West  Hickory  purchased  property,  Newton,  First  began 
construction  on  a  half  million  dollar  building  program.  The  East  Hickory  mission 
at  Conover  became  an  organized  church,  Woodlawn.  Central  Baptist  Church  was 
born  at  the  hands  of  Hildebran,  First.  Unity  Church  became  a  reality  this  year 
also.  We  baptized  only  467  people  but  we  gave  a  total  of  |823,333  for  one  of  our 
better  years  but  not  the  best  one.  The  associational  office  was  opened  February 
15,  1961  Avith  Miss  Helen  Cater  as  secretary. 
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1961-  62 — Someone  evidently  yelled  ''the  Indians  are  coming"  for  there  was  a 
general  exodus  from  our  association.  Herman  Minyard,  H.  L.  Scronce,  E.  H.  Hol- 
lifield,  J.  D.  Compton,  Howard  Gates,  Al  Melnick,  Miss  Ann  Feltner,  Carl  H.  Lee 
and  G.  Othel  Hand  all  resigned.  Two  stabilizers  came  on  the  scene  however,  in  the 
persons  of  J.  Eoy  Eobinson  and  Harold  Craig.  Highland  Church  observed  her 
golden  anniversary  and  in  keeping  with  the  occasion,  extended  a  call  to  a  golden 
haired  preacher,  Eoy  Beals.  It  is  noteworthy  that  percentage  wise,  Brookford 
consistently  leads  our  association  in  gifts  to  missions.  Lakeview  Mission  began 
services  on  January  7,  1962. 

1962-  63 — Grace  Church,  Dexter  Couch,  pastor,  fell  from  Grace  during  the  year 
changing  her  name  to  Fairbrook.  Charles  Justice  came  to  Viewmont  Church  as 
full-time  Minister  of  Music  in  August,  1963. 

I  can  hear  this  preacher's  preacher  now  as  he  called  on  Monday  or  Tuesday 
morning,  ''Brother  Albert,  how  many  in  Sunday  School  last  Sunday? — Well,  I'll 
tell  you  Brother,  we  can't  make  them  come;  we  can  visit  them  and  love  them." 
Genesis  says  death  is  punishment  .  .  .  science  says  it  is  a  law  of  nature  .  .  .  Jesus 
says  it  is  the  gate  through  which  one  passes  into  eternal  life.  Verily  we  believe 
Brother  Jack  Murphy  has  simply  gone  into  another  room  to  await  our  arrival. 

1963-  64 — Eev.  James  E.  Eowles  became  Pastor  at  Penelope  January  1,  1964.  A 
splendid  spirit  prevailed  among  our  churches  as  was  evidenced  in  the  simultaneous 
crusade  voth  88  additions  by  baptism  and  43  by  letter.  The  "foreigners"  came 
to  see  us  when  15  missionaries  came  to  help  us  in  our  Central  Training  School. 
Here  we  had  another  exodus  of  pastors.  W.  E.  Melvin,  Perry  Smith,  V.  C.  Martin, 
James  Lee,  J.  C.  Hill  and  Harold  Tester. 

1964-  65 — Midway  Mission,  under  the  sponsorship  of  Highland  Church  became 
Oxford  Baptist  Church,  May  16,  1965.  North  Newton  began  construction  of  a  new 
building  at  a  new  location.  Oyama  paid  her  debt  and  is  planning  more  building. 
West  Hickory,  Hickory,  First,  Highland  and  Viewmont  ' '  covered  up  a  lot  of  stuff ' ' 
the  past  year  when  they  paved  their  parking  areas.  Eev.  Harold  Blankenship  was 
appointed  associate  missionary  by  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  to  Libya,  North 
Africa  where  he  and  his  family  are  now  serving. 

Our  association  began  with  26  churches,  we  now  have  34  churches  and 
one  mission.  The  highest  number  of  baptisms  came  in  1956-57  with  631;  the 
highest  year  of  tithes  and  offerings  1964-65  with  $1,087,999.  During  all  these 
changes,  choices,  decisions,  six  men  have  remained  steadfastly  "by  the  stuff." 
W.  W.  Marr,  Matt  Hastings,  W.  C.  Laney,  E.  L,  Ball,  Berry  Lafone  and  jour 
speaker.  But  you  don 't  know  but  what  they  have  had  the  privilege  of  being  turned 
down  by  some  of  the  best  churches  in  North  Carolina. 

In  the  face  of  achievements  and  failures,  let  us  be  honest  with  God  and  our- 
selves and  tell  Him  not  how  good  we  are  but  how  bad,  not  what  we  have  achieved 
but  where  we  have  failed,  not  how  much  we  love  but  how  much  we  don't  love,  and 
not  what  we  have  given  but  what  we  have  kept. 
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AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

Mrs.  a.  C.  Ogren 

The  American  Bible  Society's  goal  of  distributing  75  million  Scriptures  an- 
nually by  1966  has  progressed  toward  fulfillment  as  the  society  closed  1964  with 
a  world-wide  distribution  of  48,675,617.  This  record  circulation  was  made 
possible  through  increased  support  of  more  than  55  denominations  in  the  mission 
fields  of  the  churches.  As  their  partner  in  evangelistic  endeavors,  at  home  and 
abroad,  the  American  Bible  Society  supplies  all  churches  with  the  printed  copies 
of  God's  word  they  must  have  to  win  lives  for  Jesus  Christ.  "God's  Word  for  a 
New  Age"  is  being  supplied  to  men  in  131  countries  in  the  language  and  dialects 
of  today.  In  observance  of  their  150th  anniversary,  churches  are  being  urged  to 
designate  1966  as  their  year  of  the  Bible.  Church  support  for  1964  included  gifts 
of  $1,186,960  from  more  than  55  United  States  denominations,  an  increase  of 
$66,683  over  1963.  Of  this.  Southern  Baptist  with  a  membership  of  10,393,039 
gave  $190,334  to  the  American  Bible  Society.  The  good  news  of  God's  work  for 
a  new  age  continues  to  travel  around  the  world.  Your  gifts  enable  the  American 
Bible  Society  to  continue  the  all-important  work  of  Christian  outreach  hand  in 
hand  with  the  churches,  at  the  same  time,  helping  them  to  meet  their  needs  for 
translations.

ANNUITY  BOARD 

G.  W.  DeHart 

THE  LIFE  BENEFIT  PLAN:  The  Life  Benefit  Plan  was  inaugurated  on 
October  1,  1964  to  meet  the  need  for  supplemental  life  protection  for  our  pastors 
and  denominational  employees,  and  has  already  achieved  phenomenal  success  with 
more  than  ten  thousand  active  participants.  It  affords  protection  ranging  from 
ten  to  thirty  thousand  dollars  for  death  under  age  46  with  graduated  benefits  there- 
after for  dues  of  $3.34  to  $10.00  per  month.  It  is  still  open  for  membership. 

THE  HEALTH  BENEFIT  PLAN :  The  health  benefit  plan  is  an  all-inclusive 
program  of  hospital,  surgical  and  major-medical  protection  which  went  into  effect 
on  October  1,  1965.  Our  group  elected  to  go  into  this  plan  on  September  1,  1965. 
Others  wishing  to  enter,  may  do  so  by  December  1,  1965. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Annuity  Board  in  1918,  almost  47  million  dollars 
have  been  paid  in  relief  and  annuity  benefits  to  the  men  and  women  of  God  who 
serve  Southern  Baptists.  In  1964  alone,  million  was  paid  out  to  ministers  and 
denominational  workers  or  their  families. 

Today  more  than  16,352  churches  are  in  the  Protection  Program  for  their 
pastors.  Approximately  10,000  of  these  churches  are  paying  the  total  10%  dues. 
Their  are  more  than  25,000  members  in  the  Annuity  Board 's  retirement  plans. 

There  are  seven  states  with  70%  or  more  of  the  churches  in  the  plan.  At  the 
present  time.  North  Carolina  has  46%  of  the  churches  in  the  Protection  Program 
for  ministers.  21  of  our  churches  in  Theron  Eankin  are  participating  in  the 
Protection  Plan. 
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Rev.  Guy  Cain  is  jointly  employed  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention 
and  the  Annuity  Board.  He  promotes  the  Board 's  total  program  of  protection  by 
trying  to  enlist  all  pastors,  churches  and  denominational  employees  who  are  not 
enrolled  in  the  program  in  North  Carolina.  He  works  to  help  those  who  are  in  the 
program  to  better  understand  the  protection  they  have.  For  further  information, 
write  the  Annuity  Board,  511  North  Akard,  Dallas,  Texas,  75201,  or  Eev.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  INC. 

E.  Ted  Chandler,  M.D. 

The  care  of  dependent,  neglected  and  homeless  children  is  the  central  mission 
of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina.  In  addition  to  providing  care 
for  children  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Homes  to  join  hands  with  other  Christian 
forces  to  strengthen  wholesome.  Christian  family  life  throughout  the  state.  Our 
people  have  supported  this  ministry  in  a  most  generous  and  commendable  way. 

Our  Homes  are  serving  as  many  people  who  need  our  help  as  possible.  They  are 
dependent  upon  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  support.  Every  gift,  however  small  or 
large,  is  appreciated  and  is  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  given.  Income 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  is  becoming  increasingly  important. 

The  Thanksgiving  Offering  of  last  year  is  approaching  three  hundred  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($310,000.00)  and  is  the  largest  ever  given.  This  suggests  that 
our  people  welcome  an  opportunity  to  support  the  "helping  ministries"  of  the 
church  which  are  close  to  the  heart  of  our  Lord. 

Two  estates  have  made  possible  two  very  fine  buildings  which  have  just  been 
completed  on  the  Mills  Home  campus.  Income  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Leland  J.  Sadler  of  Anderson,  South  Carolina,  was  used  to  build  a  library.  An 
addition  to  the  church  was  financed  from  the  estate  of  Robert  M.  Idol  and  Lela 
Idol  of  Winston-Salem.  These  buildings  will  fill  a  most  useful  purpose  in  the  edu- 
cational and  religious  life  of  the  Mills  Home  family. 

There  is  a  growing  need  for  good  Christian  foster  homes  in  which  children 
needing  this  kind  of  care  can  live.  Many  families  are  finding  much  happiness  and 
a  great  opportunity  for  service  in  earing  for  foster  children. 

The  need  for  a  home  in  the  western  part  of  the  state,  more  adequately  to  serve 
the  people  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  has  been  discussed  in  various  meet- 
ings and  conferences.  The  possibility  of  such  a  home  is  meeting  with  genuine 
interest  and  enthusiasm.  Attention  is  currently  being  given  to  a  suitable  location. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Children's 
Homes  are  committed  to  the  task  of  maintaining  a  Christian  program  of  child 
care — a  program  that  will  merit  the  undivided  support  and  loyalty  of  our  people 
and  that  will  bring  honor  to  our  Lord.  To  that  end  it  is  our  purpose  to  meet,  as 
effectively  as  possible,  the  challenges  of  our  day. 

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

James  F.  Graham 

It  has  been  a  joy  and  blessing  to  serve  as  your  Hospital  Representative  for 
the  past  two  years.  I  have  found  a  great  need  to  support  our  Mother's  Day  offer- 
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ing  than  ever  before.  I  wish  to  thank  each  person  for  supporting  the  work  of  our 
Baptist  Hospital.  Although  some  of  us  fell  below  what  we  did  last  year  in  our 
association,  the  total  giving  to  the  Mother's  Day  offering  increased  by  $600.00. 

More  than  35,000  sick  people  were  seen  in  the  clinics  of  our  Medical  Center  in 
Winston-Salem  last  year,  and  more  than  19,000  were  hospitalized  for  bed  care. 
These  sick  people  came  from  all  sections  of  our  state,  out  of  all  kinds  of  financial 
circumstances,  and  with  almost  every  type  of  serious  disease  and  sickness  known 
to  man.  Most  of  them  were  sent  by  their  local  doctors,  because  they  had  problems 
which  were  difficult  of  diagnosis  or  treatment,  and  needed  specialized  facilities 
and  skills  such  as  those  found  at  our  Baptist  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  sick  people  who  were  served,  there  were  more  than  700 
persons  in  training  in  the  various  fields  of  medical  care  and  Christian  service. 
These  students  were  studying  in  ten  different  schools,  and  in  other  fields  of  train- 
ing in  our  Medical  Center,  and  will  go  out  to  serve  as  physicians,  nurses,  tech- 
nicians, pastors  and  other  Christian  workers,  in  our  communities  and  churches 
throughout  North  Carolina  and  on  our  mission  fields  around  the  world.  These 
schools  offer  excellent  opportunities,  and  they  are  interested  in  qualified  Baptist 
young  people  who  wish  to  invest  their  lives  in  useful  service  to  their  fellowman 
and  in  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

The  ministry  of  our  hospital  to  people  who  are  seriously  ill  and  in  meager 
circumstances  lies  at  the  very  heart  of  its  total  work.  All  of  our  Mother's  Day 
offerings  are  used  for  this  purpose  and  when  the  doctors  have  given  their  skilled 
services  without  charge  to  these  patients,  and  the  money  available  from  all  other 
sources  is  added,  every  dollar  we  give  is  multiplied  nine  times  over  in  free  service 
to  those  who  need  help. 

It  is  a  high  privilege  for  us  in  our  churches  to  minister  in  the  name  of  the 
Great  Physician,  through  our  hospital,  to  these  multitudes  who  are  sick.  It  will  be 
a  welcome  voice  when  the  King  shall  come  in  His  glory  and  we  can  hear  Him 
say:  "Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father;  for  I  was  sick  and  ye  visited  me." 

BROTHERHOOD  REPORT

BROTHERHOOD  exists  for  the  purpose  of  helping  the  church  achieve  its 
missions  tasks,  BROTHERHOOD  is  an  educational  organization  with  distinctive 
objectives  and  ministries.  It  fulfills  a  role  assigned  only  to  this  group  in  the  work 
of  the  church  as  it  majors  upon  missionary  education  and  missions  promotion. 

BROTHERHOOD  is  a  fellowship  of  Baptist  men,  members  of  the  church, 
organized  to  advance  the  cause  of  Christ  through  a  program  of  missionary  educa- 
tion and  missions  promotion  designed  to  inform,  motivate  and  involve  men  in  the 
missions  tasks  of  the  church. 

BROTHERHOOD  is  responsible  for  missionary  education  for  men,  young  men, 
and  boys  in  our  churches,  which  is  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  this  day.  Its  study 
program  is  designed  to  interest  and  challenge  the  men  and  boys  of  the  church  in 
becoming  mission-minded  Baptists.  It  permeates  such  major  areas  as  Christian 
witnessing  and  personal  stewardship  as  they  vitally  relate  to  missions  in  the  com- 
munity, state,  nation  and  world. 
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BEOTHERHOOD  OBJECTIVES  ARE  TO  LEAD  MEX  TO— 

1.  A  deeper  commitment  to  missions. 

2.  A  more  meaningful  prayer  life  for  missions. 

3.  A  larger  stewardship  on  behalf  of  missions. 

4.  A  personal  involvement  in  missions. 

The  BROTHERHOOD  held  four  Associational  meetings  during  the  year; 
namely, 

1.  Two-night  Workshop  for  all  officers,  conducted  by  Associational  officers  in 
October  with  42  from  13  churches  enrolled; 

2.  Royal  Ambassador  Conclave  in  November  with  380  from  27  churches  at- 
tending ; 

3.  Baptist  Men's  Rally  in  March;  and 

4.  Men  and  Boy's  Rally  in  August. 

In  addition  the  Associational  officers  aided  in  the  organization  oi  a  new 
BROTHERHOOD  at  Oakland  Heights. 

The  First  Church,  Hickory  was  host  to  the  State  BROTHERHOOD  Convention 
and  Royal  Ambassador  Congress  in  April.  The  theme  was  ' '  Men  Magnifying  iheir 
Mission."'  Over  1,200  men  and  boys  attended  this  outstanding  event. 

CENTRAL  TRAINING  SCHOOL

All  of  the  churches  of  our  association  vrere  reached  and  the  enrollment  of  the 
school  was  1,080  with  688  awards  being  earned  during  the  week. 

This  year  our  school  Vvill  follow  the  theme  of  '  ■  Music  in  Our  Churches. ' '  We 
will  have  Paul  Bobbitt,  Sas  Adams,  R-ay  Conner  from  ZSashville,  Tennessee,  along 
with  Joe  Stroud  of  Raleigh  to  lead  us  in  this  phase  of  our  work  along  v.ith  the 
help  of  our  local  ministers  of  music.  Plans  also  call  for  age-group  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  leadership  courses. 

May  we  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  each  of  you  for  your  help  in  the 
past  and  may  God  bless  you  as  we  continue  to  work  together  to  become  better 
workers  for  the  advancement  of  the  ''Kingdom  of  God." 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION

The  year  of  1964-65  has  been  of  record  enrollment  for  the  seven  Baptist  col- 
leges of  North  Carolina.  This  record  enrollment  has  been  reflected  in  the  great 
effort  of  our  colleges  to  provide  for  thousands  who  have  been  knocking  at  their 
doors.  Many  students  have  been  turned  away  because  of  inadequate  facilities. 
CJosts  of  ox^eration  and  expansion  continue  to  run  higher  year  after  year  because 
of  the  demands  for  this  type  of  education.  The  finances  for  these  costs  come  from 
tuition  and  fees  from  the  students,  from  endowments  and  gifts  of  individuals,  or 
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businesses  and  from  gifts  through  our  Cooperative  Program  and  the  Baptist  State 
Convention.  As  Baptists  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Association,  we  should  take  our 
colleges  more  seriously  and  increase  our  support  of  them,  both  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  the  special  day  offering  on  Father's  Day  in  June.  We 
believe  in  Christian  Education  and  we  are  convinced  that  we  can  do  our  maximum 
work  through  trained  leadership  which  comes  from  our  colleges.  Christian  Educa- 
tion should  be  encouraged  in  our  churches  and  in  our  homes  as  a  vital  part  of  the 
total  denominational  program. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE

There  is  a  moral  and  economic  revolution  of  unprecedented  proportions  taking 
place  in  our  nation  today.  It  is  reflected  in  every  area  of  life  either  directly  or 
indirectly  and  is  seen  in  sharp  focus  in  race  relations,  moral  issues,  war  on  poverty, 
emphasis  on  education  and  the  sinister  forces  of  evil  that  seek  to  invade  our 
homes  and  community.  This  latter  concern  is  seen  clearly  in  a  growing  traffic 
of  obscene  literature,  and  alarming  increase  in  the  consumption  of  alcohol,  a  rise 
in  juvenile  delinquency,  the  ceaseless  barrage  of  magnifying  sex  and  the  increase 
in  the  divorce  rate.  These  matters  so  glaringly  present  are  evidence  of  a  moral 
revolution. 

Recognizing  this  fact,  we  must  be  reminded  that  the  Christian  Gospel  -is  a 
complete  message  to  deal  with  every  situation  of  all  humankind.  It  is  the  message 
of  salvation,  grace,  love,  mercy  and  justice  for  all  men.  We  must  ever  remember 
and  practice  this  truth  in  the  face  of  our  national  and  world  problems. 

In  the  past  two  months  the  Chritsian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  has  made  a  depth  study  of  gambling  and  the  alcohol  menace  in  an 
effort  to  intelligently  deal  with  these  moral  sores  and  to  bring  the  power  of  the 
Christian  Gospel  to  bear  upon  them. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Christian  Life  Commission  to  lead  all  of  our  people  to 
match  Christian  profession  with  Christian  behavior.  Only  when  the  two  are 
equated  can  this  moral  revolution  be  guided  to  wholesome  ends,  and  God's  people 
can  bring  honor  to  His  Name. 

CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE

Each  year  millions  of  copies  of  a  large  variety  of  publications  are  distributed 
by  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  age  group  in  the 
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Sunday  school,  the  Training  Union,  and  the  Music  Ministry.  In  addition  to  these, 
a  number  of  specialized  magazines,  such  as  Home  Life,  Church  Administration, 
Quarterly  Review,  and  others  are  printed.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and 
Brotherhood  also  publish  materials  for  their  constituencies. 

With  such  an  abundance  of  instructive  information  for  organization,  doctrine, 
and  missions.  Baptists  should  be  the  best  informed  people  of  the  world.  The  Bible 
says,  '  *  To  whom  much  is  given,  much  is  required. ' '

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM

Churches  in  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  reported  27,346 
baptisms  in  1963  and  29,725  baptisms  in  1964 — a  gain  of  2,379  or  9%.  Churches 
in  the  Theron  Rankin  Association  reported  365  baptisms  in  1963  and  342  baptisms 
in  1964 — a  loss  of  23,  This  year  the  churches  in  our  association  reported  500 
baptisms — a  gain  of  158  in  1964. 

The  theme  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  the  year  1966  is, 
"Proclamation  and  Witness."  In  our  association  this  theme  actually  begins  October 
the  first  with  the  new  associational  year. 

The  President  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  Dr.  Wayne  Dehoney,  says: 
^'The  major  issue  facing  us  is  whether  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  as  the 
largest  Protestant  denomination,  is  going  to  accept  its  role  and  launch  the  great- 
est evangelistic  thrust  in  history."  No  informed  child  of  God  would  argue  with 
Dr.  Dehoney  about  this  being  the  "major  issue"  before  us.  The  purpose  of  our 
theme  for  the  year  ahead  is  to  help  get  us  aimed  and  moving  toward  this  objective. 

The  evangelistic  thrust  needed  now  waits  not  on  new  methods  but  on  new  men. 
Men  and  women  who  have  been  made  new  in  Christ  Jesus  and  are  totally  committed 
and  surrendered  to  Jesus  Christ  in  mind,  body  and  soul.  Materials  and  programs 
that  are  available  to  the  churches  from  our  denomination  but  each  church  should 
decide  on  the  objective  and  course  it  is  convinced  the  Holy  Spirit  has  appointed  for 
it  to  pursue  in  its  witness  for  Christ  in  the  community  and  the  world  today.  Mate- 
rials and  helps  in  the  work  of  evangelism  may  be  requested  as  needed  from  the 
Division  of  Evangelism,  Baptist  State  Convention,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

We,  as  Christians,  must  never  forget  the  words  of  Jesus,  "As  the  Father  hath 
sent  me,  even  so,  send  I  you."  Are  you  as  a  Christian  doing  your  part  in  telling 
the  story? 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  association  held  its  quarterly  meetings  on 
schedule  during  the  past  year.  No  special  meetings  were  called.  The  meetings 
were  held  at  First  Church,  Hickory  and  attendance  was  good  with  an  average  of 
33  members  present  at  each  meeting  representing  19.2  churches.  Meetings  were 
opened  with  the  singing  of  a  hymn.  Scripture  reading  and  prayer.  The  Moderator 
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presided  at  each  meeting  and  the  Clerk  recorded  the  minutes.  The  following  is  a 
brief  summary  of  the  actions  of  the  body. 

The  reports  of  the  organizations  were  given  at  each  meeting  and  are  contained 
in  their  report  in  this  issue  of  the  Minutes. 

November  24,  1964:  The  Ordination  committee,  after  having  examined  Terry 
Brooks  of  Viewmont,  recommended  his  ordination.  Evangelism  committee  reported 
many  churches  having  had  good  revivals  in  the  Fall.  An  Evangelism  Clinic  was 
held  at  the  November  Pastor's  Conference  with  Dr.  Hopkins  leading.  A  request 
for  pastoral  aid  from  the  State  Convention  for  Midway  Mission  was  approved. 
Upon  request  from  the  Stewardship  Division  of  the  State  Convention,  the  group 
voted  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  man  to  represent  Stewardship  and  the  Co- 
operative Program. 

February  2,  1965:  The  Evangelism  Committee  reported  that  they  had  in- 
vestigated the  possibility  of  having  services  on  the  streets  of  Hickory.  After 
talking  with  proper  authorities,  the  idea  was  dropped.  Miscellaneous  Business: 
Frelon  Broome  informed  the  group  that  the  First  Church  of  Hickory  was  includ- 
ing in  their  new  building  a  room  for  the  Association  Office  and  asked  for  the 
feeling  of  the  group  on  the  matter.  After  discussion,  the  Moderator  was  asked  to 
appoint  a  committee  to  study  all  phases,  the  cost  of  land,  building  and  operating 
expenses  for  a  building  of  our  own,  and  report  back  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
The  Moderator  announced  appointment  of  Heath  Marsh  as  representative  of 
Stewardship  and  Co-operative  Program  for  the  association.  On  recommendation 
from  the  Baptist  Pastor's  Conference  the  Executive  Committee  endorsed  and 
encouraged  attendance  at  the  rally  in  March  at  Gardner- Webb  College  when  Dr. 
Billy  Graham  speaks.  Dr.  J.  Roy  Robinson,  Rev.  James  Rowles  and  Rev.  Gerald 
Goodwin  are  on  the  planning  committee. 

May  18,  1965:  Rev.  Roy  Beals  reported  for  the  Ordination  Committee  that 
this  committee  had  examined  George  Harris,  III,  of  West  Hickory  for  the  Gospel 
ministry;  the  Ordination  service  to  be  held  Sunday,  May  25th,  at  West  Hickory. 
G.  S.  Robinson  reported  that  the  Trustees  recommended  the  two  scholarships  be 
given  to  James  E.  Robinson,  Temple  Church,  and  to  Miss  Sylvia  Byrd,  Sandy  Ridge. 
A  motion  was  adopted  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  Trustee  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  of  Rev.  Jack  Falls.  Rev.  Charles  Ledford  was  appointed.  The  Moderator  an- 
nounced that  he  had  appointed  a  committee  to  study  the  Association  Ofl&ce  as 
follows:  Rev.  Carl  Helms,  Chmn.,  R«v.  Harold  Savell,  Donald  E.  Greene.  This 
committee  recommended  that  we  accept  the  space  offered  by  the  First  Church, 
Hickory.  This  was  adopted.  The  committee  is  to  continue  with  plans  to  heat  and 
air  condition  the  ofi&ce.  The  request  of  Donald  Greene  to  be  relieved  of  his  duties 
on  the  Nominating  committee  since  he  heads  the  Brotherhood  organization  was 
accepted  and  Rev.  Wayne  Riddle  was  elected  to  fill  this  position. 

August  17,  1965:  G.  S.  Robinson,  Chmn.  of  the  Trustees,  reported  that  checks 
had  been  sent  for  the  two  scholarships  granted  this  year.  Frelon  Broome,  Chair- 
man of  the  Finance  committee,  presented  in  mimeographed  form,  the  proposed 
budget  for  the  coming  year  amounting  to  $10,022,00  which  Avas  approved.  Dr. 
J.  Roy  Robinson,  Chairman  of  Evangelism,  announced  an  area  Evangelism  Clinic 
to  be  held  September  29  at  Hickory,  First  Church.  Rev.  Carl  Helms,  chairman  of 
the  Nominating  committee,  presented  the  recommendation  of  officers  for  the  new 
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year  which  were  approved  to  be  presented  at  the  annual  meeting  for  election. 
Announcement  was  made  that  an  over-night  Youth  Eetreat  would  be  held  Aug. 
27-28  at  South  Mountain  Baptist  Camp.  A  motion  was  adopted  that  Rev.  Alfred 
Miller  serve  on  the  Central  Training  School  Committee  to  replace  Rev.  Harold 
Blankenship.  After  discussion  of  the  Group  Hospital  Insurance  Plan,  a  motion 
was  adopted  that  we  transfer  our  present  plan  to  the  Annuity  Board,  S.  B.  C.  Plan. 
The  present  Life  Insurance  Plan  is  to  be  continued. 

The  Clerk  and  Moderator  have  complete  minutes  of  the  above  meetings  on  file.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Mrs.  James  R.  Rowles,  Jr. 

Last  year  Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthen,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board,  issued  a  call  for  5000  missionaries  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  In 
1964  there  were  159  missionaries  appointed,  bringing  the  total  to  1901.  Including 
missionary  associates,  the  total  appointed  or  employed  was  195,  an  all  time  record. 

These  missionaries  are  scattered  over  57  countries,  and  work  was  begun  in  four 
new  countries:  Togo,  the  Ivory  Coast,  Luxembourg,  and  Yemen. 

There  are  4,231  churches  on  mission  fields,  of  which  2,617  are  self -supporting. 
In  addition,  there  are  7,482  chapels  or  mission  points.  Baptisms  numbered  43,403 
and  the  membership  of  the  churches  reached  549,  921. 

We  have  1,110  schools,  extending  from  kindergarten  through  senior  college 
and  theological  seminary,  in  which  174,350  students  were  enrolled.  Twenty 
hospitals  and  forty-nine  dispensaries  extended  mmistry  to  39,364  inpatients  and 
395,207  outpatients.  Sixteen  children's  homes  provided  ministries  for  771  children. 
Eighteen  good  will  centers  enrolled  3,560  children  and  1,040  adults.  Twenty  pub- 
lication centers  produced  4,238,260  periodicals,  899,776  books  and  10,494,391  tracts. 

Throughout  1964,  preparation  was  made  for  launching  the  Missionary  Journey- 
man Program,  which  calls  for  sending  young  people  who  are  college  graduates  and 
not  beyond  the  age  of  twenty-seven,  for  two  years  of  service  where  specific  tasks 
are  awaiting  them  on  mission  fields.  It  is  anticipated  that  fifty  young  people  will 
be  sent  in  1965  in  this  category. 

At  the  close  of  1964,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  had  received  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  the  sum  of  $1,278,211.07.  Advance  upon  increase  in  both 
missionary  personnel  and  financial  resources.  The  operating  budget  for  1965  had  to 
be  increased  over  1964  by  the  sum  of  $1,548,016.80.  But  even  so,  each  year  the 
recommendations  for  urgent  needs  by  the  Missions  exceed  the  resources  available 
by  more  than  $3,000,000.  Work  in  some  countries  proceeds  at  a  fraction  of  its 
possible  growth  rate  because  of  these  limitations.  While  rejoicing  in  all  the 
advance  being  made,  we  need  to  keep  always  before  us  the  truth  that  missions 
waits  on  stewardship. 

In  referring  to  the  selfless  commitment  of  our  missionaries,  Dr.  Cauthen  stated: 
"The  self-abandonment  in  labors  abroad  can  well  serve  to  challenge  Southern 
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Baptists  at  home  to  a  fresh  examination  of  the  meaning  of  discipleship  and  new 
commitment  to  the  will  of  Christ  under  all  circumstances." 

REPORT  OF  HISTORIAN 

J.  D.  Greene 

The  annual  Central  Training  School  for  the  association  was  held  at  Hickory, 
First  Church  during  the  week  of  February  22  to  26,  1965.  Twenty-six  courses  of 
study  was  offered  with  46  classes  participating.  Total  enrollment  for  the  week  was 
1,080  and  average  attendance  of  799. 

Midway  mission,  which  was  sponsored  by  Highland  Church,  Eev.  Roy  Beals, 
pastor,  and  located  on  Highway  16  in  Oxford  Community  was  organized  into  a 
church  on  May  16,  1965  with  67  members  at  the  organization  meeting.  The  name 
of  the  new  church  is  Oxford  Baptist  Church  and  Kev.  Guy  Fisher,  a  student  at 
Southeastern  Seminary,  is  pastor. 

North  Newton  Church  has  begun  construction  of  a  new  building  at  a  new 
location  on  Highway  321  By-pass.  Oyama  paid  off  their  indebtedness  and  elected 
a  planning  and  survey  committee  to  make  plans  for  a  new  building.  Startown 
church  built  some  additional  rooms  for  the  education  department.  Temple  Church 
has  begun  construction  of  a  new  educational  building.  West  Hickory,  Viewmont, 
Highland  and  Hickory,  First  have  paved  their  parking  areas  this  year.  Lakeview 
Mission  completed  their  Sanctuary  and  Educational  facilities  and  held  dedication 
service  on  January  3,  1965. 

Viewmont  Church  celebrated  its  30th  Anniversary  with  a  homecoming  service 
and  history  presentation.  They  received  a  Baby  Grand  piano,  a  memorial  gift  from 
the  C.  O.  Ellis  family. 

Rev.  George  Harris,  who  has  served  as  minister  of  education  at  West  Hickory, 
was  ordained  into  the  Gospel  ministry  and  accepted  the  call  as  pastor  of  a  church 
at  Bridgeport,  West  Virginia.  Corinth  Church  called  Clarence  Roberts  as  minister 
of  music  and  Highland  called  R.  Lowell  Dotson  as  minister  of  music  and  educa- 
tion. Miss  Nancy  Hildebran  is  now  serving  as  director  of  music  and  Youth  at 
Central.  Sweetwater  called  Rev.  William  Bell  of  West  Cramerton  as  pastor.  He 
is  a  student  at  Fruitland  Bible  Institute.  Rev.  Jack  Falls  resigned  as  pastor  of 
Providence  and  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Albert  Bishop  from  Nags  Head,  N.  C.  Rev. 
James  Graham  resigned  as  pastor  at  Corinth  to  go  to  the  Bethlehem  Church,  Kings 
Mountain.  Rev.  Earl  Wilcox  has  resigned  as  pastor  at  Unity. 

Lakeview  Mission  called  Rev.  Alfred  Miller  as  pastor  from  First  Baptist 
Church,  Umatilla,  Florida.  Rev.  Carl  Helms,  Sr.,  resigned  as  pastor  of  Hildebran, 
First  Church,  to  become  pastor  of  Fairview  Church,  Albemarle.  Rev.  C.  Wayne 
Ham  came  from  First  Church,  Walterboro,  S.  C.  to  become  minister  of  education  at 
Hickory,  First  Church.  He  succeeds  Rev.  Harold  Blankenship  who  was  appointed 
associate  missionary  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  to  Libya,  North  Africa.  He 
will  be  working  with  the  English  speaking  military  personnel  and  industrial 
workers  in  that  country.  Rev.  Roy  Craig  resigned  as  pastor  at  Wayside  and  was 
succeeded  by  Rev.  Ray  Woody.  Rev.  J.  L.  Bryson,  Jr.  is  the  new  pastor  at  Newton, 
First  and  Rev.  Frank  Robinson  accepted  the  pastorate  of  Temple  Church,  Hickory. 
Rev.  Paul  Gibson  resigned  as  pastor  at  Catawba  to  go  to  West  Kannapolis.  Rev. 
Richard  Hollifield  resigned  as  pastor  of  Claremont,  First  Church.  Conover,  First 
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Church,  completed  a  new  home  for  the  pastor  at  a  cost  of  $17,000.00.  Dr.  E.  L. 
Spivey  led  in  a  dedication  service.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING

The  day  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  launched  a  ministry  to  the  aging  four- 
teen years  ago  was  a  good  day  indeed.  Since  that  time  four  Homes  for  the  aging 
have  come  into  being,  and  a  fifth  one  is  in  the  making.  Many  elderly  people  have 
been  blessed  by  this  compassionate  ministry  through  the  years,  and  today  160 
people  are  in  residence  at  Eesthaven,  and  the  Hayes  Home  in  Winston-Salem,  the 
Albemarle  Home  in  Albemarle,  and  the  Hamilton  Home  in  Hamilton.  When  the 
proposed  new  Home  at  Yanceyville  is  completed,  there  will  be  capacity  for  200. 
It  is  anticipated  that  construction  will  begin  on  the  Yanceyville  Home  during 
1965. 

This  labor  of  Christian  love  and  nurture  is  ours  together,  and  we  could  not 
operate  without  the  concern,  the  prayers  and  the  financial  support  of  our  Baptist 
people.  This  financial  aid  from  the  churches  comes  to  us  through  two  very  vital 
avenues — the  Special  Day  offering,  received  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February  each 
year,  and  the  Cooperative  Program.  Special  Day  offering  receipts  for  1964  were 
at  an  all-time  high  and  exceeded  $96,000.00.  Through  these  gifts  we  were  able  to 
supplement  from  80%  to  90%  of  our  needy  residents  who  could  not  be  with  us 
otherwise. 

It  is  urgently  hoped  that  the  Special  Day  offering  for  1965  will  be  the  greatest 
ever,  especially  in  view  of  the  pressing  and  ever-increasing  needs  of  the  aging  in 
our  midst  who  seek  our  help.  The  Avaiting  list  now  is  175  and  grows  almost  daily. 

As  the  great  heart  of  the  Saviour  yearns  for  all  in  the  various  areas  of  human 
need,  we  are  grateful  that  He  has  commissioned  us  to  include  also  a  special  ministry 
to  the  aged  among  us.  We  have  responded  to  His  plea,  we  are  giving  an  answer  to 
Him  for  these  elderly  people  who  are  very  dear  to  Him,  and  we  pray  that  every 
church  in  our  Baptist  State  Convention  will  be  very  careful  to  give  increasing 
emphasis  to  this  vital  ministry.

REPORT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

James  E.  Eov^^kes,  Jr. 

The  work  horse  of  any  Baptist  church  is  its  Sunday  School.  A  pastor  may 
be  a  powerful  preacher  of  the  Gospel  but  without  an  active  Sunday  School  his  arms 
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of  outreach  are  limited.  The  growth  of  any  church  and  the  winning  of  the  lost  is 
directly  related  to  the  Sunday  School.  The  increase  of  giving  is  directly  related 
to  the  attitude  of  Sunday  School  personnel. 

It  is  of  increasing  concern  that,  while  we  are  growing  in  numbers,  the 
growth  of  Sunday  Schools  does  not  keep  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  area's 
population. 

The  influx  of  industries  demand  a  more  vigorous  associational  Sunday  School 
program  to  reach  our  expanding  population. 

In  1965-66  the  associational  Sunday  School  program  will  endeavor  to  train 
teachers  of  all  ages  in  January  Bible  Study  for  local  churches.  It  will  endeavor  to 
correlate  a  program  of  evangelism  training  all  teachers  and  officers  in  the  projects 
in  1966  Evangelism  Plan  Book. 

We  look  forward  to  a  Director-led  campaign  in  September,  1966.  Every  Sunday 
School  in  our  Association  needs  an  expanding  program.  Funds  and  workers  from 
the  State  Office  have  been  made  available  to  us.  It  will  be  a  rare  and  wonderful 
opportunity  for  every  church  and  the  whole  association. 

Teams  of  workers  of  the  Association  will  be  available  throughout  the  year  for 
assistance  of  any  Sunday  School. 

A  resume  of  statistics:  All  34  churches  and  missions  report  a  Sunday  School 
with  total  enrollment  of  11,850  and  6,284  average  attendance.  33  churches  reported 
Vacation  Bible  School  with  4,704  enrolled. 

A  resume  of  activities:  Host  to  Regional  Sunday  School  meeting  in  September. 
Visitation  Clinic  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Gerald  Goodwin.  Presentation  of 
Teacher  Training  opportunities.  Study  of  need  for  missions  in  the  associations. 
V.  B.  S.  Clinic — our  largest  and  best — under  the  direction  of  J.  Harold  Craig. 
Presentation  of  Church  Program  Guidebook.  Co-sponsored  the  Youth  Retreat 
along  with  the  Training  Union. 

REPORT  OF  TRAINING  UNION 

J.  Max  Smith 

This  year  has  been  one  of  great  change  in  Training  Union.  We  have  seen  new 
materials,  organization,  and  courses  of  study  introduced  to  help  us  do  a  better  job 
of  the  training  ministry. 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  for  all  the  leaders  of  our  Associational  Training 
Union.  At  least  one  leader  has  visited  every  church  in  promoting  the  tournaments, 
clinics,  mass  meetings,  conferences,  or  teaching  Training  Union  courses. 

The  Training  Union  Tournaments  were  the  most  successful  of  any  held  in  the 
past.  Several  of  our  churches  had  entries  in  the  Junior  Memory  Work,  Inter- 
mediate Sword  Drill,  and  Young  Peoples  Speaking  Tournaments.  Association 
winners  in  Junior  Memory  Work  were :  Debbie  Leonhardt,  Penelope ;  Debbie  Hoyle 
and  Renae  Huffman,  Startown.  These  also  were  regional  and  state  winners.  As- 
sociation winners  in  Intermediate  Sword  Drill  were:  Mike  Sigmon  and  Elizabeth 
Phillips  from  Penelope.  They  also  represented  us  in  Region  Eight.  Marty  Phillips, 
Penelope,  was  Young  Peoples  Speaking  Winner  and  participated  in  Region  Eight 
tournaments. 

Something  new  was  added  this  year  also.  In  cooperation  with  the  Associational 
Sunday  School  Department,  the  Training  Union  sponsored  an  overnight  retreat 
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at  South  Mountain  Camp.  About  120  of  our  young  people  attended  and  received 
many  blessings  from  the  fun,  fellowship  and  inspiration, 

"M"  Night,  one  of  the  highlights  of  our  assoeiational  year  was  held  on. 
December  1,  1964,  at  Hickory  First  Baptist  Church.  A  total  of  496  people  were 
present  from  24  churches.  Also  present  were  16  Pastors  and  24  Training  Union 
Directors.
